I.  *¥  "T"  TE  mayobferve,  that  at  theBcginningof  this  Second  Period, 

\/^     and  for  fome  time  afterwards,  the   Exchequer  continued 

in    much   the  Himc  State  that   it  was  in  during  the  Firll 

Period  ;  bateing   the  Change  made  by  the  Separation  of  Common 

Pleas  from  the  King's  Court  and  it  (of  which  I  have  fpoken  in  Chap. 

XIX)  :    I   fay,    for   fome  time   after  the   Beginning    of   this    fecond 

Period,  it  was,  as  before,  a  great  and  folemn  Court,  frequented  by 

the  King's  great   Officers,  and  guided  for  the  mod  part  by  the  anci-

cnt  Rules,  Affizes,  and  Ciiftoms.  Before  the  End  of  K.  Henry  >\\^ 
Tliird's  Reign,  it  fell  in  great  meafure  fjom  its  ancient  Grandeur; 
and  from  thence  forward  continued  in  a  State  of  Declenfion  ;  info- 
much  that  about  the  End  of  this  fecond  Period,  it  was  in  many  Re- 
fpeds  different  from  what  it  had  been  in  former  Ages.  This,  I  fup- 
pofe,  will  appear  from  the  hiflorical  Deduiftion  contained  in  thefc 
Volumes;  and  particularly,  by  comparing  the  State  of  the  Exchequer 
during-the  firft  Period,  with  the  State  of  it  during  the  latter  Part  of 
the  fecond  (to  fay  nothing  now  of  the  next  fucceeding  Times).  I  who 
propofe  to  deliver  Matters  of  Fadl,  do  not  think  my  felf  concerned  to 
engage  in  fo  abftrufe  a  Theme,  as  to  enquire  what  were  the  efpecial 
Caufes  of  this  Declenfion  :  nor  am  I  willing  to  amufe  the  Reader 
with  my  Conjettures. 

II.  In  the  King's  Exchequer,  there  ftill  continued  the  Diftindlion 
of  the  two  notable  Terms  in  the  Year,  called  the  T)uo  Scaccaria. 
The  Reafon  why  thefe  two  Terms  were  at  firft  inftituted  and  after- 
wards obfervedin  the  Exchequer,  is  (with  great  Probability  of  Truth) 
affigned  by  the  worthy  Author  of  the  Dialogue  {a) ;  to  whom  the 
Reader  is  referred.  But  let  us  now,  if  you  pleafe,  fliew  in  fomc  In- 
ftances  the  Continuance  of  the  Duo  Scaccaria  during  this  fe- 
cond Period.  And  that  will  appear  in  the  Cafe  of  Robert  Mar~ 
miu7i  [b),  of  the  Men  of  Fecham  i^c),  of  R.  Bifliop  of  Cbichejier  [d), 
Laurence  de  Wenlefwurth  {e),  Nicholas  del  Cajlle  [f),  and  "Jobn  Longy-

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nouig).  To  thefe,  more  Inftances  need  not  be  added  ;  in  regard  the 
lame  Diflindion  hath  continued  all  along  in  the  following  Ages,  and 
is  well  known  at  this  Day  in  the  Receipt  of  Exchequer.  The  Diliinc- 
tion  of  the  Dhq  Scaccaria  was  likewife  ufed  in  Norttiandy  {h). 

III.  Befides  the  great  or  principal  Exchequer,  there  were  feveral  in- 
feriour  Receipts  or  Treafuries  that  were  called  by  that  Name.  There 
was  an  Exchequer  to  be  made  in  the  King's  Manour-houfe  at  IVood- 
Jiock  (i).  'K.  He7iry  III.  gave  towards  the  Fabrick  of  Wejiminjier- 
<r/6z;rr/&  Two  thoufand  Five  hundred  andNinety  Pounds^  and  appointed 
a  private  Exchequer  [orCheft]  for  the  Receipt  and  Management  thereof; 
and  made  two  Pcrfons  Treafurers  of  that  Exchequer  (^•).  There  was 
an  Exchequer  of  Wolvefey  belonging  to  the  Bidioprick  oi  JVinchcJler{l).

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Treafurer  (/)  :  And  the  Writ  of  Summonce  was  ufed  there  (as  in  the 
Superiour  Exchequer)  for  levying  of  the  King's  Debts  arifing  in  thole 
Parts.  The  Principal  Exchequer  was  fufficiently  diftinguilhable  from 
thefe  or  other  inferiour  ones.  However,  when  the  former  and  any 
one  of  the  latter  are  mentioned  together,  there  has  been  commonly  a 
Name  or  Charafter  of  Diftindion  ufed.  With  reference  to  the  Ex- 
chequer of  Cbejler,  the  principal  Exchequer  has  been  called  Scacca- 
rium  de  Londonia  {u)  :  With  refpeft  to  the  Exchequer  of  Beriokk,  it 
has  been  called  Scnccarium  Wejlinonajierij  (w)  .•  With  reference  to  the 
Exchequer  of  the  Receipt  (.v  ,  and  likewife  to  the  Exchequer  of  the 
'Jews  (  y).  Magnum  oxj'uperius  Scaccarium. 

IV.  The  principal  Times  of  Seffion  at  the  Exchequer  were  the  two 
Terms  of  Eajter  and  St.  Michael.  At  which  Times  the  Procefs  that 
ilTued  pro  Rege  was  returnable,  and  many  Adls  became  neceilary  to  be 
done  there  in  confequence  thereof.  The  Exchequer  was  alfo  holden 
during  the  other  two  Law-Terms,  to  wit  of  St.  Hilary  and  of  the 
Trinity.  But  it  feemeth,  that  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  fometimes  fat 
if  there  was  Occafion,  at  other  Times  not  comprized  within  the  LiiTiits 
of  the  Four  Terms  above  mentioned;  and  fometimes  on  Sundays.  In 
the  I  ith  year  of  K.  Henry  III,  IVilUam  Pippard  was  fummoned  to  be

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at  the  Exchequer  on  the  Sunday  next  before  Afcenfion-day(x).  In  the 
52d  Year  of  that  King,  the  Exchequer  was  fliut  up  on  the  Morrow 
of  St.  Peter  ad  Vinculo  {a).     In  the  26th  Year  of  K.Edivard  I,   in  re- 
gard the  Treafurer  was  obhged  to  attend  on  certain  Affairs  which  the

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Year,  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  and  feveral  Perfons  of  the 
King's  Council  fat  at  the  Exchequer  on  Sunday  the  23d  Day  of 
yuly  {e).  The  Day  of  the  Liberate  was  counted  the  Time  of  their 
Rifing.  The  King  commands  the  Treafurer's  Lieutenant,  the  Barons, 
and  Chamberlains,  to  certify  him  in  what  State  Things  would  be  at 
the  Receipt  of  Exchequer,  after  their  Liberate,  now  at  their  [next] 
Rifing  {/)•  In  the  Archive  of  Corpus  Chrijli  College  in  Catribridge, 
there  is  a  Manufcript  that  contains  a  Calendar  made  for  the  Ufe  of  the 
Audkores  compotorum  and  others  refiding  at  the  Exchequer.  It  is  en- 
titled there,  Kalendariiim  de  Scaccario.  The  Beginning  of  it  gives 
Rules  for  finding  the  Dominical  Letter  and  Holy  Days(^).

Shall  we  fay,  that 
the  Exchequer  was  not  holden  in  the  fame  Place  where  the  Parliament 
was  held,  but  only  at  the  fame  Time  ?     But  the  Words  of  thefe  Re- 
cords feem  to  import  more  than  that,  and  to  mean  the  fame  Place. 
However,  let  the  Antiquaries  (who  have  a  Notion  of  the  Communica- 
tion there  anciently  was  between  the  King's  Courts  after  the  Divifion 
of  them)  determine,  if  they  pleafe,  this  Matter.     Further.     K.  £</- 
ivard  I,  in  the  1 8th  Year  of  his  Reign,  commanded  tlie  Barons  to  tranf- 
fer  the  Exxhequer  to  the  Ihijiing  of  hondon,  and  to  hold  it  there  («). 
The  fame  King,  in  the  26th  Year  of  his  Reign,  cauied  his  Exchequer, 
with  the  Receipt  and  Bench,  to  be  removed  to  the  City  of  Tork ; 
and  commanded  the  Sheriff  of  Tork,   forthwith  to  provide  a  large 
convenient  Hall  within  the  King's  Caftle  of  Tork,  for  holding  the 
Pleas  of  the  faid  Bench,   with  other  Conveniencies  for  Seats  for  the 
Juftices,  Barons,  and  others  j  and   to  fit-up  the  Caflle-Hall  forthc 
Exchequer,   with  a  fquare  Chequer-board,  and  Seats  about  it  for  the 
Treafurer,  Barons,  Clerks,  and  Miniilers  there,  and  with  a  Bar  for 
thofe  who  plead  and  attend  there ;  And  alfo  to  fit-up  the  Tower  of 
the  Callle  for  the  Receipt  of  the  Exchequer,  and  furnifli  it  with 
Doors,  Bars,  Locks,   and  other  Things  neceffary  for  Security  of  the 
King's  Treafure  to  be  lodged  there  :   And  to  do  all  thefe  Things  ac- 
cording to  the  Dire(3;ions  which  Ihould  he  given  him  by  "John  Dym- 
mok  Ulher  of  the  Exchequer  :  And  the  Expcnccs  thereof  were  to  be 
allowed  the  faid  Sheriff  upon  his  Accompt  {0).

VII,  From  the  mofl  ancient  Times,  the  Perfons  employed  in  the 
King's  Service  at  his  Exchequer  were  wont  to  enjoy  feveral  Privileges; 
Ibine  of  which  will  be  fpecified  by  and  by.  The  Records  of  the  hrft 
Period,  that  relate  to  this  Subjcdt,  are  not  fo  clear  and  full  as  thofe 
of  the  fecond  Period.  However,  in  the  former,  we  find,  the  Barons 
and  Officers  of  the  Exchequer  had  then  divers  Immunities  allowed 
to  them  per  Ubcrtatcm  fedcndi  ad  Scaccarium,  in  refpeft  of  their  Atten- 
dance there.     Some  of  thefe  Cafes  are  mentioned  by  the  Dialogue  {e).

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Tlic  Recorids  of  the  fubfequent  Times  fpeak  more  diAindlly.  They 
mention  the  Privilege  of  impleading  and  being  impleaded  in  the  Ex- 
chequer only  ;  Freedom  from  Toll,  for  Things  bought  for  their  o\va 
ufe;  Freedom  from  Suit  to  County-Courts,  Hundred  Courts,  &c.;  and 
other  Privilege";.  It  is  alfo  to  be  underil:ood,  that  feveral  of  the  Re- 
fidents  at  the  Ex'chequer  had  Privilege  not  only  for  themfelves,  but 
alfo  for  their  Clerks  and  tiieir  Men.  I  will  produce  fome  Inflances  of 
thefe  Things ;  not  pretending  to  enumerate  all  the  Officers  and  Refi- 
dents  who  were  in  thofe  Times  privileged,  nor  all  the  Privileges  to 
which  they  were  entituled.  In  the  38th  Year  of  K.  Henry  III,  a 
Writ  was  fent  to  the  Sheriff  of  Norfolk,  reciting  that  whereas  by  the 
ancient  Cuftom  and  Affife  of  the  Exchequer,  no  Baron  of  the  Ex- 
chequer, or  other  Officer  in  Fee  attending  there,  ought  to  plead  or 
be  impleaded  in  any  other  Place  befides  the  Exchequer ;  and  com- 
manding the  Sheriff  to  remove  a  Plea  which  depended  in  the  County- 
Court  between  Mafter  Roger  de  Gofebec,  who  reiided  at  the  Exchequer 
for  the  Marflial  of  E.ngland,  and  William  de  Eys  and  others,  into  the 
Exchequer,  and  to  fummon  the  Parties  Defendants  to  be  there  to 
anfwer  in  the  Premiffcs  ffj.  The  fame  K.  Henry  III,  in  the  39th 
Year  of  his  Reign,  granted  and  confirmed  to  the  Barons  that  fat  at  the 
Exchequer,  all  the  ancient  Liberties  and  Freedoms  which  the  Barons 
of  the  Exchequer  had  in  the  Time  of  his  Predeceffors  Kings  of  Eng- 
land, and  which  the  Barons  then  living  had  in  his  own  Time,  as  well 
in  Pleas  moved,  and  ExaiTtions  made  for  their  Lands,  Rents,  Tene- 
ments, Fees,  and  Poffeffions,  as  alfo  in  refped:  of  Trefpaffes  and  In- 
juries done  to  them  and  their  Men  :  And  granted,  that  they  fliould 
enjoy  the  faid  Liberties  as  fully  as  any  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  in.

There  was  alfo,  as  I  take  it,  a  fort  of 
Privilege  allowed  to  Perfons  who  were  Suitors  or  Accomptants  at  the 
Exchequer  :  namely.  If  they  were  to  appear  in  any  inlerior  Court 
or  Place  upon  a  certain  Day,  in  cafe  they  were  that  Day  attending 
at  the  Exchequer,  they  were  not  to  be  put  in  Default  below.  This 
Privilege  was  allowed  to  ""John  Son  oi  Ojhcrt  Citizen  oi  Lincoln  (.v). 

VIII.  The  Exchequer  was  a  Court  greatly  concerned  in  the  Con- 
fervation  of  the  Prerogatives  as  well  as  the  Revenue  of  the  Crown. 
It  was  the  Care  of  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  and  the  King's  Council  at 
the  Exchequer,  to  fee  that  the  Rights  of  the  Crown  were  not  invaded 
by  fuch  as  claimed  Liberties  or  Exemptions ;  and  to  allow  or  dif- 
allow  of  Liberties  or  Exemptions  claimed,  as  Reafon  and  Juftice 
fhould  require.  It  is  true,  the  Allowance  or  Difillowance  of  Liber- 
ties had  fome  relation  to  the  Regal  Revenue  :  inafmuch  as  Men  were 
wont  to  be  puniflied  by  Amercements,  Seifures,  and  Fines,  for  undue 
Ufurpations  of  Liberties  -,  and  were  obliged  or  induced  to  fine  for 
Confirmation  or  Improvement  of  their  Liberties,  if  they  dcfired  rhe. 
fame.  However,  many  Affairs  of  this  Nature  were  wont  to  be  exa- 
mined and  regulated  at  the  Exchequer  :  and  therein  great  Care  was 
taken,  to  preferve  the  Rights  of  the  Crown  inviolate.  Upon  this 
Ground,  probably,  it  became  the  ulual  Method,  for  Charters  of  Li- 
berties to  be  read  and  enrolled  at  the  Exchequer.  So  that  com- 
monly, when  the  King  granted  or  conhrmed  Liberties  by  his  Letters 
Patent,  a  clofe  Writ,  direded  to  the  Treafurer  and  Barons,  was  wont 
to  ilfue,  reciting  the  Subftance  of  fuch  Grant  or  Confirmation,  and 
commanding  the  Barons  to  allow  thereof.  The  Records  both  of  the 
Chancery  and  the  Exchequer  are  full  of  Inftances  of  thefe  Matters. 
Let  me  add,  that  the  Authority  and  Dignity  of  the  Court  of  Exche-

cefs  of  a  certain  Recognifance  made  in  the  Exchequer.  This  Writ, 
by  Aflent  of  the  Treafurer  and  Barons,  was  retorned  or  indorfed  thus; 
viz.  "  Upon  this  Writ  nothing  ought  to  be  done  ;  becaule  a  Record 
"  of  fuch  Things  as  are  done  in  the  Exchequer  ought  Jiot,  nor  was 
"  ever  from  the  firft  Foundation  of  the  Exchequer  wont,  to  be  fent 
**  any  whither  out  of  the  fame  Exchequer  before  any  JuiHces  what- 
"  ever ;  but  if  any  Juftices  whatever,  for  the  Explanation  of  any  Pleas 
**  depending  before  them,  have  a  necell'ary  Occafion  to  be  certified 
"  concerning  any  Matters  tranfadled  or  done  in  the  Exchequer,  they 
*'  ought  to  come  to  the  Exchequer,  and  there,  at  the  Requeft  of  the 
"  faid  Juflices,  to  be  certified  by  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  touching 
"  the  PremilTes,  in  fuch  manner  as  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  Ihall 
"  judge  meet  on  the  King's  Behalf  {)')'"

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The  Exchequer  was  a  great  Repoikory  of  the  King's  Records. 
Thither  the  Records  of  the  Court  holden  before  the  Km?,  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Bench,  and  of  the  Juftices  in  Eire  were  brought, 
to  be  laid  up  in  the  Treafury  there  [z).  But  I  need  not  go  about  to 
prove  by  ancient  Records,  that  the  Treafury  of  the  Exchequer  was 
a  Repofitory  for  the  Rolls  and  Records  of  the  feveral  Courts  above- 
mentioned.  That  Matter  is  evident  of  it  felf.  For  at  this  Day  vi^e 
find  the  ancient  Rolls  and  Records  of  the  Court  h>.'ld  before  the 
King,  of  the  Common  Bench,  and  of  the  Juftices  Itinerant  for  Com- 
mon Pleas  and  for  the  Foreft,  repofited  and  fUU  remaining  in  that 
Treafury,  under  the  Cuftody  of  the  Treafurcr  and  Chamberlains  of 
the  Excheqijer.

I.  TN  the  Beginning  of  this  fecond  Period,  and  for  a  fliort  Time  after, 
j[_  the  King's  Chief  Jufticier  continued  to  prefide  and  ad:  at  the  Ex- 
chequer, as  he  had  before  ufed  to  do.  Afterwards,  when  he  ceafed 
to  prefidc  there,  the  Power  of  the  Treafurer  encreafed.  Then,  the 
Affairs  of  the  Exchequer  were  guided  and  ordered  by  the  Treafurer 
and  Barons  of  the  Exchequer.  To  them  may  be  added  tlie  King's 
Council.  For  in  the  Beginning  of  K.  Henry  the  third's  Reign,  and 
in  the  fucceeding  Times,  we  often  find  the  King's  Council  adling  both 
in  the  Superiour  Court  and  in  the  Exchequer.  Of  them,  during 
the  Nonage  of  K.  Henry  III,  William  Marefchall,  Redtorof  the  King 
and  Kingdom,  was  Chief.  Infomuch  that  Letters  Patent  and  other 
Adts  running  in  the  King's  Name  were  fealed  with  William'^  Seal ;  as 
appears  by  many  Inflances  in  the  Patent  and  clofe  Rolls.  Some 
Examples  may  be  here  produced  of  the  Treafurer,  Barons,  and  Council 
av^ing  at  the  Exchequer.  In  the  fecond  Year  of  K.  Henry  III,  William 
Marefchall  Earl  of  Pembroke  Guardian  of  the  King  and  of  the  Realm, 
Peter  Bifhop  of  Wi/ichefter,  Hubert  de  Burgh  Chief  Jufticier,  and  the 
King's  Council,  were  prefent  at  the  Exchequer,  and  adjudged  Nicolas 
de  Verdun  to  be  difcharged  of  DLj  1,  which  had  been  arbitrarily  and 
without  Judgment  charged  on  him  by  the  Suggeftion  of  Reginald 
Bajj'et  {a).

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of  the  fame  King,  the  BKhop  of  Worccficr  (the  King's  Chancellor) 
declared  at  the  Exchequer,  that  it  was  the  King's  Pkafure,  that  IV. 
BiHiop  of  Coventry  and  Lkhjicld  ihould  be  admitted  one  of  the  King's 
Council  at  the  Exchequer.  Accordingly  the  Bifliop  of  Coventry  and 
jL.  was  called  out,  and  placed  amongll  the  King's  Council  there  (r). 
In  the  1 2th  Year  of  the  fame  King,  Mailer  'John  JVakiveyn,  lately 
the  King's  Trcafurer,  having  been  removed  from  that  Office,  the 
King  by  his  Writ  commands  the  Barons,  that  in  refpect  of  the  faid 
Maft:er'y^/&«'s  former  good  Services  done  to  the  King,  they  fliould 
give  him  an  honourable  Place  amongft  them  at  the  Ex'chequer  when- 
ever he  lliould  come  thither,  and  ihould  communicate  with  him  in 
the  King's  Bufmefs  there  (j). 

From  thefe  Inilances  it  appears  that  the  King's  Council  frequently 
iat  and  adted  at  the  Exchequer.  And  it  is  likely  they  did  not  fit  there 
only  occafionally  ;  becaufe  it  is  found,  that  Men  were  fometimes  fum- 
moned  to  appear  before  the  King's  Council  there  on  fet  Days.  As  in 
the  Cafe  of  Walter  de  Kclk  (/),  John  de  Lhnhury  [u),  and  others.

.In  what  Manner  the  Treafurer  and  liis  Lieutenant,  the  Ch mccllor 
pi  the  Exchequer,  and  the  Barons,  were  appointed  to  their  Otiiccs. 
Firft,  of  the  Treafurer  i  then  of  the  others  in  Order.  K.  Henry  III. 
{Anno  Rt'gni  16)  by  his  Charter  granted  his  Treafury  of  his  Exchequer 
of  England  to  Walter  dc  Manc/erc  BiQiop  of  Carlile,  to  hold  durinc: 
.jiis  Lite  ;  with  all  the  Liberties  and  Appurtenances  to  the  laid  Trea- 
fury belonging  :  So  that  he  iliould  have  and  keep  the  faid  Treafury  at 
the  King's  Exchequer,  in  his  own  Perfon,  or  by  fome  difcrcet  and  iit 
Perfon  his  Alllgne.e  or  Vicegerent;  which  Affignce  fliould  be  fworn  to

Some  Perfons  have  been  inclined  to  think,  that  the  Office  of  'The 
King  s  'Treafurer  (or,  as  Ave  now  call  it,  Treafurer  of  Rngland)  and 
tile  Odicc  of  Treafurer  of  the  .Exchequer,  were  two  diftindt  Offices. 
A?,  to  that  Matter,  I  fliall  here  refer  Precedents  to  the  Reader's  Con- 
lideration.  Walter  Bifliop  of  Carl'ik  is  Ailed,  Trecfurer  of  the  Kings 
Exchequer  of  Rngh.ind,  and  The  Kings  Treafurer :  Peter  de  Rivall 
js  ftylcd,  Treafurer  of  the  King's  Exchequer  \_of  London\,  and  Ths 
King  s  Treafurer  :  Hugh  de  Pat eji:ull,  Treafurer  of  the  Exchequer,  and 
The  King's  Treafurer.  William  de  Marche  was,  by  his  Patent,  to 
liold  the  Office  of  Treafurer  cf  the  King's  Exchequer,  in  the  fame 
Wanner  as  J.  Biffiop  o^  Ely,  late  the  King's  Treafurer,  and  other  Trea- 
f'urers  there  held  the  fame.  And  Walter  de  Langeton's  Vitcixt  was  in 
like  Form.  All  which  Cafes  are  fet  forth  above  in  this  Section, 
Walter  de  Norwich  is  ftiled  the  King's  Treafurer  [zi)  ;  and  he  is  alfo 
flyled  Treafurer  of  the  Exchequer  (rt).  I  fuppofe,  tlic  Inflances  of 
this  Kind  need  not  be  multiplied.  For  wlioever  will  compare  Things 
together,  may  find  moll;  of  the  Trcafurers  during  the 'Reigns  of  KKK. 
Henry  III,  Edzcard  I,  nnd  Edioard  II,  fiylcd,  fometimes  The  King's 
Trcafurei-,  and  fometimes  Treafurer  of  his  Exchequer, 

It  doth  not  appear  to  me,  what  Fee  or  Appointment  the  Treafurer 
in  the  moft  ancient  Times  was  wont  to  receive  of  the  King  for  the 
Execution  of  his  Office.

K.  EchcardU,  in  the  hrll  Year  of  his  Reign,  in- 
tending to  have  Walter  de  Langcton  Bifliop  of  Chejler,  late  Treafurer,' 
called  to  an  Account  before  Juftices  alTigned,  for  certain  Mifdemea- 
uors  which  he  had  committed  in  his  Office  of  Treafurer,  commanded 
the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  by  the  Writ  of  Privy  Seal  hereunder 
cited,  to  find  out  by  the  befl:  Means  they  could,  and  to  fct  dovvn  in 
Writing  all  the  Trefpalfes  and  Damages  which  the  fiid  late  Treafurer 
had  committed,,  as  well  in  wrongful  Allowances,  falle  Enrollments,, 
and  falfe  Judgments,  in  taking  Champert  for  the  King's  Debts,  in 
converting  to  his  own  life  a  great  deal  of  the  King's  IVeafure,  and 
cauRng  the  fame  to  be  paid  at  his  o'.vn  Houfe  or  clfewhere  at  his 
Pleafure,  in  acquitting  Accomptanls  unduly,  in  fetting  Ferms  at  an. 
Undervalue  for  Bribes,  and  for  other  Mifdemeanors ;  and  to  certify 
the  fame  to  Monfieur  William  de  Bereford,  whom  the  King  had  ap- 
pointed to  hear  and  determine  the  Complaints  made  againlt  the  faid- 
late  Treafurer:  and  herein  the  Barons  v/ere  to  atl  with  Diligence  and 
Fidelity,  as  they  tendered  their  Oaths  and  Allegiance  (z).  The  Bhliop 
of  Worcefier  Chancellor  of  England  came  to  the  Exchequer,  and- 
declared  to  the  Barons  and  Chamberlains  there,  that  it  was  the  King's 
Pleafure,  that  ^chn  dc  Sandale  the  ICing's  Treafurer  fhould  aft  no' 
longer  in  that  Office  till  further  Order  ;  and  that  he  brought  his  Mef-'

Sometimes  there  was  at  the  Exchequer  an  Oflicer  called  the  Trea- 
furer's  Lieutenant ;  which  might  be  the  fime  "with  the  Treafurer's 
Aliignee  or  Attorney,  as  he  is  called  above  in  Sei^.  2.  in  the  Cafe  of 
Waiter  de  Malderc  and  Pete.7-  de  Rival!.  This  Lieutenant  aded  for 
the  Treafurer  in  bis  Abfence,  or^  if  there  was  no  Treafurer,  executed 
the  Treafurer's  Otlice  pat-  interim.  He  was  in  effedl:  the  Treafurer's 
Deputy,  or  Vice-treafurer  -,  for  Locum  tenctis  figmhed  a  Deputy,  or 
a  Perlon  that  aded  in  another's  ftead,  and  was  ufed  in  many  other 
Cafes  befides  this  :  that  is  to  f\y,  there  were  Lieutenants  to  Oflicers

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to  be  made  between  them  :  And  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  were 
commaiided  .to  be  Iiitendnnt  to  the  laid  John  as  the  King's  Licutenaiit 
in  his  Exchequer  {p).  In  the  19th  Year  of  the  fame  King,  the  Arch- 
biiliop  of  Tor/:,  the  King's  Treafurer,  went  into  the  North  by  the 
King's  Command  to  difpatch  fome  Bufmefs  of  the  King's  and  of  his 
own  there,  and  was  to  llay  in  thofe  Parts  for  fome  Tinie.  Plereupon 
the  King  appointed  Roger  Beler  to  hold  the  Place  of  the  faid  Trea- 
furer in  the  Exchequer  during  his  Abfence  ;  provided  that  the  Arch- 
billiop,  when  he  returned  to  the  Exchequer,  ihould  hold  the  Olfics 
of  Treafurer,   as  he  held  the  fame  before  his  late  Recefs  [q). 

III.  As  to  the  Chancellor  of  tiie  Exchequer,  he  feems  to  have 
been  an  Officer  appointed  to  be  a  Controul  or  Check  upon  the  Trea- 
furer. In  the  1  8th  Year  of  K.  Henry  III.  Jolm  Manfell  was  appointed 
to  execute  a  certain  Office  at  the  Exchequer.  I  cannot  tell  what 
Oflice  it  was,  unlefs  it  was  that  of  Chancellor.  The  Appoint- 
ment was  by  clofe  Writ,  in  this  Manner :  The  King,  by  the  Writ 
dircded  to  Hugh  de  FatepuU  Treafurer,  lent  '^jobn  Manfell  to  rcfide 
nt  the  Exchequer  oi  Receipt,  and  to  have  a  Counter-roll  of  all  Things 
pertaining  to  the  faid  Receipt ;  and  commanded  the  Treafurer  to  admit 
liim  accordingly  (r).

before  all  other  :  x'\nd  that  he  (hould  feal  with  the  Exchequcr-feal  no 
judicial  Writ  of  any  other  Court  befides  the  Exchequer,  whilll  the 
Chancery  [or  Chancellor]  was  within  twenty  Miles  of  the  Place 
where  the  Exchequer  was  holden  [h).

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Mikkfcud  were  convl^led,  before  Juftices  affigned  to  liear  and  deter- 
4iiine  in  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  of  niallcioully  procuring  yobn  le  King  to 
-be  indi<5ted  for  the  Death  of  IJabcJl  le  Shapcjierc ;  and  Hugh  T^yrd  of 
•divers  Confpiracies.  The  faid  Juftices  were  commanded  by  Writ,  to 
■tranfmit  into  the  Exchequer  the  Records  and  Proceilcs  touching  the 
Convictions  of  the  faid  four  Perfons,  together  witli  their  Advice  con- 
cerning the  Sums  proper  to  be  taken  of  them  by  way  of  Fine  for  their 
feveral  Trefpafles.  The  Records  and  Procelles  were  accordingly 
tranfmitted  together  with  the  Advice  of  the  Juftices  touching  tlie 
Fines.

"John  de  Wiuton,  a  Clerk  of  the  Wardrobe,  came  to  the  Exchequer, 
and  produced  the  King's  credential  Letter;  which  being  delivered  to 
•the  Treafurer,  '[jotm  notilied  on  the  King's  Behalf,  tliat  the  King 
willed  the  Treafurer  to  caufe  Simon  de  Segrave,  who  was  convidled  of 
certain  Trefpafles  before  Peter  de  Maulay,  and  other  Juftices  in  Lin- 
colnjbire,  and  remained  Prifoner  in  the  Tower  of  London  for  the  fame, 
to  be  brought  before  him  the  faid  Treafurer  and  the  Barons  of  the 
Exchequer,  and  to  fet  him  at  large  out  of  the  faid  Prifon,  when  they 
had  taken  of  him  a  Fine  for  the  laid  Trefpafles.

The  Treafurer  and  Barons  were  wont  to  fet  and  affeer  Amercements. 
An  Amercement  fet  upon  a  Sherifl'  was  affeered  by  the  Treafurer's 
Lieutenant  and  the  Barons.  But  afterwards,  in  Confideration  of  the 
Sherilf 's  good  Service,  the  Treafurer  pardoned  him  the  Amercement  {g).

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Kkhard de  Kejlot,  Clerk,  was  appointed  to  afFcer  Eftreats  of  Amerce- 
jnents  in  leveral  Counties,  by  Oath  of  Jurors.  And  ycbn  d'j  Cobham 
and  *thcr  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  were  appointed  to  affeer  divers 
other  Amercements  {JS).  Fifty  Rolls  of  Amercements  fet  in  the  Com- 
mon Bench  were  brouglit  to  "jobn  deFoxke,  a.Baron  of  the  Exchequer,, 
to  be  afieercd.  yo.bn  was  commanded  to  affeer  the  fiime  ;  and  to  have 
them  (being  fo  affeered)  at  the  Exchequer  with  all  Speed.  He  did 
aft'eer  them.    And  thereupon  the  fame  were  fent  out  in  Summonce  (/).

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the  Firft's  Reign,  Meafures  were  taken  at  the  Exchequer  for  removing 
fcveral  Sheriffs  from  their  Offices,  and  putting  others  in  their  room  (2).. 
K.  Edward  II.  by  Privy  Seal  commanded  tiic  Treafurer"s  Lieutenant 
and  the  Barons,  to  remove  Walter  de  Gedding  from  the  Sherivalty  of 
Surrey  and  StiJi'Xy  and  to  put  William  de  Hcnlce  into  that  Sherivalty, 
if  he  was  fit  for  it,  or,  if  he  was  not  fit  for  it,  to  put  in  fome  other 
fit  Perfon  [a).  The  fame  King,  Anno  Regni  2,  lent  a  Writ  to  the 
Barons  of  the  Exchequer  for  removing  tlie  feveral  Sheriffs  of  England, 
and  placing  other  fit  Perfons  in  their  room  [b).  At  another  Time, 
by  Privy  Seal,  he  commanded  the  Treafurer's  Lieutenant  and  the 
Barons,  to  put  Nicolas  de  Teukejhnry  into  the  Bailywick  of  Sheriff  of- 
Devonjliiret  to  hold  during  the  King's  Pleafure  [c).  And  in  the  5tK 
Year  of  his  Reign,  ydm  de  Wylugbby,  Sheriff  of  Northampton,  being, 
fb  engaged  in  certain  Affairs,  that  he  could  not  attend  to  execute  his- 
Sherivalty  :  The  King  by  Privy  Seal  commands  the  Treafurer  and 
Barons  to  difcharge  him  from  that  Office,  and  put  another  fit  Perfoix 
into  it  ((/).  In  the  12th  Year  of  that  King,  the  Commons  of  Hant- 
Jbire  petitioned  the  King,  fliewing  that  the  King  and  his  Council  had 
lately  ordered,  that  all  Sheriffs  in  the  Realm  and  their  Miniflers,  who 
had  been  in  Ofiice  fince  the  King  began  to  reign,  fliould  be  put  out 
of  Ofiice,  that  fo  the  People,  who  had  been  wronged  or  opprefled  by

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luch  Sheiiffs  or  their  Miniflers,  might  the  more  eaGly  obtain  Relief 
againft  them  ;   and  that  James  dc  Norton,  who  was  Sheriff  of  Hant^ 

jblrc  before  the  fuid  Ordinance,  ll:ill  continued  in  that  Olfice,  whereby 
Men  could  not  eafdy  get  Redrels  ag^iinft  him  for  Wrongs  done  them  : 
and  praying  that  he  might  be  removed.     Hereupon  the  King  com- 

'^Txanded  the  Barons,  that  if  the  Fadt  was  fo,  they  fliould  remove 
"^awcs  fiom  the  Office  of  Sheriff  of  that  County,  and  commit  it,  oa 
the  King's  Behalf,  tofome  otlier  whom  they  ihould  judge  to  be  a  fit 
Pcrfon  {e). 

In  fine  3  it  was  the  Bufinefs  of  tlie  Treafurer  and  Barons  to  fpeed 
the  levying  and  getting-in  of  the  King's  Debts,  and  to  manage  the 
Crown  Revenue  to  the  bcfl  Advantage.  This  was  their  inccffant 
Care,  and  the  principal  Scope  to  which  their  Adls  and  Proceeding* 
tended  ;  as  all  the  Records  of  the  Exchequer  do  evince^  Neverthe- 
lefs,  if  the  King  thought  them  remifs,  or  if  he  wanted  Money  very 
urgently,  he  would  fend  Writs  or  Meffages  to  them,  to  haften  the 
getting-in  of  Money  in  fuch  Manner  as  he  direfted.  There  are  feveral 
Things  of  this  Kind  remarkable  enough  to  be  here  inferted.  K» 
Henry  III.  with  the  Advice  of  his  Council,  ordered  the  Amerce- 
ments of  the  Exchange  of  London,  and  the  Muldts  of  Caicorjini  and 
'Tramontani  refiding  in  London  to  be  levied,  viz^  CC  Marks  of  each 
■Society:  and  now  by  his  Writ  commands  die  Barons  to  caufe  the 
lame  to  be  levied  with  all  Speed  ffj.  The  King  by  his  Writ  com- 
manded the  Barons  to  caufe  his  Efcuage  for  the  Army  of  Wales,  viz. 
xl  s.  per  Scutum,  to  be  levied  of  all  Fees  holden  of  tlie  King  in  Capite., 
■or  of  his  Wardlhips  ;  except  the  Fees  of  fuch  Perfons  as  had  Writs 
/fe  Scutagio  Jho  habendo  (^).  The  King,  being  in  great  Want  of 
Money,  commanded  the  Barons  to  fend  to  him  the  Summons  of  the 
Exchequer  under  Seal,  for  Debts  contained  in  the  Eftreats  of  the 
Chancery,  and  for  Fines  and  other  clear  Debts,  to  the  Val'Ue  of  Tea

K.  Edward  I.  commanded  the  Ba-ons 
both  by  Meffage  and  by  Writ  of  the  Privy  Seal,,  in  very  urgent  Terms, 
to  caule  Money  to  be  levied  for  him  with  all  Speed,  as  well  out  of  the 
Culloms  of  Wool  and  Leather,  as  alio  out  of  the  Iffues  of  his  Realm, 
and  othervvife,  for  his  prefent  Supply  [k).

And  a  few  days  after  he  fent 
them  another  Writ  of  the  Privy  Seal,  charging  them  to  raife  all  the 
IVIoney  they  could,  as  well  by  Chevifance  as  otherwife,  to  fupply  the 
Jlxpences   aforefaid  {J>).

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commanded  the  Treafurcr  and  Barons,  to  caufe  all  the  Debts  due  at 
the  Exchequer,  as  well  in  the  Time  of  his  Anccrtors  as  in  his  own 
Time,  to  be  levied  with  all  poffible  Speed,  without  fparing  or  refpiting 
tiny  body  (notwithllanding  any  Commandment  for  Rcfpites  fent  to 
them  before  this  Time)  till  further  Order  from  the  King  (^).  Ano- 
ther Writ  of  Privy  Seal,  of  the  like  Import  and  Urgency,  was  fent 
to  the  Treafurer  and  Barons,  for  levying  of  Debts  due  by  Imprcfts 
made  at  the  Exchequer  and  Wardrobe  (r). 

II.  Secondly,  As  to  Pleas  or  Caufes.  In  the  xviiith  Chapter  of 
the  firft  Volume  we  have  fpoken  concerning  the  Divifion  of  the  King's 
Courts  of  Law,  and  tlie  Separation  (that  followed  thereupon)  of 
Common  Pleas  from  the  King's  Court  and  Palace  :  whereby  great 
Alteration  was  made  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  as  far  as  related  to 
the  Plolding  of  Common  Pleas  there.  Neverthelefs,  let  us  confider 
now  how  the  Cafe  flood,  under  this  fecond  Period,  in  that  Refpeft. 
For  although  it  was  forbidden,  firft,  by  the  great  Charters  of  K.  K. 
'Jobii  and  Henry  III,  and  afterwards  by  a  Statute  or  Ordinance  (which 
will  be  mentioned  by  and  by)  made  by  the  King,  and  the  Prelates 
and  Barons  of  the  Realm,  to  hold  Common  Pleas  in  the  Exchequer  : 
yet  in  fad;  fome  Common  Picas  were  ftill  holden  there.  This  gave 
Occalion  to  the  iffuing  of  feveral  Writs,  diredled  to  the  Treafiarer 
and  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  fome  of  which  are  hereunder  fet  forth. 
In  the  56th  Year  of  K.  Henry  III.  divers  Picas  were  moved  in  the 
Exchequer  by  original  Writs,  for  Debts  of  divers  Perfons ;  the  dif- 
cufling  of  which  Pleas  was  a  great  Hindrance  to  the  Sheriffs  and  others 
accompting  at  the  Exchequer  :  whereupon  the  King  by  his  Writ 
commanded  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  to  atterminate  all  Picas  then 
depending  before  them  (except  fuch  Pleas  as  concerned  the  Minifters 
of  the  Exchequer)  before  the  Juftices  of  the  Bank ;  and  to  tranfmit, 
under  the  Exchequer  Seal,  the  faid  original  Writs,  and  the  Records 
of  the  faid  Pleas,  to  the  laid  Jullices  ;  whom  the  King  had  commanded 
to  receive  and  determine  the  fame  according  to  Law  (j).     In  tlie  5th

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Year  of  K.  Eihoard  I,  a  Writ  was  fent  to  the  Barons  of  the  Exche- 
quer. It  recites,  that  according  to  the  Law  and  Cuftom  of  the  Reahii, 
and  the  Tenor  of  Magna  Charta,  Pleas  ought  not  to  be  holden  before 
the  Barons  in  the  King's  Exchee]uer,  unlcfs  for  the  Debts  of  the  King, 
or  of  his  Minifters  of  the  Exchequer  :  that  neverthelefs  'John  de  Mii- 
cheldene,  who  was  not  a  Minifler  of  the  Exchequer,  impleaded  Agnes: 
AJJj  before  the  Barons  there  for  a  Debt  of  xiij  1  :  wherefore  it  com- 
mands the  Barons  not  to  hold  the  faid  Plea,  or  any  other  Common 
Plea  in  the  Exchequer  (/).  Other  Writs  (not  unlike  in  Form)  iflued.

in  purfuance  of  the  Ordinance  made  by  the  Prehites,  Earls,  and  Barons 
in  the  Reign  of  K.  Edward  II  {x) ;  and  for  Mailer  Jo/j/i  de  Blebiiry, 
in  purfuance  of  the  fame  Ordinance  {j).  Gilbert  Peche  had  by  his 
Charter  granted  to  K.  Edward  I.  and  yj/ianor  then  Queen  Confort,  and 
their  Heirs,  the  Homages  and  Services  of  yo/jn  Peche  and  others 
(who  held  of  the  faid  Gilbert  in  Capite)  and  of  their  Heirs  :  A  Scire 
facias  iifued  out  of  the  Exchequer  to  the  faid  yohn  and  others,  to 
appear  there,  and  Ihew  Caufe  why  they  lliould  not  attorn  to  the  King 
for  their  faid  Homages  and  Services  :  afterwards  the  Trcafurer  and 
Barons,  confidering  that  the  faid  Affair  ought  to  be  profecuted  before 
the  Jullices  of  the  Common  Bench,  according  to  the  Direction  of  the 
Great  Charter,  ordered  (for  that  and  other  Reafons  mentioned  in  the 
Record  cited  hereunder)  that  Nicolas  de  Warwick  the  King's  Serjeant 
fliould  profecute  the  fame  in  the  Common  Bank  (z).

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But  although  It  was  forbidden  by  the  Great  Charters  of  K.  K.  Jo/jn 
and  Henry  III.  to  hold  Common  Fleas   in  the  Exchequer  :  yet  the 
King  Ibmctimes  gave  Leave  to  particular  Perfons  to  bring  their  Suits 
and  recover  their  Debts  there.     For  Example  :   King  Henry  III.   by 
his  Writ  commanded  the  Barons,   that  as  foon  as  the  Executors  of 
Rolf  late  Bilhop  of  Ckicbefier  had  certified  to  them  the  Names  of  all 
Perfons  who  were  indebted  to  the  Bifliop,  and  the  Sum  of  each  Debt, 
they  fliould  diftrain  all  the  faid  Debtors  in  each  County  of  EnglvJy 
to  pay  their  refpedlive  Debts  to  the  BiOiop's  Executors  at  the  Exche- 
quer [a).     ¥J\n^'Ed'j:ard\.  gave  Leave  to  the  Executors  oi  Jobn  Earl 
of  Warcnne,  to  implead  his  Debtors  at  the  Exchequer  {J}).     K.  Rd~ 
Knard  II.   by  Writ  of  Privy  Seal  commanded  the  Barons  to   let   the 
'  Merchants  FriJkobo.Uh  fue  before  them  in   the  Exchequer  for  their 
■Debts  (as  there  fliould  be  Occafion)  and  to  levy  the  fame  for  them 
like  as  the  King's  own  Debts,  according  to  the  Law  and  Ufages  of 
the  Exchequer  (<:).     The  fame  King  by  Writ  of  Privy  Seal  granted 
to  Mafl:er  James  Defpaigtie,  that  he  might  plead  at  the  Exchequer,  to 
recover  all  the   Debts   due  to  him,  and  commanded  the  Barons  to 
receive  him  thereto,  as  often  as  he  would  fue  before  them  for  his  faid 
Debts  [d).     The  like  Writ  ilTued  for  Gerard  de  Oziim  (c),   William 
de  Otef-jDyche  ffj,  Nicolas  de  Halnford  {g),  the  Executors  oi  John  Earl

Sometimes,  after  a  Plea  had  been  commenced  in  the  Exchequer, 
the  King  (if  he  thought  fit)  would  command  the  Barons  not  to  pro- 
ceed therein.  K.  Edward  I.  having  granted  to  'Tccla  Amadonry  and 
other  Merchants  of  Florence,  Leave  to  recover  their  Debts  in  the 
Exchequer,  according  to  the  Courfc  of  the  Exchequer ;  and  the  Barons 
having  fummoned  before  them  the  Prior  of  Mountague,  to  anfwer  the 
faid  Merchants  for  C  Marks  :  the  King  by  his  Writ  (ifllied  in  Favour 
of  the  Merchants,  but  for  what  Rcafons  it  does  not  here  appear) 
commands  the  Barons  to  proceed  no  further  in  the  Exchequer  upon 
the  faid  Plea  (i).  The  King  commanded  the  Barons,  that  no  Writ 
lliould  be  granted  to  Roger  la  Ziiche  or  Helene  la  Ztiche^  againfh  the 
Earl  of  Warwick,  before  the  Feaft  of  St.  Hilary  next  (/). 

Again  ;  fometimes  Common  Pleas  have  been  commenced  and  pro- 
fecuted  in  the  Exchequer,  between  Perfons  who  were  not  (as  it  feem- 
eth)  Refidents  or  Accomptants  at  the  Exchequer ;  and  where  there 
was  no  particular  Leave  (for  ought  that  appears)  given  to  either  of 
the  Parties  to  fue  there.

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Complaint  made  before  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  at  York,  by 
Afculpb  de  IVhyteicell,  that  one  Walter  Campion  privily  cut  his  Purfe 
iu  the  Prefencc  of  the   Barons,  and  took  away  his  Money  3   the  faid 
Walter  was  attached  in  Court.     And  though  he  was  not  caught  in 
the  Fact,  yet  being  accufed  as  well  by  the  By-llanders  as  by  the  faid 
Afculpb,  he  was  committed  to  Prifon.     Afterwards  he  found  Sureties 
for  his  good  Beh.nionr,  and  was  fet  at  large  (f).    Walter  de  Maidejlon 
was  arrellcd  for  making  ufe  of  certain  counterfeit  Bulls  ;  and  Robert 
le  Harpur  for  being  of  Affent  with  him  therein.     Ten  Perfons  came 
into  the  Exchequer,  and  undertook.  Body  for  Body,  at  the  Will  of 
the  King  and  of  the  Treafurer  and  Barons,  to  have  the  faid  Walter 
betore  the  faid  Barons  fnom  Day  to  Day,  and  from  Term  to  Term. 
In  like  manner  feven  Perfons  came  and  undertook  to  have  the  faid 
Robert  before  the  Barons,  or  where-ever  elfe  the  Kingpleafed.     And 
Robert  was  thereupon  releafed  from  his  Imprifonment  in  Ludgate  [g], 
Adam  Frere  was  attached   to  anfwer   to  the  King ;  for  that  whereas 
John  Sparrow,  Bailiff  of  Norwich,  had  taken  into  the  King's  Hands 
at  Noricich  Ten  Quarters  of  Malt  in  F*art  of  the  Purveyances  for  the 
King's  Liege-men,  who  v/ere  in  his  Service  in  Scotland,  the  faid  Adam 
broke  the  Attachment  fo  made  for  the  King,  and  carried  away  the 
faid  Malt.    Adam  pleaded,  that  he  did  not  break  the  faid  Attachment,, 
nor  carry  away  the  Malt.     An   Iffue  was  joined  upon   that,  between 
him  and  "yohn  Sparrow,  who  followed /»;•(?  Rege.     A  Venire  facias  was 
awarded  for  trying  the  IfTue.     But  the  King  dying  before  Trial  and 
Judgment,  the  Plaint  was  difcontinued  [b),     Jordan,  Son  of  Gilbert 
de  Pejlour,  and  two  others,  were  attached  to  appear  in  the  Exchequer, 
to  anlwer  the  King  in  a  Plea  of  Trefpafs.     Heiiry  de  Say  Pincerna 
Regis  qui  fequitiir  pro  Rege,  declares  agaiaft  them.    It  was  for  meeting 
the  foreign  Merchants  before  they  came  to  their  Ports,  and  buying 
up  fuch  of  their  Wines  as  they  liked  befl;   whereby  they  foreftalled 
the  faid  Wines,  to  the  Damage  of  the  King  and  his  People.     An  liTue 
is  joined;  but  no  Judgment  given  therein  (/)..     William  de  Wbiteuwy, 
late  Parker  of  Stanjlcd  Park  in  SuJJex,  was  accufed  before  the  Trea- 
furer and  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  of  certain  Trefpafles  by  him  com- 
mitted in  the  faid  Park,  whilft  the  fune  was  in  the  Hands  of  K.  Ed- 
ward I.  by  reafon  of  the  Infancy  of  Edmund  de  Arundel,  Son   and 
Heir   of  Richard  Fitz-Alan,  late   Earl  of  Arundel,   and  being  con-

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vided  thereof  by  Verdid  of  the  Country,  he  was  by  Judgment  of  the 
faid  Court  [of  Exchequer]   committed   to  the  Tower  of  Z,e?/^'!?;z,  and 
had  lain  there  in  Prilbn  for  above  four  Years,  and   was  flill  there  : 
Now  in  regard  the  Judgment  given   againll  the  faid  JVilliain  was  not 
fully  executed,  the  King    by  his   Writ  commands   the  Barons,  that 
upon  View  and  Examination  of  the  Record  and  Proccfs  of  the  faid 
Plea,  which   was  had    before  the   Treafurer  and  Barons  of  the  Ex- 
chequer, they  ihould  vvitliout   Delay,  notwithlLanding  the  Death  of 
K.  Edward  I.  caufe    the   iaid   Judgment  to   be  finally  executed  [k\. 
About  the  End  of  the  Reign    of  K.   Edzi;ard  I.  Roger  UghtredhiA 
impleaded  Walter  de  Kelk  before  the  King's  Council  in  the  Exchequer, 
for  a  Contempt  done   to  the  King  and  a  Trefpafs  done  to  the  faid 
Roger  ;   and  before  Judgment  given  the  Plea  was  difcontinued  by  the 
King's  Death  :   So  K.  Edward  II.  by  his  \^''rit  commands  the  Baron?, 
that  having  called   to  them    in  the  Exchequer  fome  of  the   King's 
Council,  they  lliould  proceed  therein  according  to  Right  and  Law  (7). 
In  the  firft  Year  of  K.  Edwardll.  an  IlTue  was  joined  betv/een  Williain 
de  BilUngleye  Clerk,  and  "Tbonas  dc  Gardinis  late  Sheriff"  of  Gloucejier- 
Jhire,  about  providing  of  Corn  for  the  Ufe  of  K.  Edward  the  Firfh's 
Axvny  m  Scotland.     It  was  tried  at  the   Exchequer  by  Jurors  fum- 
inoned  from  the  Town  of  Brijlol  and  Parts  next  adjacent.     The  Ver- 
didl  was   in  favour  of  'Thomas  de  Gardinis  (m).     In  the   2d  Year  of 
K.  Edward  II.  Philipp  Balun  came   into  the  Exchequer  and  prayed 
Relief  upon  his  Cafe.     The  Barons   of  the  Exchequer,  before  they 
would  proceed    in  the  Matter,  ordered  an  Inquifition  to  be  taken, 
Whether  Roger  le  Bygod  died  feiled   of  a   Tenement  mentioned  in  a 
Charter  which  Fhilipp  now  vouched  cifr .    The  Sheriffs  of  London  were 
commanded  by  Writ  to  fummoa   before  Thomas  de  C-antebr'igge  and' 
Roger  de  Hegham,  Barons   of  the   Exchequer,  or  either  of  them,   at 
St.  Martin  \\\  London,  on  the  Saturday  next  before  tiic  Odtaves  of  the 
Purification,  xxiiij  lawful   Men  of  London  of  the  Vifnuc  of  Brcken- 
ivharf  (where  the  faid  Tenement  flood)  per  quos  &c,  Et  qui  nulla 
afjinitate  &c.  An  Inquifition  was  accordingly   taken  before  Thomas  dc 
Cantehrigge  at  St.  Martin.     And  the  Matters  alleged  by  Philipp  wcra 
found  by  the  Jurors  {n).     In  the  fame  Year,  in  the  Cafe  of  yames  di 
Laraburnc,  who  prayed  to  have  Execution  of  certain  Writs  lent  to  the 
Treafurer  and  Barons,  recited  here  in  the  Record,   the  Court  ordered

At  that  Day  it  was  delayed'  pro  defedit 
Milituni  ghuHo  cinBorum.  And  v.  pluries  Dijlringas  was  awarded,  to 
have  the  Jurors  who  were  named  in  the  Panel,  before  William  de  Car- 
Icfcn,  Baron  of  the  Exchequer  at  Cokbejier,  on  Monday  next  after  ths 
Fcail:  of  St.  John  Baptift,  and  likewife  other  Knights  [tot  G?  tales  tan} 
Miiites  gladio  cinSlos,  &c).  And  the  Record  and  Procefs  fealed  with 
the  Exchequer-feal  [conjignata pcde  Sigilli  Scaccarij)  were  delivered  to 
'James  de  Lamburne,  to  be  carried  to  the  faid  IVilUain  de  Carleton  at  the 
laid  Day,  for  the  taking  of  the  faid  Inquifition.  And  in  the  Odlaves 
of  St.  John  Baptift,  William  de  Carleton  tranfmitted  into  the  Ex- 
chequer under  his  Seal  an  Inquifition  taken  before  him  fuper  prce- 
mijjis  [o).  In  the  9th  Year  of  K.  Ednuvd  II.  an  Information  was. 
brought  before  the  King's  Council  in  the  Exchequer  by  Philipp  le  Vi- 
rolcr,  againft  Robert  le  Mejfagcr,  for  fpeaking  irreverent  and  indecent' 
Words  of  the  King.  Robert  pleaded,  Not  guilty.  The  Jury  found 
him  guilty  of  fpeaking  certain  Words  which  are  fet  forth  here  in  ths 
Record.  Afterwards,  at  the  In  fiance  of  i/rt<^t'// Queen  Confort,  the- 
Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  became  Manucaptor  for  Robert,  that  he 
fhould  appear  before  the  King  ad  recipiendum  Cr.  whenever  his  Ma- 
jefty  pleafed.  And  upon  that  Manucaption  Robert  was  delivered  out" 
of  Prifon  {p).

The  Iflue  was  tried  at  the  Ex- 
chequer,  by  lawful  Men   of  the   Town  of  Oxford,  who  found  hira 
not  guilty  (r).     K.  Ed-7c;ardU.   by  his  Writ  (for  the  Reafons  therein' 
contained)  commanded  the  Barons  to  proceed  judicially  againlt  fohn 
de  Wengave,    Mayor  of   London,  upon    the  Prefentments    exhibited 
againft  him  at  tlie  Eire  at  the  Tower  of  London  (j).

No  body  came  to  receive  the  Money,  So  {ht  ftetit  pcirata  (to  pay  the 
f'lid  Money  ?nodo  prcvdiBo)  on  St.  John  Baptilt's  Nativity,  &  per  tret 
dies  proximo  feqtientes  (_y).  A  Tender  of  Money  was  made  in  the 
Exchequer  in  prcefcntia  Baronum,  by  John  de  Hotofl,  on  behalf  of 
Henry  de  Leyburn  Knight,  for  John  le  Latymcr  to  rtceive  it,  accord- 
ing to  Covenants  contained  in  an  Indenture  :  But  'John  le  Latymer  did 
not  come  i^z).  In  fine,  the  ancient  Rolls  of  the  Exchequer  abound 
with  Conventions  and  Recognitions. 

TV.  Of  the  Prefentation  and  Admiflion  of  Oilicers  of  the  Ex- 
chequer, we  fliall  fpeak  hereafter  in  Chapter  xxiv.  In  this  Sediorv 
fomething  may  be  laid  concerning  the  Officers  of  the  Coinage  and 
fome  others.  Several  Officers  of  the  Exchange  and  Coinage  of 
Money  have  been,  from  time  to  time,  prefented  and  Iworn  in  the 
Exchequer.  Ilger,  the  Goldfmith,  and  feveral  other  Officers  of 
the  Mint   were   fworn  before   the  High  Jullicier  there  {a).     The

In  the  40th  Year  of 
the  fame  King,  the  Citizens  prefented  RalJ  Hardell  their  Mayor,  who 
was  fworn  and  admitted  (/).     In  the  55th  Year   of  the  fame  King, 
the  Citizens  of  London  came  before  the  Barons  on  'Thiirfday  next  after 
the  Feaft  of  SS.

would  bear  true  Faith  to  the  faid  Edward;  that  if  the  King  and  the 
faid  Edward  died,  living  the  faid  Jo/j/i  Son  of  Edward,  he  would 
bear  like  Faith  to  Jo/jn  before  all  others,  and  aft^r  his  Deceafe  to  the 
right  Heirs  of  the  Crown  of  England  -,  that  he  would  caufe  his  Fellow-

K.  Edivard  I.  on  the  Morrow  of  SS.  Simon  and  Jiide,  the  Citizens  of 
London  prefented  at  the  Exchequer  Gregory  de  Rokejle  their  Mayor, 
who  was  fworii  before  the  Barons  to  keep  the  faid  Town  faithfully, 
and  to  perform  the  King's  Commands  (/).  In  the  7th  Year  of  the 
fame  King  they  prefented  Gregory  de  Rokejle  their  Mayor,  who  was 
fworn  to  behave  himfelf  fiiithfully  [m).  In  the  5th  Year  of  K.  Ed- 
ward II.  the  Aldermen  and  other  Citizens  of  London,  on  the  Morrow 
of  SS,  Simon  and  'Jude,  prefented  before  the  Barons  John  Gifors,  chofeii 
Mayor  of  the  faid  City  by  the  faid  Aldermen  and  the  Community  of 
the  faid  City,  praying  the  Barons  to  alfent  on  the  King's  Behalf  to 
their  Choice,  and  to  admit  the  faid  John  to  the  faid  Othce  in  the 
ufual  Manner;  and  he  was  admitted  and  fworn  {n).  The  fame  King 
manded  the  Barons  not  to  receive  John  le  Taverner,  Mayor  of  Brijlol^ 
who  was  prefented  to  them ;  but  to  order  the  Townfmen  to  chufe 
another  (5).

two  others  (r).  In  the  40th  Year  (or4ifl),  the  King  commanded 
the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  not  to  admit  the  new  Sheriffs  or  Mayor 
whom  the  Citizens  of  London  fliould  prefent  before  them^  until  the 
faid  Citizens  had  fatisfied  Luke  de  Luca  and  his  Companions,  Mer- 
chants, for  the  Arrears  of  certain  Money  which  they  owed  them. 
The  Mayor  and  Citizens  came  and  prefented  at  the  Exchequer,  .  .  .

In  the  9th  Year  of  that 
King,  John  Gyforsy  Mayor,  the  Aldermen,  and  other  Citizens,  came 
before  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  on  the  Morrow  of  St.  Michael,  and 
prefented  Hamon  Godchep  and  IVilliam  de  Buddele  their  Sheriffs.  And 
when  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  required  the  faid  Hamon  and  William  to 
take  the  Oath  for  their  good  Behaviour  in  their  Office,  the  faid  Mayor 
and  Aldermen,  Z^c.  fay,  that  the  faid  Hamon  and  Williain,  or  others 
whom  the  Citizens  of  London  prefented  to  that  Oliice,  are  not  bound, 
nor  ought  to  take  an  Oath  touching  the  Exercife  of  their  Otrice,  any 
where  fave  before  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  their  City  ;  and  that 
fmce  the  Time  that  the  King's  Progenitors  granted  to  the  Citizens  of 
London  the  Power  of  choofing  and  making  whom  they  pleafed  Shcritfs 
of  London  and  Middlefcx,  and  of  putting  them  out  of  Office  at  their 
Pleafure,  it  was  never  known  that  any  fuch  Oath  had  been  taken,  except 
once,  when  the  fiid  City  was  in  the  Hands  of  King  Edivard  I  :  and 
they  pray,  that  the  faid  Hamon  and  William  may  be  admitted  to  the 
fiid  Office  upon  their  Prefcntation,  as  had  been  accuftomed  aforetime. 
To  this  it  was  anfwered  for  the  King,  that  although  it  belonged  to 
the  Citizens  by  their  Charters  to  choofe  or  make  Sheriffs  of  London 
and  Middlij'ex,  and  to  prefentthem  at  the  Exchequer  ;  yet  the  Perfons 
whom  they  fhould  fo  choofe  or  make  Sheriffs  were  not  by  that  exempt 
from  taking  the  aforefaid  Oath,  unlefs  particular  Exemption  in  that

accept  or  admit  them  without  the  King's  Privity  ;  albeit  they  do  not 
hereby  impeach  or  make  void  the  faid  Eledfion  :  but  that  if  the  faid 
Perfons  would  execute  aa  Office  under  the  King,  fuch  as  the  Office 
of  Sheriffs  is,  before  they  had  been  fworn  thereto  at  the  Exchequer, 
it  would  be  at  their  Peril  [c).

And  when 
the  laid  Sheriffs  were  required  to  take  the  Oath  of  their  Office,  the 
faid  Mayor  and  Aldermen  affcrtcd,  that  the  Perfons  chofen  by  them 
for  Sheriffs  ought  not  to  take  fuch  Oath  before  the  Treafurer  and 
Barons  at  the  Exchequer  [d).  In  the  15th  Year  of  the  fame  King,.

In  the  17th  Year  of  the  lame  King,  Nicolas  de  Farendon  Mayor,  the 
Aldermen,  and  other  Citizens  of  London,  came  before  the  Treafnrer 
and  Barons  on  the  Morrow  of  St.  Michael,  and  prefentcd  Adam  de 
Sarcjbury  and  'John  de  Oxford  iov  Sheriffs;  praying  they  might  be 
admitted  to  that  Office.  They  were  admitted ;  and  were  fworn  to 
behave  themfclves  well  and  tnily,  &c.  fj'j. 

If  a  Sheriff  of  London,  being  chol'en,  did  not  come  to  the  Exche- 
quer at  the  King's  Command,  to  take  upon  him  the  Office  of  Sheriff, 
lie  was  to  be  amerced  for  the  Contempt.  So  it  was  in  the  Cafe  of 
Philipp  le  Taylur  {g). 

The  Mayors  or  chief  Officers  of  Oxford,  Northampton,  Ipfwich, 
and  other  Towns,  were  alfo  wont  in  ancient  Times  to  be  prefented 
at  the  Exchequer.     But  I  omit  them. 

Sometimes  Sheriffs  of  Counties,  Under-flieriffs  to  hereditary  Ones, 
Efcheators,  and  Sub-efcheators,  were  fworn  in  Perfon  at  the  Exche- 
quer, for  their  good  Abearance  in  their  Office.  Of  which  Matters 
1  mull  not  flay  to  give  particular  Inilances. 

VI.  Several  of  the  King's  Tenants  in  Capife  by  Knight's  Service 
did  their  Fealty  in  the  Exchequer.  John  Dyve  did  Fealty  before  the

The  Widows  of  Perfons,  who  held 
of  the  King  in  Chief  by  Knight's  Service,  came  into  the  Exchequer, 
and  made  Oath  before  the  Barons  there,  that  they  would  not  marry 
without  the  King's  Licence,  nor  to  any  but  fuch  as  were  in  Ligeance 
to  the  King.  An  Oath  of  that  Kind  was  rtiade  at  the  Exchequer  by 
yignes,  hte  Wife  of  JVilliam  de  Lancajlcr  (7)  ;  by  Margaret,  late  Wife 
of  Thomas  de  Mcleton  [k)  ;  Margaret,  late  Wife  of  John  de  Cameys  (/) ; 
and  Joav,  late  Wife  of  Bertwt  de  OughtrctJ'ate  [m). 

Some  Perfons,  who  held  of  the  King  in  Capite  by  Rent-fervice, 
paid  their  Rent  at  the  Exchequer.  Walter  le  Brun,  Farrier  at  the 
Strand  in  Middlejex,  was  to  have  a  Piece  of  Ground  in  the  Paridi  of 
St.  Clement,  to  place  a  Forge  there,  he  rendering  yearly  ^\yi  Horle- 
fhoes  for  it  («).  This  Rent  was  anciently  wont  to  be  paid  at  the 
Exchequer  every  Year;  for  Inftance,  in  the  i  ft  Year  of  Y^.Ed-Joardl  (o), 
in  the  2d  Year  of  K.  Edward  I  {p),  in  the  15th  Year  of  K.  Ed- 
ic'ard  II  [q)  ;  and  afterwards.  It  is  ftill  rendered  at  the  Exchequer 
to  this  Day  by  the  Mayor  and  Citizens  of  London,  to  whom  in  Pro- 
cefs  of  Time  the  faid  Piece  of  Ground  was  granted.

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de  Mora  rendered  at  the  Exchequer  two  Knives,  one  good,  the  other 
a  very  bad  one,  for  certain  Land  which  he  held  in  Capiie  in  Shrop- 
Jhire  (r).  Roger  de  Ros,  the  King's  Taylor,  rendered  at  the  Exche- 
.  quer  a  filver  Needle,  lor  certain  Land  which  he  held  of  the  King  /// 
Capitc  in  Effex  (j).  In  the  56th  Year  of  K.  Henry  III,  Robert  de 
Brirjoeys  rendered  at  the  Exchequer  his  Rent  of  one  Modiwn  of  Wine, 
and  two  hundred  Pearmains,  for  certain  Land  which  he  held  of  the 
King  in  Capite  in  Runham  (t).  The  faid  Rent  was  paid  again  in  the 
14th  Year  of  K.  Eikvard  I  {u).  In  the  9th  Year  of  K.  Edward  U, 
Rannulph  de  Helebek  rendered  at  the  Exchequer  two  hundred  Pear- 
mains,  and  two  Modiums  of  Wine,  for  the  Manor  of  Ronneham,  which 
he  held  of  the  King  in  Capite,  in  the  County  of  Norfolk.  The  Pear- 
mains  were  delivered  to  yohn  de  Eggemere,  UHicr  of  the  Exchequer, 
to  be  fent  to  the  Treafurer's  Wife,  and  the  Wine  was  delivered  to  the 
fame  Perfon,  to  be  kept  by  him  till  the  Treafurer  came  to  the  Exche- 
quer (to).  The  fame  Rent  was  paid  at  the  Exchequer  in  the  15th 
Year  of  K.  Edward  II  {x).  In  the  2d  Year  of  K.  Edward  I,  John 
de  Aiideley  rendered  a  mewed  Hawk  at  the  Exchequer  for  the  Manor 
of  Echemendon,  which  he  held  of  the  King  in  Capite  (jy).  In  the 
12th  Year  of  K.  Edward  II,  Robert  de  Dunjlaple  paid  or  rendered  at 
the  Exchequer  three  Pilches  of  Grey,  each  having  ii:.vc\\  Felles,  viz. 
for  the  8th,  9th,  and  loth  Year  of  the  prefent  King,  due  for  a  Tene- 
ment in  the  City  of  Winchefier,  which  he  held  of  the  King  in  Capite. 
And  the  faid  three  Pilches  were  delivered  to  'John  de  StokcJI)y,  one  of 
the  Ulhers  of  the  Exchequer,  to  be  carried  to  Ralph  de  Stokes,  Clerk

In 
the  15th  Year  of  K.  Edivard  II,  William  de  Kerdyff,  who  held  the 
Manor  of  ^eenhull,  in  Worcejhrjlnre,  of  the  King,  by  the  Service  of 
rendering  yearly  a  Dog  dc  viota,  rendered  at  the  Exchequer  fix  Dogs 
dc  mota  for  fix  Years  part.  Wliiih  were  delivered  to  Sir  David  de  Bc' 
toigne  to  be  carried  to  the  King  who  was  then  in  Kent  (Jj). 

VII.  During  this  fecond  Period  (as  well  as  during  the  firfl)  the 
Chief  Jullicicr,  the  Treafurer  and  Barons,  and  Council,  at  the  Ex- 
chequer, did  fometimes  adlin  Affairs  relating  to  the  publicic  Peace, 
and  to  the  Government  and  Defence  of  the  Realm,  For  Example  : 
K.  Henry  III,  in  the  3.fth  Year  of  his  Reign,  came  with  his  Coun- 
cil to  the  Exchequer,  and  there  with  his  own  Mouth  commanded 
all  the  Sheriffs  of  England  who  were  at  that  time  there  prefent, 
Firll,  That  by  all  means  they  keep  and  maintain  the  Liberties  of  the 
Holy  Church,  and  likewife  proteft  Infants,  Orphans,  and  Widows, 
and  do  them  Ipeedy  Juftice  ;  and  if  they  found  any  one  blafphcming 
the  Name  of  Jefus,  that  they  llraitway  attach  him,  to  anfwer  for  it 
at  fuch  Day  and  Place  as  the  King  lliould  appoint  :  Item,  That  no 
Ruilick  be  diitrained  for  the  Debts  of  his  Lord,  fo  long  as  his  Lord 
hath  whereby  he  may  be  diltrained  ;  and  that  they  diligently  en- 
quire, how  the  great  Men  carry  themfelves  towards  their  Tenants, 
and  if  they  find  them  trefpafling,  that  they  amend  the  TrefpafTes  as 
far  as  they  are  able ;  and  if  perchance  they  are  not  able  fully  to 
amend  them,  that  they  fliew  the  Trefpafles  to  the  King :  Item, 
That  no  Sheriff  do  put  Hundreds,  Wapentakes,  or  other  Baily- 
wicks  to  Rack-ferms,  nor  let  them  to  any  but  fuch  as  would  deal 
juftly  with  the  People  :  Item,   That  they  diligently  enquire   what

Markets 
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Markets  are  held  without  Warrant,  or  to  the  Nuifance  of  the  neigh- 
bouring Markets,  and  certify  the  King  thereof:  Item,  That  they 
fafely  keep  all  the  Rights  and  Prerogatives  of  the  King,  and  do  nor 
make  Return  of  the  King's  Writs  to  any  one,  nor  do  fuffer  any  one 
to  have  a  View  of  Frankpledge,  or  Sheriffs  Turn,  or  Sheriffs  Aid, 
or  other  Liberties  which  belong  to  the  King's  Crown,  without  War- 
rant ;  except  fuch  Perfons  as  have  the  King's  Charters  for  thofe  Li- 
berties, or  fuch  whofe  Anceftors  had  obtained  them  of  ancient 
Time  (c).  In  the  14th  Year  of  K.  Edward  I,  there  being  then 
certain  Affairs  to  be  fettled  between  the  King  and  the  Earl  of 
Flanders,  relating  to  Trathck,  the  King  by  his  Writ  commands  the 
Barons,  that  when  the  faid  Earl  ijiould  fend  over  Commiflioners  to 
treat  upon  the  faid  Affairs,  the  Barons  fhould  poftpone  other  Bufi- 
ncfs,  and  difpatch  thofe  Affairs  ;  taking  Care  withal  that  due  Juf- 
tice  be  done  to  the  EngliJJi  Merchants,  according  to  a  Compofition 
or  Convention  entered  into  by  the  King  and  the  Earr(d^).  And  in 
the  fime  Year  '^obn  Duraimt  was  commanded  by  the  King's  Writ, 
to  appear  before  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  in  the  Quinzime  of  St. 
Hilary  at  furtheft,  to  treat  concerning  fome  Affairs  of  the  Merchants 
of  England  and  of  Flanders,  as  the  faid  Barons  fhould  direft  (for 
which  Purpofe  the  Earl  of  Flanders  was  to  fend  his  Commiffioners 
thither  too)  [e).  The  like  Writs  were  fent  to  fome  other  Perfons  to 
be  there  to  treat  as  aforefaid  (,/  ).  And  about  the  fame  time  an  Ac- 
count was  made  up  at  Wcjlminjler  [in  the  Exchequer]  between  the 
Procurator  or  Commiffioner  of  the  Earl  of  Flanders,  and  the 
Englijh  Merchants  {g).     In  the  23d  Year  of  K.  Edivard  I,  a  Writ

Arms  to  march  in  the  King's  Service,  and  to  continue  at  the  King's 
Wages  as  he  plea  fed,  whenfoever  they  Ihould,  on  the  King's  Behalf, 
by  the  Space  of  Three  Weeks,  be  thereunto  forewarned  :  The  Sheriff 
was  alfo  commanded  to  warn  all  Perfons  who  had  not  forty  Pounds 
a  Year  in  Land  and  Rents,  but  under  that  Sum,  in  cafe  they  had 
Horfes  and  Arms,  to  come,  if  they  would,  upon  fuch  Forewarning, 
as  is  aforefaid,  into  the  King's  Service,  and  to  remain  at  his  Wages : 
The  King  likewife  commandcth  the  Sheriff  to  caufe  all  the  faid  Per- 
fons who  had  forty  Pounds  a  Year  or  more,  to  come  before  him  the 
faid  Sheriff  to  be  muflered,  ^c.  The  like  Writs  or  Commiffions 
were  fent  to  the  other  Sheriffs  of  England  [h).  In  the  25th  Year 
of  K.  Edward  I,  the  Lieutenant  of  the  Treafurer,  and  the  Barons  of 
the  Exchequer,  fent  to  the  King  by  the  Hand  of  Robert  Dyvelyn, 
U{her  of  the  Exchequer,  a  Letter  under  the  Exchequer-Seal,  notify- 
ing that  the  Earl  Marejchall,  the  Earl  of  Hereford,  and  others,  came 
to  the  Bar  of  the  Exchequer  on  the  Thurfday  before  the  Fcafl  of  St. 
Bartholomew  at  Three  o'  Clock ;  and  that  the  Earl  of  Hereford,  on 
behalf  of  the  Earl  Marcfcball  -^nd  the  others  there  prefent,  and  of  the 
whole  Commonalty  of  the  Realm,  both  Clergy  and  Lay  (as  he  alleged) 
did  let  them  know,  that  they  and  the  faid  Commonalty  found  them- 
felves aggrieved  in  two  Things :  The  one  related  to  certain  Points 
which  they  had  already  remonftrated  to  the  King,  their  Liege  Lord, 
in  certain  Articles ;  the  other  related  to  certain  Things  done  by  the 
Barons  and  Officers  of  the  Exchequer  without  the  King's  Knowledge, 
particularly,  the  levying  of  the  Utime  and  the  taking  of  Wools  ;  and 
that  in  the  Writs  iffued  for  levying  the  Utime  it  was  contained,  that  the 
Earls,  Barons,  Knights,  and  Commu  ialty  of  the  Realm  had  granted 
the  faid  Utime  as  they  and  their  Anceflors  had  done  in  former  Times, 
whereas  the  faid  Utime  was  not  granted  by  them  nor  by  the  faid  Com- 
monalty.    In  fine,   that  the  Tallage   of  the  Utime  and  the  taking  of

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"Wools  was  not  to  be  endured,  and  they  would  not  endure  it.     Here- 
upon the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  defire  to  know  the  King's  Pleafure. 
The  King  lends  them  a  Privy  Seal,  dated  the  23d  oi  Angiiji,  and  an- 
other, dated  the  a^-th  of  Augujl :  By  the  former  he  commands  them 
to  proceed  to  tax  and  levy  the  Utime  in  fuch  Manner  as  had  been 
appointed,  and   to  caufe  Proclamation  to   be  made  in   the  Counties 
where  the  Taxation  was  to  be  made,   declaring  that  the  fame  Ihould 
not  turn  to  the  Prejudice  or  Servage  of  the  People,  nor  be  drawn  int© 
Ufe  in  Time  to  come,  fo  as  the  King  might  now  have  the  Benefit  of 
it  for  his  prefent  moft  urgent  Occafions,  and  for  the  Salvation  of  him- 
felf,  and  of  them  and  the  whole  Realm  :  And  diredts,  that  the  Chan- 
cellor {hould  make  out  fuch  Letters  of  the  Great  Seal,  and  the  Barons 
luch  Letters  under  the  Seal  of  the  Exchequer,  as  they  upon  mutual 
Advifement  (liould  think  would  be  proper  and  efFcftual;   and  that,  if 
they  fliould  have  Occafion  to  defire  further  Diredtion  about  this  or  any 
other  urgent  Affair,  they  fhould  make  it  known  to  the  Prince  and  his 
Council ;  and  that  the  Council,  with  the  Advice  of  the  Barons  of  the 
Exchequer,  fliould  do  what  appeared  fit  to  be  done.     By  the  latter 
Privy  Seal,  he  commands   them  to   advile  with  the  Pnnce  and  his 
Council,  fo  that  upon  Deliberation  had  amongll  them  all,  the  beft 
Meafnres  might  be  taken.     The   King  likewife  fent  to  the  Prince  a 
Privy  Seal,  dated  on  Shipboard  the  24th  of  Augujl,  with  Infkutfions 
for  his  Condudl  in  this  Affair,  and  another  Privy  Seal  to  the  Chan- 
cellor, commanding  him  to  make  forth,  by  the  Advifement  of  the 
Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  fuch  Letters  as  fhould   be  thought  expe- 
dient, for  taxing  the  Utime  in  the  Realm,  lb  that  it  might  not  turn  to 
the  Prejudice  or   Diflicritance  of  the  People  or  their  Heirs,   nor  be

The  Treafuref 
thereupon  writes  to  the  Chancellor,  defiring  him  to  caufe Letters  Patent 
under  the  King's  Great  Seal  to  be  made  forth  to  Reginald  de  Grey,  for 
railing  of  Foot  in  CheJ}:ire  and  Lancajhire,  according  to  the  Tenor  of 
the  faid  Letters,  and  to  deliver  the  faid  Letters  Patent  to  Richard  de 
ILrjeringe,  who  was  enjoined  by  the  Treafurer  to  look,  after  and  dif- 
patch  that  Affair,  and  had  Money  delivered  to  him  to  pay  the  Wages 
of  the  Foot  Soldiers  to  be  raifed  as  aforefaid  [k).  In  the  26th  or  27th 
Year  of  K.  Edivard  I,  the  Chancellor  and  Barons  of  the  Exchequer 
enjoined  the  Sheriff  of  Nottingham  and  Derby  (then  prefent  in  the 
Court)  to  caufe,  by  himfelf  and  his  Bailiffs,  the  King's  Peace  to  be 
kept  at  the  Lenton  Fair  which  was  then  near  at  hand,  fo  that  the 
Peace  might  not  be  broken  through  the  Negled:  of  him  or  his  Bai- 
liffs (/).  In  the  27th  Year  of  K.  Eckcard  I,  on  St.  Vincent's  Day 
there  were  delivered  in  the  Ex'chequer  to  Jchn  Byrotin,  Sheriff"  of 
Torkfhire,  three  Letters  fealed  with  the  Treafurer's  Seal,  one  of  them 
direded  to  the  King,  another  to  Robert  de  CH-^'ord,  Commander  of 
the  King's  Garrilbn  againft  the  Scots  in  the  Borders  oi  Cn7nberland,  and 
the  third  to  Walter  de  Huntercombe  and  the  Sheriff"  of  Northumberlandy 
about  certain  Aff"airs  relating  to  the  faid  Garrifon  :  And  becaufe  the 
fending  of  the  faid  Letters  required  quick  Difpatch,  the  Treafurer  and 
Barons  enjoined  the  faid  'John,  the  Sheriff",  to  tranfmit  the  faid  Let-

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Perfons  [m).  K.Edivardl,  in  the  31ft  Year  of  his  Reign,  Tent  hisWrit 
under  the  Exchequer-fcal  to  'Thoinas  de  Fiirnivall ;  commanding  him 
to  repair  in  Pcrfon  to  To?-k  (where  the  Exchequer  was  then  holden) 
with  all  pofTible  Speed,  to  confer  and  treat  with  the  King's  Treafurer 
and  Barons  and  others  of  his  Council,  concerning  the  Eftate  of  the 
Nobility  and  others  whom  the  King  had  ordered  to  ferve  in  his 
Army  againft  the  Scots,  and  further  to  do  what  the  King's  Council 
fhould  ordain  in  his  Name  touching  the  Premifles.  The  like  Writs 
were  fent  to  William  le  Favajbur,  Brian  Fitz-Alait,  and  fix  or  fcven 
Other  Barons  of  the  northern  Parts  {n).  In  the  34th  Year  of  that 
King,  feveral  foreign  Merchants  were  brought  before  the  Treafurer, 
tlic  Chancellor  of  England,  the  Barons,  the  Juftices  of  both  Benclies, 
and  others  of  the  King's  Council  at  the  Exchequer,  and  were  exa- 
mined on  the  King's  Behalf,  what  and  how  many  Merchants  of  their 
refpeftive  Societies  were  at  prefent  in  thefe  cifmarine  Parts.  The 
Merchants  gave  in  their  Anfwer.  Whereupon,  they  were  enjoined 
by  the  faid  Council  on  the  King's  Behalf,  that  under  Pain  of  forfeit- 
ing their  Liberty  and  Chattels,  no  one  of  them  do  go  out  of  the 
Realm,  or  export  any  Thing  without  the  King's  fpecial  Leave ;  and 
that  each  Society  do  on  the  Morrow  find  Security  to  do  accordingly  ; 
and  that  they  do  lay  a  diftinft  and  true  Account,  of  all  the  Goods  and 
Chattels  they  had  in  the  Realm  in  Money  or  Monies-worth,  before 
the  faid  Council  on  the  Monday  following.  The  next  Day  the  Mer- 
chants came  before  the  Barons  and  Council  ;  but  not  being  able  to  find

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Security,  as  they  had  been  enjoined  to  do,  they  were  committed  to  the 
Cullody  ot  Ralph  Jd  Sandwich,  Conftable  of"  the  Tower  of  London. 
Afterwards  they  became  Manucaptors  for  one  another,  and  (o  were 
deUvered  out  of  Prifon  [o).  In  the  fame  Year,  Sir  Henry  de  KygheU 
having  confe/Ted,  upon  his  Examination  before  the  King,  that  he  was 
the  Perfon  who  brought  the  Bill  [or  Petition]  from  the  Archbilliop  of 
Cimterbury  and  the  others  who  prefled  the  King  outrageoufly  at  the 
Parliament  of  Lincoln,  the  King  fends  the  faid  Henry  to  the  Ex- 
chequer, and  by  his  Privy  Seal  commands  the  Treafurer  to  caufe  him 
to  be  put  into  fafe  Cuilody  in  the  Tower  of  London,  there  to  remain 
till  he  fhould  repent  of  what  he  had  done,  and  till  the  King  fliould 
give  further  Order  about  him  -,  and  the  King  directs,  that  he  fliould 
be  kept  without  Irons  and  mildly  ufed,  but  in  fuch  Manner  that  tlie 
kind  Ufage  might  rather  feem  to  be  owing  to  the  Treafurer's  Curtcfy 
than  to  the  King's  Orders  (^).  Accordingly,  the  faid  Sir  jf/(?;/ry  was 
brought  by  two  of  the  King's  Valets  into  the  Exchequer,  before  the 
Treafurer,  Barons,  and  Council  thercj  and  was  committed  to  the  Con- 
ftable of  the  Tower  of  London,  to  be  kept  in  the  faid  Tower  in  fuch 
Manner  as  the  King  had  dired:ed.  Afterwards,  by  virtue  of  the  King's 
Writ  of  Privy  Seal,  the  faid  He>2tj  was  brought  into  the  Exchequer,  and 
when  he  had  taken  a  corporal  Oath,  not  to  offend  for  the  future  againft 
the  King,  his  Heirs,  or  his  Crown,  he  was  delivered  out  of  Prifon  [q). 
In  the  fame  Year,  fome  of  the  King's  Serjeants  at  Arms  brought  be- 
fore the  Treafurer  and  Barons  Patrick  de  Graham,  a  Scots  Knight, 
who  had  rendered  himfelf  to  the  King's  Peace,  in  order  to  ftand  to 
Right :  And  with  him  the  King  fent  his  Writ  of  Privy  Seal  to  the 
Treafurer,  commanding  him  to  commit  the  faid  Patrick  to  fome 
Caflle  in  England,  as  he  fliould  find  mofl  convenient,  where  the 
Prifoner  might  be  fafely   kept,  and  fo  that  his  Keepers  might  be.

About 
the  fame  time  Maiculm  de  Inncrpcffry,  a  Scotfman,  was  committed  by  the 
Trcafurerto  the  Tower  of  Londo)i  much  after  the  fame  Manner  (j). 
And  by  another  Privy  Seal  the  King  commands  the  Treafurer,  toletthefaid 
Malcolm  make  his  Profit  or  do  his  Pleafure  with  two  of  his  Horfes  (/), 
In  the  '55th  Year  of  K.  Edward  I,  the  Conftable  of  Dovor  Cajlle  ar- 
reted Adam  de  Sivilington  Knight,  for  going  beyond  Sea  to  the  Tur- 
naments,  contrary  to  the  King's  Inhibition  :  A  Valet  of  the  Conftable's 
brought  Adam  before  the  Treafurer  and  Barons,  who  committed  him 
to  the  Conftable  of  the  Tower  of  London  [u).  In  the  fame  Year,  it 
was  ordered  by  the  Treafurer  and  Barons,  that  fuch  Sheriffs  through- 
out England  as  were  found  unfit  to  execute  that  Office,  Ihould  be  re- 
moved, and  other  fit  Perfons  put  into  their  Places  j  and  that  the 
Barons  might  do  this  by  themfelves,  without  flaying  for  the  Trea- 
furer's  Prefence,  in  cafe  he  happened  not  to  be  at  the  Exchequer, 
when  it  was  to  be  done  (w).  K.  Edward  II,  by  his  Writ  of  Privy 
Seal,  commanded  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  to  fend  fpeedily  to- 
wards the  Coaft  of  Scotland  two  Ships  and  two  Barges,  well  and  fufR- 
ciently  manned  and  vidtualled,  to  adt  againfl  the  Scots  (.v).     In  the:

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I2tli  Year  of  K.  Edxoard  II,  Complaints  were  made  to  the  Treafiirer, 
Barons,  and  Council  at  the  Exchequer,  that  divers  Murders,  Rob- 
beries, and  other  Outrages  had  been  lately  committed  in  London ; 
particularly,  the  Pope's  Nuncio  informed  them,  that  on  laft  Mid- 
fummer-day,  at  the  Time  of  Vcfpers,  four  or  five  hundred  Male- 
factors came  into  St.  Paul's  Church  armed,  and  there  infulted  a  cer- 
tain Ltinibard  and  others  of  his  Company  with  drawn  Swords,  (^c. 
The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  London  were  ordered  to  appear  before 
the  Treafurer,  and  Barons  and  Council,  to  anfwer  touching  the  Pre- 
mifes.  'John  de  JVcngra-ce,  the  Mayor  (who  had  been  in  that  Office 
a  Year  and  three  Quarters)  came  before  the  Treafurer  and  Barons,  in 
the  Prefence  of  the  Archbifliop  of  Canterbury,  the  Bifliop  of  Exeter, 
Hunifrey  Earl  of  Hereford,  Mafter  "J.  Waleweyn,  and  others  of  the 
Council  ;  and  with  him  came  feveral  Aldermen  and  the  Sheriffs. 
The  Mayor  was  examined  touching  the  Matters  complained  of,  and 
was  chidden  ;  in  regard  he  had  been  feveral  Times  queftioncd  at  the 
Exchequer  on  the  like  Occalions.  Upon  the  Whole,  the  Court  en- 
joined the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Sheriffs,  to  take  Inquifitions  con- 
cerning the  fiid  Malefactors,  and  bring  them  to  Punilhment  ;  par- 
ticularly, the  Mayor  was  enjoyned  fo  to  behave  himfcif  in  his  Office, 
that  the  King  might  have  no  Caufe  to  fet  a  Cnjlos  over  the  City  ;  and 
the  Inquifitions  which  he  fliould  take,  he  was  to  get  ready  againft 
fuch  a  Time,  under  Pain  of  forfeiting  the  Liberties  of  the  City. 
Afterwards  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  came  again  to  the  Exchequer  j 
and  being  fpoken  to  by  the  Council,  they  faid  they  had  made  folema 
Inquifitions,  and  would  fo  behave  themfelvcs  in  the  Cuftody  of  the 
City  and  Confervation  of  the  Peace,  that  there  fliould  hereafter  be  no 
Caufe  of  Complaint  through  their  Defiult  (j).  In  the  fame  Year 
the  King,  intending  to  fend  a  Fleet  to  guard  the  Sea  and  annoy  the 
Scots,  commands  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  by  his  Privy  Seal,  to  order, 
in  his  Name,  '^{ohn  Mot  and  Richard  Golde  to  make  Hafte,  with  the 
Mariners  and  Ships  they  had  got  ready,  towards  Kingjion  upon  Hull, 
and  to  ftay  there  and  do  according  to  the  Diredlions  vv'hich  the  King 
had  given  to  Simon  de  Dry  by  {z).

for  the  Ufe  of  the  King's  Army  {ci).  I'he  fune  King,  Anno  Regni 
15,  by  Privy  Seal  commands  the  Keeper  of  the  Office  of  Trealurer 
and  the  Barons  and  Chamberlains  of  the  Exchequer,  to  take  Care 
that  his  Caftles  be  fufficiently  vidlualled  and  ftored  {b).  In  the  i6th 
Year  of  K.  EdxvnrdW,  a  Commiilion  illued  out  of  the  Excheauer  to 
Gcoffi-ey  de  St.  ^lyntyn  and  °Jobn  de  Hajihorp,  ordering  them  to  raifa 
fpeedily,  in  every  Town  and  Place  in  the  Wapentake  of  Dykryng  as 
well  within  the  Franchifes  as  without,  all  the  defenfible  Men  that 
were  between  the  Age  of  Sixteen  and  Sixty,  as  well  of  Gcnt^  darmes 
as  of  Foot,  each  Man  being  duly  arrayed  according  to  his  Eftate^ 
and  to  put  the  faid  Men  in  Array  by  Hundreds  and  Twenties,  and 
being  fo  arrayed  to  lead  them  to  the  King  at  l^ork  by  fuch  a  Day,  to 
zt\  againfl  the  Scots.  The  like  Commilfions  iffued  out  of  the  Ex- 
chequer, to  John  de  Belkthorp  and  Geoffrey  Stall  for  the  Wapentake  of 
Buckros,  and  to  other  Perfons  for  other  Wapentakes,  as  hereunder  par- 
ticularly appeareth  [c).

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VIII.  In  general,  the  Bufinefs  and  A6ls  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer 
were  wont  to  be  entered  or  recorded  in  feveral  Rolls :  The  principal 
whereof  were  thefe ;  viz.  The  Rotulus  Anmilis  or  Great  Roll  of  the 
Pipe,  the  Memoranda,  and  the  Plea  Rolls.  Amongft  the  Records  of 
the  Exchequer  the  Great  Roll  of  the  Pipe  muft  be  placed  firft,  by 
reafon  of  its  pre-eminent  Dignity.  It  was  and  is  the  moft  (lately  Re- 
cord in  the  Exchequer,  and  the  great  Medium  of  Charge  and  Dif- 
charge,  of  Rents,  Farms,  and  Debts  due  to  the  Crown.  Into  it  the 
Accounts  of  the  royal  Revenue  entered  through  divers  Channels,  as 
Rivers  flow  into  the  Ocean.  The  worthy  Author  of  the  Dialogue 
concerning  the  Exchequer  {d)  giveth  fome  Account  of  the  Great  Roll ; 
whofe  Words  I  need  not  here  repeat  [c).  In  the  4th  Year  of  K.  Kd- 
ivard  I,  it  was  filled  Primus  Rotulus  Scaccarii{f).  And  the  Autho-

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rity  of  it  was  fo  great,  that  when  Debts  had  been  put  in  Charge  there, 
they  could  not  be  difcharged,  unlefs  by  Judgment  or  Award  of  the 
Chief  Jufticier,  or  of  the  Treafurer,  the  King's  Chancellor,  or  his 
Council,  or  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer.  The  Great  Roll  wzs  writ- 
ten and  fettled  with  an  exadl  Care.  Each  fingle  Roll  of  the  ancient 
Bundles  is  commonly  marked  at  the  Bottom  ;  viz.  in  a  fparc  Place  on 
the  Dorfe,  Emcndatus,  itertim  eviendahu,  &cc.  Every  County  was 
written  by  itfelf.  So  it  was  alfo  where  two  Counties  were  conjundt, 
or  committed  to  one  Sheriff.  If  a  fingle  Roll  would  not  contain  a 
whole  County,  the  Relidue  of  that  County  was  written  upon  another 
Roll  or  Part  of  a  Roll,  and  fo  forward  till  the  whole  was  linilhed.  The 
firll  Roll  of  every  County,  to  wit,  that  which  contained  the  Corpus 
Comitatus,  was  in  that  Cafe  ufually  called  Rotuhis  principalis  [g)  ;  and 
was  marked  or  intituled,  for  Example,  Kancia  ;  the  next  Roll  or  Part 
of  a  Roll,  Item  Kancia,  or  Refiduian  Kancice  ;  the  next,  Adhuc  Item 
Kancia,  or  Refiduum,  according  as  the  Cafe  was  ;  and  fo  forward. 
The  particular  Rolls  were  not  wont  to  be  numbered.  And  it  is  likely 
the  Accounts  were  digefled  in  this  Manner,  and  written  upon  Parts 
of  Rolls  where  there  was  Room  for  them,  that  Parchment  might  not 
be  fpent  unneceffarily,  and  likewife  that  the  Rolls  might  not  have  in 
them  many  or  large  blank  Spaces.  The  Great  Roll,  as  I  take  it,  is 
properly  the  Treafurer's  Roll.  This  is  intimated  in  the  Dialogue  (/6). 
But  as  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  feems  to  have  been  an  Officer 
appointed  to  be  a  Check  upon  the  Treafurer  ;  fo  it  feemeth  that  the 
Chancellor  from  ancient  Time  caufed  a  Counter-roll  of  the  Treafurer's 
great  Rool  to  be  made  up  every  Year  :  Which  Counter-roll  was  the 
lame  verbatim  with  the  other  great  Roll,  and  was  called  Rotuhis  Can- 
cellarij.  There  are  many  of  thcfe  Rotid'i  Canccllarij  of  the  Reign  of 
K.  licnry  III,  and  of  fubfeqnent  Kings,   to  be  feen  in  the  Repolitory

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of  the  Pipe  at  IVeJlminJlcr,  In  Truth,  there  are  extant  fome  Dupli- 
caments  of  great  Rolls  more  ancient  (but  not  in  a  continued  Series) 
than  the  Reign  of  K.  Henry  III.  This  Ohfcrvaticm  may  ferve  to 
refolve  a  Doubt,  vvhiih  the  Antiquaries  have  hitherto  lain  under.  For 
Example  :  There  is  in  the  Rccord-oihce  in  the  Tower  of  Loudon  a 
Duplicate  great  Roll  of  the  fixth  Year  of  K.  Richard  I,  and  another 
of  the  7th  Year  of  K.  "yohn.  And  there  is  another  of  the  3d  Year 
of  K.  'john  in  the  Cullody  of  the  Treafurer  and  Chamberlains  of  the 
Exchequer.  Tlie  great  Rolls  of  which  fevcral  Years  are  alfo  extant 
in  the  Repofitory  of  the  Fipe.  And  in  the  fame  Repolitory  of  the 
Pipe  there  are  two  great  Rolls  of  the  4th  Year  of  K.  John;  which 
are  (for  I  have  compared  them  in  Part)  of  one  and  the  fame  Tenor. 
All  thefe  Duplicate  great  Rolls  I  take  to  be  Rotuli  Canccllarij. 

The  Records  or  Bundles  made  up  by  the  two  Remembrancers  of 
the  Exchequer  have  been  ufually  called  Meniorandci,  the  Memorands 
or  Remembrances.  A  Remembrance  was  anciently  wont  to  be  made  for 
every  Year  in  each  of  the  Remembrancer's  Offices.  On  the  Part  of 
the  Treafurer's  Remembrancer,  each  yearly  Bundle  was  wont  to  con- 
tain feveral  Heads  or  Titles,  fuch  as,  Coinmiinia,  the  common  or  ordi- 
nary Bulinefs  ;  Compota  or  Coinpoti,  Accounts ;  V'ljus,  Views ;  Ad- 
w-ntus,  the  Advents  of  Accountants  to  the  Exchequer  ;  and  other 
Titles.  For  Example  :  The  Titles  or  Heads  ftt  forth  hereunder  in 
the  Margin,  are  found  in  the  nth  Year  of  K.  Henry  III  (/),  in  the

So  alfo  the  Memoranda  on  the  Part 
of  the  King's  Remembrancer  have,  in  the  Reigns  of  the  faid  Kinp-s, 
the  hkc  Heads  or  Titles.  Of  the  Originals  of  the  Chancerv,  which 
have  been  wont  to  be  repofited  in  the  Treafurcr's  Remembrancer's 
OtHce,  I  fpeak  elfewhere  (<?).  In  the  Memoranda  of  the  Exxhequer 
there  was  entered  great  Variety  of  Bulinefs.  For  Inftance :  The 
King's  Writs  and  Precepts  of  many  Kinds,  relating  to  Revenue, 
Tenures,  and  other  Matters  agitated  in  the  Ex'chequer;  Commilfions 
of  Bailywicks,  Cuftodies,  Ferms,  &c  j  Prefentations  and  Admiilions 
of  Oriicers  of  the  Exchequer,  and  other  Otticers  ;  Pleadings  and 
Allegations  of  Parties  ;  Judgments  and  Awards  of  the  Julticier,  the 
Ireafurer  and  Barons,  and  the  King's  Council  j  Recognitions  of 
Debts,  and  Conventions  of  divers  Kinds  j  Accounts,  and  Views  of 
Accounts,  with  feveral  Adts  relating  to  Accountants  ;  Inquifitions 
of  Sheriffs,  Ekheators,  6cc  ;  Advents  of  Sheriffs,  Efcheators,  and 
others;  and  in  general,  all  thofe  Things  which  were  comprized  under 
the  Term  Communia,  or  common  Bufinefs.  Many  Inllances  of  thefe 
and  other  Kinds,  cited  out  of  the  Memoranda  of  the  Exchequer,  may 
be  leen  in  thefe  Volumes  ;  fo  that  more  need  not  be  fubjoined  here. 
There  were  alfo  many  Memorandwns  entered  in  thefe  Rolls  pro  com- 
modo  Regis,  to  controll  Accountants,  or  to  five  the  King's  Rights ; 
either  by  way  of  Memorandum  pro  Rege,  or  of  Loquendum  cum  Rege^ 
or  Loquendum  cum  Jujliciario,  or  cum  Concilio  Regis,  &c.  Of  which 
latter  I  would  here  give  fome  Inftances,  becaufe  there  are  not  many 
7"hings  of  that  Sort  cited  elfewhere  in  thefe  Volumes  :  Thus,  a  Lo-

And  it  was  adjudged  {Provijian  eji)  by  the  King's  Council,  that  R. 
Bifliop  of  Bathe  and  Wells,  iliould  be  allowed  upon  his  Account 
certain  Sums  for  his  Expences  [d).  When  Judgment  was  given  ia 
the  Exchequer  for  the  Party  againft  the  King,  it  was  entered  with  a 
Salvo  jure  Regis,  as  in  the  Cafe  relating  to  the  Seizure  of  a  Tenement 
in  Scardeburg  (e),  in  the  Cafe  of  the  Abbot  of  Niittely  ffj,  David 
Je  Flettyxyk  (^),  tiie  Abbefs  oi  Shaft  on  [h),  and  others.  Many  Judg- 
ments in  Parliament  were  alfo  entered  with  the  like  Salvo  jure;  as  in 
the  Cafe  of  William  de  Fyens  (/),  of  "^ohu  and  Regi?iald  de  Ingebam  {Ji)^ 
and  others. 


IX.  In  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Exchequer  (with  refpeft  both  to  Pleas 
and  Accompts)  there  was  frequent  Ufe  of  Writs  or  Letters  fent  from 
the  King  to  the  Treafurer  and  Barons,  fignifying  to  them  his  Pleafure 
about  IVIatters  depending  before  them.  Thele  Writs  or  Letters 
pafled  under  the  Great  or  the  Privy  Seal ;  mofl;  commonly  under  the 
fatter.  And  fometimes  MefTages  or  Inftrudtions  were  brought  by 
living  Meffengers  from  the  King  to  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  upon 
tliclike  Occalions.     More  particularly,  in  regard  three  Sorts  of  Writs

And  fometimes  Meflliges  or  Writs  were  fent  by  the  Queen  and' 
Prince  to  the  Treafurer  and  Barons,  touching  Things  depending  before 
them.  For  Example  :  The  Queen  fent  her  Writ  to  the  Barons  of 
the  Exchequer,  importing,  that  flie  liad  given  Refpite  to  'John  Lc' 
Jtrange  for  a  Debt  which  he  owed  to  John  Son  of  Philippe  and  defiring 
them  to  give  him  their  Afliftance  in  that  Affair  (/6).  The  Queen  fent 
her  Writ  to  the  Barons,  defiring  tliem  to  refpite  a  Debt  due  to  the 
King  from  William  del  Garden;  Ihe  undertaking  to  pay  it  for  him  (/). 
The  Queen,  by  her  Writ,  prayed  and  required  the  Treafurer  and 
Barons  to  refpite  all  the  Debts,  demanded  at  the  Exchequer,  of  Thomas 
Bardolf,  till  the  Utas  of  St.  Michael,  and  to  fearch  and  certify  her  by 
the  Bearer,  how  much  the  faid  Thomas  owed  the  King  at  his  Exche- 
quer {k),     A  Writ  or  Letter  on  Behalf  of  Dame  Margaret  Hereward.

was  fent  to  the  Treafurer  by  the  Queen ;  and  the  like  Letters  by  the 
Princes  Thomas  2inA  Edmond  {I) .  Edward  Prince  of  JValcs  fent  his 
Letters  of  Privy  Seal  to  the  Treafurer,  defiring  him  to  be  gracious 
and  friendly  to  Richard  de  Luc  (who  had  lately  been  put  out  of  his 
Office  of  Chamberlain  of  the  Exchequer  for  a  Mifdemeanor),  in 
Richard's  Bufmefs  then  depending  in  the  Exchequer  (w).  The  fame 
Prince,  by  Letters  of  his  Privy  Seal,  commanded  and  prayed  the

Attendance  at  the  Exchequer  at  the  Day  prefixed  to  him,  the  Prince 
having  Occafion  for  his  Service  in  the  Marches  of  Scotla7id  («).  The 
fame  Prince  fent  two  Letters  or  Writs  to  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer 
on  Behalf  of  Stephen  de  Stotjc,  upon  certain  Bufinefs  of  Stephen's  de- 
pending before  them  (0).  Thefe  Writs  of  the  Great  Seal  and  of  the 
Privy  Seal,  ufcd  in  thefe  and  other  Cafes,  were  very  numerous ;  and 
indeed  they  were  often  ill'ued  in  Cafes  wherein  there  was,  as  it  feemeth, 
no  necefiary  Occafion  for  them,  or  wherein  the  Treafurer  and  Barons 
might  have  aded  ex  officio  or  Rege  inconfiilto.  For  Example  :  The 
Writs,  or  many  of  them,  commanding  the  Trealurer  and  Barons  to 
do  Jufiice,  or  to  give  Difpatch  to  Litigants  or  Accountants,  might, 
as  it  feemeth,  have  been  fpared.     But  it  was  the  Manner  or  Cuftont

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of  thofe  Times  to  ufe  them.  For  then  moft  or  very  many  of  the 
iudicial  and  other  A(fls  of  the  Khig's  Miniflers  moved  from  the  Throne. 
So  that  the  Kings,  notwithftandnig  the  Trult  which  they  repofed  in 
tlieir  judicial  Minillers,  feem  to  have  referved  unto  themfelves  the 
fupreme  Direction  of  Affairs  tranfadted  in  their  Exchequer.  If  the 
learned  Reader  thinks  this  Obfervatum  not  to  be  juft  and  well-grounded, 
it  is  not  my  Meaning  to  obtrude  it  on  him,  but  barely  to  leave  it 
under  his  Confideration.  In  Procefs  of  Time,  this  Correfpondence 
between  the  Palace  and  the  judicial  Courts,  or,  if  you  pleafe,  the 
Pradtice  of  fending  Writs  of  the  Great  and  Privy  Seal,  or  other  Mef- 
fages  to  the  Judges  of  the  King's  Courts,  was,  in  many  Cafes,  for- 
bidden by  Statute.  Which  Reftridion,  in  regard  it  happened  after 
the  Period  where  the  prefent  Hiltory  ends,  mufl  not  be  treated  of 
Jaere.

I.  T  N  tliis  Chapter  I  mufl  trent  of  the  Accounts  rendered  at  the 
j[_  Exchequer  j  which  I  fliall  do  with  all  convenient  Brevity.    And 
in  regard  one  cannot  eafily  difcover  the  Manner  of  accounting  there, 
during  the  firil  Period,  I  ani  obliged  to  put  both  firfl  and  fecond  Period 
together  ;  that  what  is  obfcure  or  wanting  in  the  former,  may  be  fup- 
plied  out  of  the  latter.     During  the  firil  Period,  the  moll;  confidcrable 
Accountants  to  the  Crown  were  the  Sheriffs  of  the  feveral  Counties. 
A  great  Part  of  the  Land-Revenue  went  through  their  Hands;   that 
is,   was  colleiled  by  them,  and  anfwered  either  in  Specie    or  by  fuf- 
ficient  Warrant  of  Difcount,  according  to  the  Ufagc  of  thofe  Times. 
Their  Accounts  were   not  fummary,  nor  could   I  e.     Several  Months 
■commonly  palled  between  their  laft  Profr  and  their  Stwi.     For  their 
Accounts  did  not  confill  purely  of  Receipt  and  Payment.     The  Pro- 
perty of  the  King's  Subjedts  was  often  concerned  and  mixed  therein. 
iVIany  Things  were  neccllary  to  be  taken  in  Charge  by  Sheriffs,  and 
to  be  made  Parcel  of  their  Accounts,  upon  which  fometimes  certain 
Doubts  or  Quellions  arofe,  that  could  not  well  be  difcuffed  and  refolved 
on  the   fudden  :   of  which  Sort  were   Seizures  of  Lands   and  Rents, 
Levies  of  Deodands,   forfeited  Chattels,  and  divers  other  Kinds  of 
Debts.     In  fine,  the  Sheriffs  accounted  to  the  King  every  Year.    And 
the  Method  of  their  Account  was  regular  and  exadl.     For  which 
Reafon,   whilft   I  am  treating  of  Accounts,   I  ihall  draw  moft  of  my 
Inll:ance5  from  the  Accounts  of  Sheriffs;  following  therein  the  famous 
Author  of  the  Dialogue  concerning  the  Exchequer,  who  taketh  that 
Courfe.     It  is  true  there  were,  during  the  firft  and  the  fecond  Period, 
feveral  other  ftated  Accountants,  befides  Sheriffs  of  Counties.     Such 
were  the  Efcheators  (or  Cuflodes  Efcactaruni)  the  Fermers  or  Ciijlodes 
of  fuch  Towns  and  Burghs  as  were  not  Part  of  the  Corpus  ComitatuSf 
nor  within  the  Sheriffs  Receipt,  the  Ciiflodes  Cainbij,  the  Cuftomers, 
the  Keepers  of  the  Wardrobe,  and  others.     But  it  is  to  be  underflood, 
thit  all  Perfons  who  held  any  Bailywick  from  the  King,  or  received 
ajiy  of  his  Treafure  or  Revenue  by  Impreft  or  othervi'ife,  were  obliged 
to  render  an  Account  thereof.     I  will  be  concile  in  what  I  offer  con- 
/cerning   the  Accountants  lafl   above-mentioned  ;    and  therefore  will 
/jpeak  of  them  here  m  the  Beginning  of  this  Section,  and  fo  difmifs 
''  them. 
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them.  In  the  19th  Year  of  K.  Henry  III,  Walter  de  KIrkbam,  Keeper 
of  the  King's  Wardrobe,  accounted  at  the  Exchequer  for  his  Receipts 
in  that  Office,  from  the  WedncJ'day  before  the  Feall:  of  St.  Dimjian 
in  the  i8th  Year  of  the  King,  until  Saturday  the  Invention  of  the 
H.  Crojs  in  the  20th  Year,  by  the  View  and  TelHmony  of  JVilliam  de 
Haverhull  [a)  :  and  in  the  20th  Year,  the  faid  Walter  accounted  in 
like  Manner,  from  the  faid  Invention  of  the  H.  CroJ's,  until  the  Eve 
of  the  Apoftles  Simon  and  "^iude  in  the  21ft  Year  incipient,  by  View 
and  Teflimony  of  the  fiid  William  {l>).  In  the  33d  of  K.  Henry  III, 
Walter  de  Bradele,  Keeper  of  the  Queen's  Wardrobe,  accounted  from 
the  Fcaft  of  the  Apoilles  Philipp  and  "James  in  the  33d  Year  of  the 
King,  until  the  Fcaft  of  St.  John  Baptiji  in  the  34th  Year,  by  the 
Teftimony  and  Controll  of  Robert  de  Chanty  Clerk  {c).  In  the  35th 
Year  of  K.  Henry  III,  Peter  Chaceporc,  Keeper  of  the  Wardrobe, 
rendered  an  Account  of  his  Receipts  for  that  Office,  from  the  Feaft 
of  St.  John  Baptiji  in  the  29th  Year  of  the  King,  till  Sunday  next 
after  St.  Valentine  in  the  36th  Vear.  He  accounted,  for  the  Time 
ending  on  Thurfday  next  after  Michaelmajs  in  the  33d  Year,  by  the 
View  and  Teftimony  of  JVilliam  Watthamjlcd,  who  was  appointed  by 
the  King's  Writ,  inftead  of  William  Hard  I,  for  Part  of  the  Time, 
and  of  Mafter  William  de  Kyrkenny  for  the  Refidue  of  the  Time.  He 
renders  an  Account  of  thirty-three  thoufand  feven  hundred  twcnty- 
fcven  Pounds  and  odd,  which  he  had  received  out  of  the  King's  Trca- 
fury  within  the  Time  aforeiaid,  by  the  Hands  of  William  de  Haverhull 
Treafurer,  by  virtue  of  fourfcore  and  fourteen  Writs  of  Liberate  [d).

Tin,  for  one  whole  Year  (^).  In  the  14th  Year  oiY^/John,  WilUam 
de  VVrotham  accounted  for  CC  Marks  tlie  Fcrni  of  the  Stannary  of 
Cornwall,  for  the  13th  and  14th  Years  of  that  King  j  and  for 
CC  /.  the  Ferni  of  the  Stannary  of  Devonjhire  for  the  fame  Space  of 
Time  ;  and  for  Dxlij  /.  v  s.  for  the  Marks  proceeding  from  the  Tin  of 
Cornwall  and  Devon  for  the  13th  Year,  and  for  DCLxviij  /.  xij  s.  ixd.

In  the  3d  Year 
of  K.  'John,  Huih  Oifel  rendered  an  Account  of  the  Cambium  of 
England  for  the  fecond  and  third  Year  of  the  King.  He  ac- 
counted for  MDCC  Marks  for  the  Ferm  of  the  Cambium  of 
all  England.  Whereof,  he  paid  C  /.  at  the  Receipt,  and  M  Marks, 
by  virtue  of  the  King's  Writ,  to  Oto  King  of  Ahnaigne  («).  In  the 
4th  Year  of  K.  Johny  Guy  de  Vou  flood  charged  with  MLxvj  /.  viij  s. 
'n\]d.  for  the  Ferm  of  the  Cambium  of  London  for  the  Time  mentioned 
in  the  Great  Roll  of  the  firft  Year  of  K.  'John  {0).  In  the  5th  Year 
of  K.  John,  Hugh  Oifel  owed  the  King  L  Marks,  that  he  might  have 
the  Cambium  of  England  at  the  fame  Rate  and  upon  the  fame  Terms 
z%  Reginald  de  Cornhull  hc\d  the  fame  (/>).  At  the  fame  time,  he  ac- 
counted for  CCCCLxiij  /.  and  odd,  the  Profit  of  the  Cambium  of 
England  in  his  Time,  and  for  the  Money  which  he  received  for  the 
Ufe  of  the  Cambiwn,  and  for  Lx  /.  received  by  him  of  Reginald  de 
Cornhull  {q).  King  Henry  III,  in  or  about  the  13th  Year  of  his 
Reign,  committed  to  Richard  Reingcr  the  Cambium  or  Mint  oi London 
and  Canterbury,  with  the  Dies  and  Appurtenances,  together  with 
MCCCCxx  A  X  s.  viij  d.  paid  to  him  by  the  Hand  of  Alexander  de 
Dorfete  to  negociate  therewith.  Richard  was  to  hold,  from  Mid- 
lent  in  the  13th  Year,  for  the  Term  of  four  Years  ;  and  to  render  to 
the  King  yearly  DCC  Marks.

the  Tower  of  London  was  commanded  to  take  Security  of  i?/f/6^rrt' for 
the  Purpofes  above-mentioned,  and  to  certify  the  King  thereof  (r). 
In  the  29th  Year  of  K.  Henry  III,  William  Hardell  rendered  an  Ac- 
count, as  Cu/los,  of  the  Cambium  of  London  and  Canterbury,  for 
eight  Years  fix  Montlis  and  three  Days  part  :  He  accounted  for 
CCLxxj  /.  vj  J-.  xd.  for  the  Iflues  of  the  Cambium  o^  London  for  the 
firfl:  Year  j  and  for  CCLxxvj  /.  vj  s.  j  d.  the  Iffues  of  the  Cambium  of 
Canterbury  in  the  fame  Year,  bolides  the  Portion  belonging  to  the 
Archbifhop,  which  was  three  Parts  out  of  eight :  And  he  accounteth 
in  like  iManner  for  the  Illues  of  the  reft  of  the  faid  Years  (/).  In  the

In  the  19th  Year  of  K.  Edward  I,  Stephen  Bifiiop  of  Waterfordy 
the  King's  Treafurer  in  Ireland,  accounted  at  the  Exchequer  of 
England,  for  his  Receipts  out  of  the  King's  Treafure  at  the  Ex- 
chequer of  Dublin,  from  the  Feaft  of  St.  Michael  (including  Michael- 
mafs'day)  in  the  fixth  Year  iinient,  by  a  Counter-roll  of  Mailer  ^ohyi 
deKenle,  then  Ciiambcrlain  [of  the  Exchequer  of  Dlcblin^^  exhibited 
at  the  Exchequer  [of  England^  by  the  Hands  of  John  de  GLifton, 
Chaplain  to  the  faid  Mafter  yohn,  now  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer of  Dublin,  until  the  28th  Day  of  OSloher  in  the  feventh 
Y^ear  {11).  K.  Edivardl,  in  the  21ft  Year  of  his  Reign,  commanded 
that  for  the  future,  the  Accounts  of  Gajcony  and  of  Ireland  fhould  be 
rendered  yearly  at  the  Exchequer  oi  England  ht^ovc  the  Treafurer  and 
Barons  there,  viz.  the  former  by  the  Conitable  of  Bnirdeaiix,  and 
the  latter  by  the  Treafurer  of  Ireland  (w).  In  the  22d  Year  of  K. 
Ed'ivard  I,  William  de  Ejldcne,  the  King's  Treafurer  in  Ireland,  ac- 
counted for  the  Monies  he  had  received  in  the  Treafury  of  the  Ex  - 
chequer  of  Dublin,  from  Monday  the  tenth  Day  of  "June,  in  the  20th 
Year  of  the  King,  till  Friday  die  fourteenth  Day  of  June  in  the  22d 
Year ;  by  the  Counter-roll  of  Henry  de  Ponte,  one  ot  the  Chamber- 
lains, exhibited  at  the  Exchequer  by  William  de  Meoncs  under  the  Seal 
which  the  King  ufcth  in  Ireland,  from  the  faid  Monday  until  Thurf- 
day  the  firfl  Day  of  May,  in  the  21ft  Year,  before  the  faid  He7iry  was

land hy  the  King's  Writ  (.v).  Then  follows  the  Account  (in  like 
Form)  of  Nicolas  de  Clerc,  the  King's  Treafurer  of  Ireland [y).  In 
the  15th  Year  of  K.  Edward  II,  Walter  de  IJilepe,  Treafurer  of  Ire- 
land, padcd  his  Account  in  the  Exchequer  of  Ew^ArW  for  the  lifues 
and  Receipts  of  the  Land  of  Ireland,  by  the  Counter-rolls  of  the  Ex- 
chequer of  Dublin  [z).

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In  the  5)th  Year  of  K.  Edui-ard  I,  Bonricini  Giudiconij  for  himfelf 
and  his  Companions  the  Merchants  of  Luca,  rendered  an  Account  of 
Monies  received  for  the  new  Cuftom  of  Wools,  Skins,  and  Leathers 
in  Kngland,  from  Eajier  in  the  9th  Year  till  Eajhr  in  the  loth  Year. 
He  accounted  for  CCCxxiij  /.  iij  j-.  9  d.  the  Cuftom  of  DCCLxxj 
Sacks  and  vij  Stone  and  a  half  of  Wool,  eleven  thoufand  a  hundred 
fourfcore  and  two  woolled  Skins,  and  fourfcore  Lafts  and  twelve 
Dackers  of  Leathers,  at  the  Port  of  Newcajlle  upon  Tyjie  ;  to  wit,  for 
every  Sack  of  Wool  half  a  Mark,  for  a  Laft  of  Leathers  a  Mark,  and 
lor  three  hundred  woolled  Skins  half  a  Mark  j  as  appeared  by  a  Roll 
of  Particulars  now  exhibited.  He  accounted  for  One  thoufand  four- 
fcore and  lix  Pounds  ten  Shillings  and  eight  Pence  received  for  the 
ufual  Culloms  in  the  Port  of  Hid./  ;  and  in  other  Ports  (<?). 

In  the  15th  Year  of  K.  Ediaard  II,  Henry  de  Shirokes.,  Chamber- 
lain o^  North  Wales,  accounted  for  the  Ifllics  of  his  Chamberlainfhip, 
to  wit,  from  EaJicr  in  the  12th  Year,  to  Michaelmas  in  the  14th 
Year  [/>). 

II.  Next,  concerning  the  Accounts  of  Sheriffs.  But  before  I  come 
to  treat  of  Sheriffs  as  Accountants,  it  may  be  proper  to  fay  fomething 
in  brief  of  their  Office.  Li  ancient  Times  the  Sheriffs  of  Counties 
were  ufually  Men  of  high  Rank  and  great  Power  in  the  Realm  ;  they 
had  the  feveral  Counties  committed  to  them  refpedlively  by  the  King 
at  his  Plealure,  either  in  Cuftody  or  at  Ferm  certain.  To  them  the 
King  ufually  committed  (together  with  the  Counties)  his  Caftles  and 
his  Manors  lying  within  their  Bailywick.  They  provided  the  CalUes 
with  Ammunition  and  other  Neceffaries,  and  they  flocked  and  im- 
proved the  Manors.  In  fine,  the  King  ufually  intrufted  the  Sheriffs 
with  the  coUefting  of  his  Revenue,  and  with  divers  other  Powers  and

Amongil  other  Things  con- 
tained in  it,  Ihe  granted  to  him  all  the  Tenements  which,  his  Grand- 
father, his  Father,  or  himfelf  had  held  in  Lands,  CalHcs,  and  Baily- 
wicks  ;  namely,  the  Tower  of  London,  and  the  Sheriffwick  of  Lon- 
don and  Middlefcx  at  CCC  /.  yearly  Perm,  as  his  Grandfather  Geoffrey 
held  the  fame,  and  the  Sheriffwick  of  Hertfordjhire  at  Lx  /.  as  his 
Grandfather  held  it.  She  granted  alfo  to  Earl  Geoffrey  the  Jufticelhip 
of  London  and  Middle/ex,  and  of  Effex  and  Hertfordjhire,  fo  that  no 
Juftice  fliould  hold  Pleas  in  thofe  Counties,  but  with  the  Confent  of 
him  or  his  Heirs.  This  Convention  was  ratified  by  the  Emprefs's 
Oath,  and  the  Teffimony  of  fever^l  great  Lords.  For  the  Perform- 
ance of  it,  feveral  Barons  of  England  and  Normandy  were  to  be 
Hofiages  per  Fidern,  and  the  Clergy  of  that  Part  of  England  which 
was  under  her  Obedience  were  likewife  to  confirm  it  {d).  K..  Stephen, 
by  his  Charter,  granted  or  rendered  to  Robert  Earl  oi  Leicejier  and  his 
Heirs,  the  Burgh  of  Hereford  and  the  Caftic  there,  and  the  whole 
County  of  Herefordfcyre,  to  hold  by  hereditary  Right  ;  except  the 
Lands  belonging  to  the  Biihoprick,  to  the  Abbey  of  Rading,  and  to 
other  Churches  and  Abbies  which  held  of  the  King  in  Capite  ;  and 
pxcept  fome  other  Fees  mentioned  in  the  Charter  [e).  K.  Richard  \.

and  to  liold  of  the  King  and  his  Heirs  during  Godfrey  %  Life  :  Ren- 
dering yearly  the  ancient  and  due  Ferm,  whicli  was  wont  to  be  ren- 
dered in  the  Time  of  K.  fchn  ;  and  xx  Marks  more  every  Year,  as 
profcuum  {f).  The  fame  King  committed  the  Counties  oi  Surrey  and 
Sufex  to  Rafd'  'Cameys,  at  the  fame  Ferm  at  which  Gregory  de  Brode- 
hamme  and  Pbilipp  de  Croft  held  them  (r).

Pntric  was  to  keep  the  Caftle  at  his 
ovvn  Cofl:.  hVilliam  Hayriin  was  his  Pledge  (x).  K.  lienryXW,  in  the 
42d  Year  of  iiis  Reign,  committed  all  the  Counties  of  Englafidio  the 
refpeclive  Sheriffs  [y)  :  And  again  in  the  44th  Year  (2).  Sometimes 
the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  appointed  Perfons  to  be  Sheriffs,  or,  if 
you  pleafc,  letted  the  Counties  at  Perm.  The  Barons  of  the  Ex- 
.  chequer  committed  the  Counties  of  5^ /!?/»  and  Stafford  to  Hugh  de  Mor- 
timer. Ke  was  to  render  yearly  fourfcore  Pounds  for  the  proficuv.m  of 
thofe  Counties,  to  make  good  the  Corpus  Comitatuum,  and  to  anfwer  to 
the  King  for  the  reft  of  the  Ferms  as  other  Sheriffs  ufed  to  do  [a).

The  King  appointed  Walter  Hakclut  to  be  Sheriff  of 
Herefordjhire  during  his  Pleafure,  rendering  yearly  at  the  Exchequer 
as  mucli  as  other  Sheriffs  ufed  to  render ;  and  gave  him  Power  to 
depute  one  to  execute  for  him  the  Office  of  Sheriff  for  fo  long  as  he 
fhould  continue  in  the  King's  Service  in  his  Houfliold  (y). 

In  the  mofl  ancient  Times  the  Jufliciers  and  other  great  Officers 
of  the  King's  Court  were  frequently  made  Sheriffs  of  Counties.  Many 
InHances  of  this  may  be  feen  in  fcveral  Parts  of  the  prefent  Fliftory  (r) ; 
fo  that  I  need  not  add  many  others  here.  In  the  5th  Year  of  K. 
Stephen,  Richard  Ba/fet  and  Alberic  de  Ver  (great  Lords)  were  Sheriffs 
of  the  Counties  oi  EJj'cx  and  Hertford  {/),  and  of  feveral  other  Coun- 
ties (/')  ;  they  were  alfo  at  the  fame  time  Juftices  Errant  for  many  of 
the  Counties  of  England  (u).  In  the  fecond  Year  of  K.  Henry  II, 
Ricbard  de  Luci  was  Chief  Jufficier,  or  at  leaft  one  of  the  King's 
Jufliciers  that  fat  and  adlcd  at  the  Exchequer.     The  Sum  of  fixty-lix

In  the  Reign  of  K,  Richard  I,  it  was 
ordained,  that  no  Sheriff  Ihould  be  Jufticier  in  his  own  County,  or 
in  any  other   County  whereof  he  had  been   Sheriff  fince  the  King's 
hril  Coronation.     This  was  one   of  the  Capitula  placitorum  Coi ot:<r 
Regis  (or  Inftructions  given  by  the  King  to  the  Jullices  Errant)  as 
may  be  feen  in  Houedene  {a).     But  I  think  this  Order  was  not  obferved 
pundually,  or  for  any  long  Time  after.     For  in  the  8th  Year  of  K. 
Richard  I,  the  Sheriff  of  Dorjit  and  Sumerfct  adted  as  a  Jullicicr  Iti- 
nerant in  thofe  Counties  [b).     In  the  12th  Year  of  K.  John,  Engelard 
de  Cigony,  Sheriff  of  Gloucejlerjlnrc,  afted  as  a  Juflice  Itinerant  in  that 
County  [c).     In   the  third  Year  of  K.  Henry  III,   Hubert  de  Burgh 
was  Sheriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  [d),  and  a  Jufticier  Itinerant  in  tliofe 
Counties  {e).     In  the  fame  Year  he  was  Sheriff  of  Kent  f/J,  and  the

In  the  fourth  Year  he  was  SherifF  of 
Norfolk  and  !>,ii§'olk  {/.)),  and  a  Jufticc  Itinerant  in  tliofc  Counties  (;). 

Whether  tlie  Sheriffs  of  England  in  the  moil  ancient  Times  took 
an  Oath  to  the  King  upon  entering  into  their  Office,  I  cannot  fay 
with  Certainty  ;  or  (if  they  did)  in  what  Form  of  Words.  It  ap- 
pears that  K.  Henry  III,  in  or  about  the  42d  Year  of  his  Reign,  caufed 
the  feveral  Sheriffs  of  England  to  take  an  Oath  in  this  Form  :  that 
he  would  ferve  the  King  faithfully  ;  that  he  would  do  Right  to  all 
Men  equally,  according  to  the  Power  vefted  in  him  by  his  Office; 
and  would  not  fail,  for  Love  nor  for  Hate,  nor  for  Fear  o'i  any  one, 
nor  for  Defire  of  Gain,  to  do  Right  as  well  and  as  foon  as  he  could 
both  to  the  Poor  and  to  the  Rich ;  that  he  would  not  take  any  thing, 
by  himfelf,  or  by  another,  or  by  any  Art  or  Device,  by  realba  of  his 
Bailywick,  except  only  Meat  and  Drink,  fuch  as  was  wont  to  be 
brought  to  the  Table,  and  but  for  one  Day  at  moll: ;  that  he  would 
not  have  above  five  Horfes  at  the  Place  where  he  lodged  with  any  one 
by  rcafon  of  his  Bailywick,  nor  would  lodge  with  any  body  that  had 
lefs  than  forty  Pounds  a  Year  in  Land,  nor  with  any  Houfe  ol:  Re- 
ligion that  had  lefs  than  a  hundred  Marks  a  Year  in  Land  or  Rents, 
nor  would  lodge  with  any  of  the  Perfons  abovefaid  oftener  than  once 
in  the  Year,  or  at  moft  than  twice,  nor  then  unlefs  at  their  Defire  or 
with  their  Confent,  and  would  not  draw  it  into  Example ;  and  if  he 
was  obliged  to  lodge  there  oftener  ox  longer,  that  he  would  take  no 
Prefent  nor  other  Tliinsj  of  greater  Value  than  twelve  Pence  ;  and 
that  he  would  have  with  him  no  more  Serjeants  than  were  needful  for 
the  fafe-keeping  of  his  Bailywick  ;  that  he  would  take  fuch  Serjeants 
as  could  give  him  Security  upon  their  Fees,  fo  that  the  Country  be 
not  overmuch  charged  with  their  eating  or  drinking  ;  and  that  they, 
whilft  they  continued  in  their  Bailywicks,  fliould  not  demand  nor 
receive  of  any  Man,  Clerk  or  Lay,  Free  or  Villain,  nor  of  any  Re- 
ligious Houfe,  or  any  Town,  Lamb,  Corn,  Grain,  Wool,  or  other 
Moveable,  nor  Money  or  Money's-worth.  (This  the  Sheriff  was  to 
caufe  the  Serjeants  to  fwear,  when  he  put  them  into  their  Bailywick.) 
At  the  fame  time  the  King  ordered,  that  Counties,  Hundreds,  Wa-

Norfulk  isf  Slif. 
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pentacks,  or  other  Bailywicks  of  the  Rcahn,  fliould  not  be  let  to 
Ferm  j  that  if  Sheriffs  or  other  Bailitl's  were  convidlcd  of  taking,  by 
rcafon  of  their  Bailywick,  any  thing  more  than  what  is  above  fpecificd, 
they,  both  the  Giver  and  Taker,  Ihould  be  puniflied  for  it.  And  the 
King  ahb  commanded,  that  no  Perfon,  Man  or  Woman,  fliould  offer, 
promifc,  or  give  any  thing  to  any  of  his  BaililTs,  under  I'ain  of  being 
punilhed  for  it  ',  declaring,  that  when  the  Sheriff  came  to  account  at 
the  Beginning  of  the  Year,  the  King  would  allow  him  for  the  reafon- 
ahle  Expences  of  keeping  his  Bailywick  both  for  himfelf  and  the 
Reward  of  his  Serjeants  ;  and  that  the  King  gave  him  of  his  own,  to 
the  Intent  he  fhould  take  nothing  of  any  one  elfe.  At  the  fan:ie  time 
alfo  the  King  ordered,  that  none  of  his  Bailiffs  which  he  put  into 
Oflice  in  his  Realm,  neither  Sheriff  nor  other,  (liould  continue  in  his 
Bailywick  longer  than  one  Year ;  and  that  if  any  Wrongs  had  been 
done  by  the  afbrefaid  Bailiffs,  the  fame  fliould  be  redreiied  [k).     In

In  the  12th 
Year  of  K.  Edward  II,  a  Commilfion  was  fent  to  the  Abbot  of  Malrnf- 
biiry,  to  receive  of  the  Sheriff  of  Wiltjhire  his  Oath  for  his  good 
Behaviour  in  his  Office,  with  the  Tenor  of  the  faid  Oath  as  it  is  fet 
down  in  the  red  Book  [prout  annotatur  in  rubeo  Libro)  [jti). 

If  the  King  required  it,  the  Sheriff  found  Pledges  for  his  good 
Service  in  his  Office,  and  for  true  Payment  of  his  Ferm  and  other 
Iffues  of  his  County.  Walter  de  Lafcyy  Hugh  de  Mortimer,  John  de 
Monemouth,  and  Walter  de  Clifford,  became  Sureties  to  K.  Henry  III. 
for  Walter  de  Beauch.imp,  to  wit,  that  Walter  de  Beaiichainp  (hould 
ferve  the  King  faithfully  for  the  future,  and  ihould  not  at  any  Time 
withdraw  from  his  Service.  And  the  King  committed  to  Walter  de 
Beauchamp  the  Caftle  and  County  of  Worcejler,  upon  Condition  that

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JVaher  (liould  hold  them  for  fourteen  Years  after  the  King's  full  Age, 
and  then  ihould  refign  them  to  the  King  in  as  good  Plight  as  he  re- 
ceived them,  if  the  King  fo  pleafed  («).     Matthew  BcziH,  Ralf  de 
JVilinton,  SherrfF  of  Devofijhtre,  and  Nicolas  Burden,  became  Sureties 
for  JVilliam  de  La[febergby  Sheriff  of  Ghucejierjjyire,  that  William  (hould 
faithfully  ferve  the  King  in  the  Orhce  of  Sherift";  and  that  if  he  was 
not  futfi'cient,  they  would  anfwer  for  him  to  the  King  in  all  Things 
relating  to  the  faid  Office  (o).     JVillinn:  de  Swymford  found  fix  Sureties, 
to  wit,   William  de  Beaumont  and  five  others,  for  his  faithful  Service  in 
the  Oilice  of  Sherift'  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  and  for  his  true  Payment 
of  the  Ferms  and  other  Duties  (/>).     The  King  committed  his  Coun- 
ties of  Stafford  and  Salop,  and  his  Caftles  of  Shreui/hu/y  and  Bruges, 
to  Hugh  de  Dacovre,  during  his  Pleafure.     Hugh  was  to  pay  Cxx\j  1 
and  a  Mark  for  the  Proficuwn  of  the  Counties ;  and  was  to  keep  the 
faid  Caftles  at  his  own  Charges,  and  to  be  allowed  out  of  his  Ferm 
fo  much  as  the  Kinsi  received  for  certain  Hundreds  which  were  lately 
fermed  out.

Lieutenant  and  the  Barons,  and  mainprifed  for  Gilbert  de  Holm,  Sheriff 
of  the  Counties  of  Bedford  and  Buckingham,  that  he  fliould  behave 
himfelf  well  and  truly  in  the  OtBce  of  Sheriff,  and  fliould  well  and 
truly  anfwer  to  the  King  for  the  King's  Debts  and  the  Ferms  of  the 
faid  Counties ;  and  in  the  faid  Mainprife  they  bound  themfelves,  their 
Lands  and  Tenements,  Goods  and  Chattels  (;•). 

Hitherto  I  have  fpoken  of  the  Manner  of  conftituting  or  appointing 
Sheriffs  to  their  Office.  The  Duty  of  their  Office  fliould  be  con- 
fidered  next.  And  that  I  think  may,  upon  a  general  Scheme,  be 
reduced  to  three  or  four  Heads.  It  was  the  Sheriff's  Duty  to  do  the 
Juflice  of  his  County,  to  keep  the  publick  Peace,  to  fl:ock  and  improve 
the  King's  Lands,  and  to  colledt  the  King's  Revenue.  There  may 
perhaps  be  fome  other  Things  pertaining  to  his  Duty;  which,  though 
not  here  mentioned,  are  not  defigned  to  be  excluded.  It  is  not  my 
Bufinefs  to  fpeak  of  the  Sheriff  here  as  an  Officer  of  Jufl:ice,  or  a 
Confervator  of  the  Peace.  I  am  to  fpeak  of  him,  as  he  was  the  King's 
Farmer  or  Bailiff,  and  his  Collector  of  Rents  and  other  Revenue.  It 
was  (I  fay)  Part  of  the  Sheriff's  Duty  to  coiled:  and  bring  in  the 
King's  Revenue.  This  appears  from  the  Manner  of  the  Sheriff's 
accounting,  and  from  many  Records  cited  in  this  Hin:ory.  It  was 
alfo  Part  of  the  Sheriff's  Duty  to  (lock  and  improve  the  King's  Manors 
and  Lands  within  his  Bailywick.  In  the  fecond  Year  of  K.  Henry  II, 
Richard  de  Luci,  Sheriff  of  Hertfordfl.nre,  had  Allowance  made  to 
him  for  viij  1,  which  he  had  dilburfed  in  flocking  the  King's  Manors 
in  that  County  [s).     Robert  de  Stafford,  Sheriff  of  Staffordfiire,  was

Manors  in  that  County  {t).  And  in  the  fame  Year  other  Sheriffs  had 
Allowance  for  the  like  Difturfements  in  their  Counties.  So  it  was 
in  other  Years.  Wimcv  le  ChapcJein,  Sheriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk, 
ilocked  the  Manor  of  Wick  with  xviij  O.sen,  two  hundred  fourfcore 
and  two  Sheep,  nine  Cows,  ^c  («).  Alan  de  Valcines,  Sheriff  of 
Kent,  Itockcd  the  Manor  of  Mapelejcamp  and  other  Lands  in  his 
County  (li-).  Hugh  dc  BoJ'co,  Shcviif  oi'  Ha/if cjl' ire,  flocked  the  King's 
Lands  of  Micnes  with  Cattle ;  to  wit,  with  twelve  Oxen,  each  Ox 
at  iij  J  Price;  an  hundred  Sheep,  each  Sheep  at  iiij  d  Price,  &c  [x). 
PVilUam  de  Cantilupe  had  ix  /  and  ij  s  difcounted  to  him  for  a  Defici- 
ency of  Stock  in  the  Town  of  Fekebam,  which  was  Part  of  his  Corpus 
Cotnitatus  (v)-  Ibomas  de  Cirencefire,  Sheriff  of  Somerfet  and  Dorjef, 
flocked  the  Kings  Manors  within  his  Bailywick  with  Cattle,  Seed- 
corn,  and  other  Things  (2).  When  a  Sheriff  committed  his  County 
to  another,  that  was  to  be  done  with  the  King's  Leave  and  Confenr. 
For  Example  :  K.  Henry  IIL  committed  the  Counties  of  Notingham

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and  Derby  to  Walter  Archbifliop  of  York.  The  Archbifhop  deputed 
Hugh  iie  Babington  to  keep  the  laid  Counties  under  him.  The  King, 
by  his  Writ,  lignified  to  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  that  he  had 
accepted  of  the  laid  Deputation,  and  willed  that  Hugh  fliould  anfwer 
at  the  E^'chequer  for  the  Archbifliop  [a).  Next,  of  the  Accounts  or 
Sheriffs. 

It  is  not  eafy  to  fet  forth  particularly  in  what  Manner  the  Accounts 
of  Sheriffs  were  wont  to  be  rendered  during  the  firff  Period.  But  it 
feems  likely,  tiiat  the  Method  of  accounting,  which  was  ufed  in  the 
Beginning  of  the  fccond  Period,  was  in  the  main  like  to  the  Method 
ufed  in  the  firft  Period.  Let  us  effay  upon  the  Suhjed:.  The  Account 
of  a  Sheriff  was  wont  to  be  divided  into  certain  formal  Parts.  One 
was  called  the  Profer ;  another  the  Vifus  Compoti ;  or  View  of  the 
Account ;  another  Sti}n?na,  or  the  making  of  the  Sum.  The  Profer 
■was  a  Pre-payment  made  by  the  Sheriff  out  of  the  Iffues  of  his  Baiiy- 
wick,  twice  in  the  Year;  as  will  be  Ihewn  hereafter  [b).  The  View 
was  the  Entrance  or  Forepart  of  the  Account ;  which  flood  de  bene 
ejfe,  whilft  the  Sheriff  was  purifying  or  liquidating  his  Account,  by 
producing  his  JVarauta,  his  Warrants  and  Vouchers,  by  virtue  whereof 
he  was  to  have  an  Allowance  or  Difcharge  of  any  Sums  charged  on 
him.  Of  the  View,  more  is  faid  in  another  Place  {c).  After  the 
View  was  made,  he  proceeded  to  tnake  or  cajl  his  Sufn  {d). 

The  Sheriff's  Profer  was  a  Pre-payment  out  of  his  Perm  and  Corpus 
Comitatiis,  and  out  of  his  Projiciium  and  the  Summonces.  It  was, 
probably,  called  Profnim,  a  proferendo.  The  King  ordered  the  Pro^ 
fcrs  oi  xhtyudaifm,  quantum  videlicet  quilibet  per  fc  proferat  &  folvaft 
to  be  written  in  a  certain  Roll  by  themfelves  [e).  In  the  41  ll  Year 
incipient  of  K.  Henry  III,  a  Provifion  or  general  Rule  was  made  by

fure  :  and  that  all  Fermers,  who  ought  to  ^nivjQV  per  maniis  fuas,  as 
well  for  Barghs  as  for  other  Demefnes  of  the  King,  fliould  come  in 
Perfon  at  the  faid  Terms,  to  anfwer  for  their  Ferms  and  other  Debts, 
or  otherwife  that  every  Mayor  of  a  City,  or  Fermer  of  a  Burgh  or 
other  of  the  King's  Demefnes,  fhould  be  amerced  at  five  Marks  for 
the  firft,  fecond,  third,  and  fourth  Day  j  and  that  for  the  fifth  Day's 
l^efuilt  the  City,  Burgh,  or  other  Demefne,  fliould  be  taken  into  the 
King's  Pland,  not  to  be  reftored  but  at  the  King's  Pleafiire  :  and  that 
every  of  the  King's  own  Bailiffs  or  Fermers  ihould  be  amerced  for 
every  Day  within  the  fifth  Day  at  C  j-,  like  as  if  he  were  a  Sheriff: 
and  for  Difobcdience  to  this  Provifion,  the  City  of  Tork  was  taken 
into  the  King's  Hand  ffj.  K.  Henry  III,  in  the  55th  Year  of  his 
Reign,  commanded  the  Barons  to  certify  him  forthwith,  whether  all 
the  Sheriffs  had  made  their  Profer  at  the  Exchequer  or  not,  and  who

and  how  much  thereof  each  Sheriff  had  paid  into  the  Exchequer^, 
and  how  much  he  was  ftill  to  pay  ;  that  the  King  might  be  apprifed 
what  the  whole  Income  of  the  Exchequer  (ariling  Irom  that  Branch 
of  the  Revenue)  for  this  Term  amounted'  to  (^).  If  Accountants 
did  not  come  duly  to  make  their  Profer,  they  were  to  be  amerced,  or 
otherwife  punifhed ;  according  to  the  Provifion  or  Order  above-men- 
tioned. Wichard  dc  Charun,  'i>\\tx\^  o'i  Northumberland,  was  amerced 
C /,  for  not  making  liis  Profer  at  the  Exchequer  (/6).',  The  feveral 
Sheriffs  and  Bailiffs  o^  Enzlnnd  were  amerced  before  the  B  irons  of  the 
Exchequer,  for  not  coming  to  make  their  Profer,  as  well  out  of  the 
King's  Ferms  as  out  of  the  Summonces  of  the  Exchequer,  on  the 
Morrow  of  the  Clofe  of  Enjler  (/).  Ojhert  de  Berefcrd  and  Thomas 
de  Farejidon,  Sheriffs,  were  feverally  amerced  v  Marks,  for  not  coming 
in  Perfon  to  make  their  Profer  on  the  Morrow  of  St.  Michael  {Ji). 
'John  de  Bittcrle,  Bailiff  of  the  Liberty  of  Havering;  being  prefent  at 
the  Exchequer  on  the  Morrow  of  St.  Michael,  to  do  his  Profer  there 
of  the  Ferm  of  his  Bailywick,  and  negleding  to  pay  the  Arrerages  of 
his  Ferm  as  he  had  before  undertaken  to  do,  ^vas  committed  by  the 
Treafurer  and  Barons  to  the  Fleet-prifon  (/).

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their  Prefers  at  the  Exchequer  deficiently,  to  the  King's  great  Damage  ; 
the  King  now  by  Writs  diredetl  to  the  refpedlive  Sheriffs  of  England 
commands  them,  that  on  the  Morrow  of  the  Clofe  of  Eajler  next,  they 
ihould  make  their  Profer  full  and  entire,  as  well  of  the  Ferms  as  of 
the  Summonces  ;  or  elfe  the  King  would  caufe  them  to  be  grievoufiy 
amerced,  and  othcrwife  puniHied  in  an  exemplary  Manner  (/«).  It 
feemeth,  that  anciently  the  Sheriff  ufed  to  make  his  Profer  in  Perfon. 
^ut  his  perfonal  Appearance  was  often  difpenfed  with.  In  the  26th 
Year  of  K.  Edward  I,  the  Treafurer  granted  to  Gilbert  de  Knovill, 
Sheriff  of  Devon,  Leave  to  make  his  Profer  by  one  of  his  Clerks. 
And  Richard  de  Brantifcumbe  made  the  Profer  for  him  («).  In  the 
3 1  It  Year  of  K.  Edward  I,  the  Treafurer  fent  a  Letter  to  the  Barons, 
defiling  them  to  admit  T'bomas  de  la  Funtaigne  to  do  the  Profer  for  the 
Sheriffs  of  London  [0).  In  the  firft  Year  of  K.  Edward  II,  Alexander 
de  Bajlonthwaity  Sheriff  of  Cumberland,  being  fo  occupied  in  the  King's 
Bufinefs  within  his  Bailywick,  viz.  in  helping  to  keep  the  Peace  in 
the  Marches  of  Scotland,  that  he  could  not  come  to  the  Exchequer, 
to  make  his  Profer  in  Perfon  on  the  Morrow  of  the  Clofe  of  Eajler  : 
the  King  by  Privy  Seal  commands  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  to  let  him 
make  his  Profer  by  Attorney  for  this  Time  (/>).  The  fame  K.  Ed-

Sheriff"  of  WorccJlcrJJ^ire,  fl:iould  put  in  his  Place,  to  make  his  Prefer 
on  the  Morrow  of  St.  Michael,  and  to  forbear  putting  him  in  Default 
for  not  coming  in  Perfon  ;  he  being  then  in  the  King's  Service  (^). 
The  like  Writs  iflucd  on  Behalf  of  feveral  other  Sheriffs  (;•). 

Of  the  View  of  an  Account  :  In  the  15th  Year  of  K.  Henry  II, 
Geoffrey  de  Ver  entered  upon  his  Account  for  the  Honour  of  the  Con- 
Jlabularia ;  and  this  (faith  the  Record)  was  a  Fiew  only,  per  verum 
diSJum  ipjius,  and  not  an  Account ;  becaufe  Geoffrey  had  not  yet  got  his 
Warrants  (or  Writs)  of  Difcount  or  Allowance  for  the  Terrce  datcey 
and  other  Things  (j).  In  the  i6th  Year  he  made  a  View  of  his 
Account  for  the  fame  Honour  for  the  faid  i6th  Year,  by  William  his 
Clerk,  upon  the  laid  JVilliams  Verumditlum.  But  the  Sums  which  he 
claimed  were  not  actually  allowed  to  him,  becaufe  he  had  not  as  yet 
obtained  his  Warantum  Regis  (/").  In  the  2ifl  Year  of  the  func  King,, 
Robert  de  Stutevill,  Sheriff  of  Yorkfnre,  made  a  View  of  his  Account 
for  certain  Prifes  and  Perquifites  arifing  from  the  King's  Demefnes  in 
that  County  and  othcrwife,  per  Verumdiclum  J'uiim  [u).  In  the  8th 
Year  of  K.  Richard  I,  the  Sheriffs  of  England  made  the  Views  of 
their  Accounts  at  the  Exchequer  in  Eajlir  Term  ;  as  appeareth  by 
the  Entries  remaining  in  a  Cedule  annexed  to  the  Great  Roll  of  that 
Year  {iv).  In  the  7th  Year  of  K.  John,  the  kveral  Sheriffs  of  Eng-

In  the  18th  Year  of  K.  Edioard  I, 
a  View  was  made  of  the  Debts  of  'Thomas  de  Fin,  late  Sheriff  of 
DcvonJIm-e.  He  was  in  Debet,  MCCxj  /  and  odd. ,  There  were  put 
in  View  to  him  feven  hundred  fourfcorc  and  four  Pounds  and  a  Mark, 
wiiich  were  paid  into  the  Exchequer  by  four  Dividend  TalHes,  ten 
Pounds  for  Carriage  of  the  Money  arifing  by  the  Difme  of  the  Clergy  j 
and  other  Sums  [e).  In  the  5th  Year  of  K.  Ed'd:ard  II,  upon  the 
Account  rendered  at  the  Exchequer,  of  the  Triennial  Difme  impofed 
by  the  Pope  on  the  Clergy,  a  Fieiz'  was  made  in  this  Manner  :  The 
Onus  was  62,491  /  10  J.-  whereof  there  was  anfwered  by  Counter- 
tallies  38,992  /6s;  put  in  View  to  the  Accountants  10,451  /  13  d ;

Of  the  Sum  :  In  the  22d  Year  of  K.  Henry  III,  the  Sheriff  of 
Sn/hw  had  Day  given  him  to  caft  his  Sum,  and  pay  his  Arrcrages  (/). 
In  the  41ft  Year  of  K.  Hoiry  III,  the  Sheriff  of  Dcvonjhire  had  Day 
given  him  to  make  his  Sum  ;  which  he  did  make  accordingly  [k). 
In  the  52d  Year  of  the  fmie  King,  upon  making  the  Sum  of  John 
de  Okcton,  Sheriff  of  l^oj-k,  he  was  jn  Debet  Lxxviij  /  iiij  s  ]  d,  for  the 
Firma  pro  Proficuo,  and  the  Remanens  Firma  of  his  County,  which 
he  could  not  levy  becaufe  of  the  Civil  Wars,  &c  (/).  In  the  7th  Year 
of  K.  Edivard  I,  upon  making  the  Sum  of  IViUiam  le  Moyne,  Sheriff* 
of  the  Counties  of  Cambridge  and  Huntendon,  he  was  in  Debet  Cxlj  / 
and  odd.  Againft  which  there  was  put  to  him  in  View  xxvij  s,  lor 
carrying  two  Provers,  one  to  Bedford,  the  other  to  Newgate  ;  and 
xlvij  /  and  odd,  for  fo  much  fet  off'  for  certain  Liberties  which  were 
granted  by  K.  Henry  III,  in  the  4;^d  Year  of  his  Reign  (;;;).  In  the 
fame  7th  Year,  Hugh  de  Stapelford,  Sheriff"  of  Bedford/hire,  accounted. 
His  Sum  was  made.  He  had  a  Surplufage.  He  was  charged  to 
account  for  the  King's  Efcheats.  He  did  account  for  them.  His 
Writs  [for  Allowances]  and  other  his  Demands  were  put  in  View.

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Thereupon  he  was  in  'Debet  xlv  s  yid.  He  paid  it,  and  was  quit  (;/), 
In  the  13th  and  14th  Year  of  the  fame  King,  another  SherifF  had  his 
Sum  made  up.  Upon  it,  he  owed  CLvj  I  xv  d  ob. ;  for  which  he  was 
committed  Prifoner  to  the  Flete.  Afterwards  there  was  xx  /.  which 
he  had  paid  by  Dividend  Tally,  put  to  him  in  View.  Then  he  owed 
Cxxxvj  /  XV  d  oh.  ;  for  which  he  was  committed  to  the  Marflial. 
Afterwards  he  had  Day  given  him  to  pay  it  at  his  Profer;  fo  that  his 
Prefer  was  not  to  be  leffened  by  it  [0).  In  the  i8th  and  19th  Years 
of  the  fame  King,  the  Community  of  the  City  of  London  accounted 
[for  the  Citizens].  Upon  making  their  Sum,  they  were  indebted 
thirteen  thoufand  two  hundred  and  rive  Pounds  three  Pence  Halfpenny. 
From  which,  deducling  twenty  thoufand  Marks,  tliey  were  indebted 
Dxxxviij  /  vj  J  xj  ^  ob.  And  becaufe  all  the  Aldermen  of  the  laid 
City  were  not  prefent.  Day  was  given  them,  to  wit,  the  Od:aves  of 
St.  Michael,  to  anfwer  for  tlie  faid  Debts  [p).  On  the  Morrow  of 
St.  Michael,  in  the  9th  Year  of  K.  Rdivard  II,  Stephen  de  Ahyndon 
and  Hamon  dc  Chigwell,  Sheriffs  of  London  and  Middlefex,  came  to 
account.  Upon  their  Sum,  they  were  indebted  xij  /  xiij  s  ij  d.  There 
was  put  to  them  in  View  xxix  s  ij  d,  which  they  had  paid  out  of  the 
T'erm  of  their  City  to  Peter  Fabre  of  Montpelier,  Keeper  of  the  King's 
Lion  in  the  Tower  of  Loiidon,  and  for  Maintenance  of  the  King's 
Leopard  there;  and  then  they  were  indebted  iij  d  (g).     It  is  to  be

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iinderftood,  that  the  SheritPs  Sum  was  made  at  the  End  of  his  Account. 
No  Sheriff  (taith  the  Record  cited  hereunder)  rendering  his  Account 
here,  ought  to  offer  at  getting  an  Allowance  of  his  Tallies,  or  to 
dcfire  that  the  Sum  of  his  Account,  vvhixjh  is  the  End  of  his  Account, 
may  be  made  up,  until  he  hatli  fully  accounted  tor  all  the  Summonccs 
of  the  Exchequer  rel.Uing  to  his  County,  and  for  all  his  Rcceip«. 
And  feme  Accountants  were  imprifoned  for  afting  againft  this 
Rule  (r). 

There  is  another  Way  of  conlidering  the  Manner  or  Form  of  a 
Sheriff's  Account :  and  that  is,  as  the  Account  ftands  in  the  Great 
Roll.  In  which  refpeit  it  confifted  (when  he  accounted  uf  Firmarius) 
of  feveral  Parts;  namely,  the  Corpus  Coviitatiis  ;  the  Re/fia/iens  Firmed,. 
'after  the  Terra  data;  the  Cremcntw?}-,  if  there  was  any  fuch  ;  the 
Projicuum  or  Firma  de  Projicuo;  the  Iffues  of  Efcheats  and  Purpreflures  ; 
Fines,  Ohlatas,  Amerciaments  of  divers  Sorts  j  Efcuages,  Aids,  Tal- 
lages, and  cafual  Profits  ;  Ferms  or  Iffues  of  Towns,  Burghs,  Gilds, 
or  Lands  which  were  within  the  Slieriff's  Charge  -,  and  the  hlce.  The 
Corpiu  Comitatus  confiflcd  of  feveral  Manors  and  Lands,  which  being 
letten  or  committed  together  unto  the  Slieriff",  made  the  Fund  out  of 
■which  the  annual  Ferm  to  the  Crown  arofe.  Thofe  Manors  and 
Lands  were  fuch  as  lay  within  the  Sheriff's  County.  It  was  fo  in 
general.  But  (I  cannot  tell  by  what  Accident)  there  were  anciently 
certain  Manors  lying  in  Cornwall,  which  belonged  to  the  Ferm  of 
Devonjhire.  For  Example  :  In  the  fifth  Year  of  K.  Henry  II  (j),  in 
the  1 8th  Year  of  the  fame  King  (/),  in  the  7th  Year  of  King  Rich- 
ard I  {11),  and  in  the  tenth  Year  of  K.  Edicardl  (to).  In  Procefs  of 
Time,   the  Kings  charged  the  Manors  or  Lands,  which  made  up  the

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Corpus  Comttatus,  with  certain  Payments  of  Alms  and  Liveries,  called 
B.kemofyTKB  and  Liberat'iones  conjiitutce ;  and  the  Kings  alfo  granted 
away  Part  of  the  faid  Lands.  Hence  came  the  Diftinftion  of  the 
'Terra  data.  For  when  feveral  of  the  Lands,  out  of  which  the  Sheriff's 
Ferm  fhould  arife,  were  granted  away,  it  was  fit  the  Sheriff  Ihould 
have  Allowance  or  Deduction,  for  fo  much  as  the  Terra  data  amounted 
to  or  bore  in  the  Corpus  Comitatus.  Accordingly,  it  was  the  Ufage  to 
make  fuch  Deduftion  ;  and  the  Sum  to  be  ^nfwered  for  by  the  Sheriff 
after  that  Dedudlion,  was  called  Remancns  Firma  pojl  Terras  datas. 
For  Example  :  In  the  9tb  Year  of  K.  Henry  III,  IVtlUom  Earl  of 
Warenne  accounted  as  Sheriff  of  Surrey.  After  a  Deduction  had  been 
made  for  the  Terra  data,  his  Sum  or  Debt  was  fourfcore  and  five 
Pounds  feventeen  Shillings  and  fix  Pence  Blank.  This  Sum  was 
extended  at  fourfcore  and  ten  Pounds  three  Shillings  and  four  Pence 
by  Tale  ;  and  the  (xvA  extended  Sum  is  called  there  in  the  great  Roll, 
the  Remamns  Firma  or  Firmarum  {x).  In  the  fecond  Year  of  King 
Henry  II,  Henry  de  Oilli  accounted  for  the  Ferm  of  Oxfordftilre.  He 
paid  Part  of  it  into  the  Receipt ;  and  had  Allowance  or  DeducT;ion  of 
other  Part,  for  conftituted  Alms,  and  Liveries  or  Penfions ;  and  like- 
wife  for  the  Terra  data  ;  to  wit,  to  the  Earl  of  Flanders  Lxxvj  /  Blank 
in  Betitun,  with  C  s  for  IVich  ;  to  Hugh  de  Plugetioi  xlij  /  x  ^  Blank  in 
Hedendon  ;  to  the  Abbefs  of  Godjlowe  C  s  Blank  in  Hedendon ;  to  Henry 
de  Oxinefort  L  s  Blank  in  the  fame  Town  ;  to  Richard  de  Luci  xx  I  by 
Tale  in  BlocheJJ:am,  &cc.

Diiburiements,  many  Examples  of  all  thefe  may  be  k-cn  in  thefe 
A'olumes.  Omitting  them,  I  will  here  only  add  a  few  Iiillances  con- 
cerning the  Tertius  denarius,  and  the  Terra  data:.

Earl  Geoffrey  \de  Mandevill]  had  x\l  x  s  x  d,  and  the  Earl 
of  Clare  xxxiij  /  xx  d,  paid  to  them  refpecSively  for  the  third  Penny  of 
tiic  Counties  of  E^ex  and  Hertford,  by  Maurice  de  Tiretai,  Sheriff  of 
thole  Counties  [c).  Earl  William  de  Mandevill  had  xx  I  v  s  v  d,  and 
the  Earl  of  Clare  xvj  I  xs  xd,  paid  to  them  refpedively  for  the  third 
Penny  of  the  Counties  of  Ej/ex  and  Hertford  for  ene  half  Year,  by 
Nicolas  le  Clerk,  Sheriff  of  thofe  Counties  {d').  In  another  Year  the 
faid  Earls  of  Effex  and  of  Clare  had  their  refpecftive  third  Penny  paid 
to  them  by  the  Sheriff  of  the  fame  Counties  [e).  Geoffrey  Fitz-Picr, 
Earl  of  E/Jex.,  had  likewife  his  third  Penny  of  that  County  paid  him

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de  Vermin,  E;irl  of  Devon,  in  like  Manner  [h).  So  Walter  de  Shelf- 
hangre.  Sheriff  of  Norfolk,  had  Allowance  made  to  him  upon  his 
Account,  for  the  third  Penny  of  that  County  payable  to  Earl  Roger 
le  Bygot  ii).  And  Ifabell,  Sifter  and  Heir  of  Baldwin  del  IJle,  late 
Earl  of  Devon,  had  xviij  /  and  half  a  jVIark  paid  to  her  for  [the  Ar- 
rear  of]  the  yearly  Fee  [or  third  Penny]  of  that  County  (i).  If  the 
Tertius  denarius  was  withheld,  or  not  duly  paid  by  the  Sheriff,  the 
Earl  to  whom  it  was  due  might  have  a  Writ,  ordering  Payment  of  it. 
K.  Henry  III,  by  his  Writ,  commanded  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer 
to  caufe  the  third  Pejiny  of  the  County  of  Surrey  to  be  paid  to  "John 
de  Warenne,  in  like  Manner  as  his  Feather  and  other  Anceflors  ufed  to 
receive  it  [\).  K.  Edii-ard  I,  by  his  Writ,  commanded  the  Sheriff 
of  LincolnJJ:)ire  to  pay  to  Henry  de  Lacy,  Earl  of  Lincoln,  the  third 
Penny  of  that  County,  as  the  faid  Earl  and  his  Anceftors  were  wont 
to  receive  the  fame  (;;;).  And  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  awarded  a 
Writ  to  the  Sheriff  of  Devonjljire,  for  paying  the  yearly  Fee  of  that 
County  to  Hugh  de  Courtney  («). 

The  principal  Part  of  the  Sheriff's  Ferni  arofe  out  of  the  Corpus 
Comitatiis.  The  Corpus  Comitatus  confifted  of  feveral  affifed  Lands  or 
Rents,  which,  when  put  together,  made  the  total  Sum  that  was  called

And  they  had  a  Way  to  compute  the  Vakie  of  the 
feveral  Things  that  made  up  the  Corpus  Comitatus,  vvhenfoever  Part 
thereof  was  granted  away,  and  when  thereupon  a  Dedudiou  of  fo 
much  came  to  be  made  out  of  the  Sheriff's  Ferm.  In  making;  this 
Valuation,  they  ufcd  to  fay,  fuch  a  Manor  or  Land  port  at  in  Cor  pore 
Comitatus  io  much.  Tlius  the  Manor  of  Hedindon  bore  or  amounted 
to  L/.  in  the  Corpus  Comitatus.  The  L  /.  was  divided  thus.  To  the 
Abbefs  of  Godjlo-we  C  s.  to  Geoffrey  le  Flecbier  L  s.  and  to  Thomas 
Baffet  xlij /.  X  J-.  {o).  The  Sheriff  of  Somerfet  and  Dorfet  is  com- 
manded to  enquire  by  Oath  of  lawful  Men,  how  much  the  Town  of 
Brideport  beareth  in  the  Corpus  Comitatus  at  the  Exchequer,  and  how 
much  it  uled  to  bear  in  the  Time  of  the  King's  PredecefTors  (/>). 
And  in  another  Cafe,  it  was  judged  upon  Computation,  that  xv /.  in 
Gaynz  and  xl  s.  in  the  foreign  Hundred  of  Rading  ought  not  to  be  al— 
lowed  to  the  Sheriff  of  BerkJJnre,  becaufe  he  had,  without  them, 
enough  in  alTilcd  Lands  to  make  up  the  full  Sum  of  his  Corpus  Co- 
mitatus, with  V  J.  over  and  above  (y).  If  the  King  granted  to  any 
Man  a  Manor,  Lands,  or  other  Profits,  which  were  Part  of  the  Corpus 
Comitatus,  or  of  the  fettled  Frojicuum  of  the  County,  the  Sheriff  was 
wont  to  have  upon  his  Account  an  Allowance  or  Difcount  de  tanto. 
Richard  de  Canvill  had  a  Dedu«3:ion  made  to  him  out  of  the  Ferm  of 
Berkp.'ire  for  the  Terrce  datce,  the  Lands  granted  away  or  put  out  of 
the  Corpus  Comitatus,  to  the  Value  of  one  hundred  fourlcore  and 
fixteen  Pounds  Blank,  and  two  hundred  and  twenty-fix  Pounds  and  a 
Mark  by  Tale  (r).  The  Manor  of  Writele  was  Part  of  the  Corpus 
Comitatus  of  Effex.     The  King  granted  fome  Franchifes  to  JoLn  Fitz

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William  and  Walter  de  Hadfeld ;  by  which  Means  the  faid  Manor  de- 
creafed  in  its  yearly(Value.  By  Oath  of  twelve  Knights  of  the  County^ 
and  twelve  Men  of  the  Town  of  Writele,  that  Decrement  was  valued 
at  vj /.  \]s.  V  d.  yearly.  And  the  Sheriff  of  £//^x,  amongft  the  iT^rria; 
datc^,  was  allowed  after  that  Proportion  upon  his  Account  [s).  When- 
the  King  had  granted  to  Ralf  Tcijun  Quitance  of  Sheriff's  Aids,  Al- 
lowance or  Difcount  was  made  to  Reginald  de  CornhuU,  Sheriff  of  Ketit^ 
ofxvi-.  which  were  wont  to  be  raifed  upon  the  Lands  of  Ralf  io^ 
Sheriff's  Aid  ;  and  the  like  Allowance  was  made  for  Quitance  of 
Sheriff's  Aid  granted  to  the  Earl  of  Leicc/ler  {t).  K.  Henry  III ^ 
granted  the  Hundred  of  Sumerton  to  Alienor,  Prince  Edward's  Con- 
fort,  during  her  Life.  And  therefore  commanded  the  Barons,  that  if 
they  found  the  faid  Hundred  was  de  Corpore  Comitatus,  then  they 
ihould  allow  the  Perm  and  Rent  of  it  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  County 
upon  his  Account,  as  af  Right  ought  to  be  done  (a).  But  if  Lands 
were  reputed  to  be  Part  of  the  Corpus  Coiiiitatus,  and  were  not  really 
fo,  the  Sheriff  was  to  have  no  Uedudion  or  Allowance  for  fuch 
Lands  [w).  Or  if  Lands  which  had  for  a  time  been  taken  away  or 
ievered  from  the  CoYpus  Comitatus,  reverted  to  the  Crown,  then  the 
Perm  or  ProRts  of  them  were  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  Sheriff,  or 
elfe  by  the  Efcheatour  or  CtiJIqs  (a-).

Lvlj  /.  viij  s.)  which  was  wont  to  be  allowed  to  the 
Sheriff"  in  the  Corpus  Comitatus  whilll  the  Manor  was  in  the  laid 
Robert's  Hands  :  When  the  Manor  reverted  to  the  Crown,  the  Sheriff" 
of  Oxfordpire  was  charged  for  it  upon  his  Account  at  the  Rate  of  the 
faid  Extent  {y).  And  K.  He/iry  III.  granted  to  Walter  Bilhop  of 
Worcejler  Cognifance  of  Pleas  de  vetito  namio,  with  the  Profits  arifing 
from  thence,  which  had  been  formerly  Part  of  the  Frojicuum  Comitatus, 
whereby  the  faid  Projicuum  was  lowered  in  Value  iiij  /.  yearly.  So 
the  King  by  his  Writ  commanded  the  Barons  to  allow  iiij  /.  yearly  to 
the  Sheriff"  of  WorcejlcrJJnre  in  his  Ferm  in  refpedl  to  thatDedudion  (a). 
The  Sheriff"  of  £^.v  and  HertfordJJ.nre  was  difcharged  of  the  Vrojicuum 
of  his  Counties  ;  bccaufe  the  Res  Ajifa,  Pleas,  and  Perquifites  of  the 
Counties  were  not  fufficient  to  make  up  the  Value  of  the  Corpus  Co- 
unt atuiim  [a). 

There  were  in  ancient  Time  two  Ways  of  committing  a  County  to 
the  Sheriff",  namely,  either  at  Ferm  or  in  Cuffody.  This  Difference 
in  committing  the  County  made  a  Difference  in  fome  Particulars  in 
the  Sheriff"'s  Account.  The  Sheriff"  that  was  Fermer  was  charged  ab- 
folutely  with  the  Ferm  of  his  County,  and  with  tlie  Cre/nentiim,  if 
there  was  any,  and  if  he  accepted  the  County  upon  thofe  Terms  ;  and 
with  a  Ferm  for  the  Projicuum  of  the  County.  But  the  Sheriff"  that 
was  Cujlos  was  not  abfolutely  charged  to  anfwer  in  the  fime  Manner ; 
for  he  was  but  a  kind  of  a  Projicuarius,  or  Bailiff.  "Jolm  Bucuinte 
had  the  Sherivalty  of  Lojidon  and  Middkfex  committed  to  him  upon 
this  Condition,  that  he  fliould  have  all  thofe  Sums  allowed  to  him  upon 
his  Account  at  the  Exchequer,  which  were  deduced  out  of  the  Profits 
.of  the  Counties  by  virtue  of  the  King's  Charters  of  Qmtance  made  to

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the  Clergy  and  the  Barons  {b).  Henry  de  Colevi'e,  Sheriff  of  Caf?2- 
bridge  and  Hiintendon,  was  to  account  to  the  King  at  the  Exchequer  as 
Cujios  oi  thofe  Counties  and  not  as  Fermer(f).  Hugh,  Son  of  Otbo, 
Robert  de  CornbuU,  and  ^r/jomns  de  Ba/itjg,  Sheriffs  and  Committees  of 
the  City  of  London  wliilft  it  was  in  the  King's  Hands,  accounted  as 
Ciijlodes  (d).  A  Sheriff  who  accounted  as  CujJos  was  to  anfwer  for  the 
Proficut/m  o(  hisCounty,  and  to  be  difcharged  of  the  Fcrm  (f).  Agaiu, 
Henry  de  Aiidley,  Sheriff  of  Shropjhire  {Anno  13.  H.  3.)  Iiad  the 
whole  Proficuiim  of  that  County  for  that  Year  granted  or  allowed  to 
him,  for  the  Cuftody  of  the  County  and  of  the  Callles  of  Sloreivfcury 
and  Bridges  :  And  the  like  for  SiaffhrdjNre  (/),  Walter  de  Gloucejler, 
late  Sheriff  and  Iinprover  ot'  the  Counties  oi  Somerfet  and  Dorfet,  was 
indebted  to  the  King  upon  his  Account,  in  certain  Sums  of  ^Ioney  de 
remanentijirma,  and  de  remanenti  proficui,  and  de  Auxilio  Vicecoimtis . 
Thefe  Sums  the  King,  of  his  fpecial  Grace,  remitted  to  him,  in  con- 
lideration  of  his  good  Service,  and  of  his  Expences  in  his  OtKce  j  and 
commanded  the  Barons  to  make  him  an  Allowance  thereof  (^). 

It  being  the  ancient  Courfe  to  write  the  King's  Debts  in  the  Great 
Ro/I  afvcih  every  Year,  in  order  to  charge  the  Sheriff  tlierewith  :  This 
became  very  burdenfome  to  the  Officers  of  the  Exchequer  concerned

bert AguUlon,  Robert   Walerand,  and  other  Magnates  of  the  King's 
Council.     The  Provifion  related  chiefly  to  the  Manner  of  entering  the 
Sheriff's  Account  in    the    Great  Roll,  and   of  charging  him  with  the 
King's  Ferms  and  Debts.     Firft  (faith  it)  let  the  Corpus  Comitatus  be 
written  [in  the  Great  Roll'\  then  the  fettled  Alms  and  Liveries,  and  the 
Warrants  for  the  Sheriff's  Difburfements.     Then   charge  the  Sheriff 
with  the  Ferm  for  the  Projiciiiim  of  his  County,  or  with  the  Projiciium. 
Then   write  all  the  Ferms  both  great  and  fmall,  and   all  attermined 
Debts,  each  in  their  proper  Order.     In  like  Manner  write  all  great 
Debts  or  other  known   or  clear  Debts  down  to  the  ufual  Title,  Nova 
Ohlata.    After  that  Title,  charge  the  Debts  contained  in  the  Originals, 
which   the  Sheriffs    take  in   Charge  upon  their  Returns  of  Writs  or 
their  Appofals.     Let  the  Sheriffs  be  diligently  appofed  concerning  all 
other  Debts.     If  the  Sheriff  hath  levied  no  Part  of  them,  let  them 
rtand  in  the  Roll,  and  the  LetterDbe  fet  againft  each  Debtor's  Name. 
At  the  End  of  the  Sheriff's  Account  yearly,   let  this  Title  be  written. 
The  Debts  of  fundry  Perfons  having  the   Letter  D  fet  before  their 
Names  in  fucha  Roll;  which  are  to  go  out  in  Summonce  yearly.  And 
afterwards  let  them  go  out  in  Summonce  accordingly.     If  the  Sheriff 
receive  any  Part  of  fuch  Debts,  then  let  the  Letter  T>  be  taken  away, 
and  write,   He  [the   Debtor]  anfwereth  in  the  Great  Roll.     And  let 
fuch  Debts  be  put  in  Charge  there,  and  the   Debtors    be  difcharged. 
This  was  the  Sum  of  the  Provifion.    And  the  fame,  being  ratified  by 
the  King  and  his  Council,  was  fent  to  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  of  the 
Exchequer,  and  thev  by  a  Writ  of  the  Great  Seal  were  commanded 
to  a<fl  according  to  the  Tenor  thereof  (/6).     This  Provifion  was  pur-

In  the  12th  Year  of  K.  Edivardl,  a  Writ  Patent 
under  the  Great  Seal  was  fentto  the  Treafurer,  Barons,  and  Chamber- 
lains of  the  Exchequer,  whereby  it  was  ordered,  that  for  the  future, 
the  Corpus  Comitaius  of  each  County  Hiould  not  be  written  every  Year 
afrelh  in  the  Grctit  Ro/I  hut  in  a  particular  Roll  by  itfelf, .  and  out  of 
that  Roll  (hould  be  read  every  Year  to  the  Sheriff  upon  his  Account. 
But  that  the  Remancns  firmce  after  the  Terra  datce  fliould  be  written  in 
\.\\c  Great  Roll  ^\crv  Year,  and  the  Sheriff  charged  therewith.  That 
there  (hould  be  a  View  in  the  Exchequer  to  fettle  the  Allowances  which 
were  fit  to  be  made  to  Sheriffs,  and  that  after  fuch  View  made,  the 
Treafurer  and  Barons  fliould  make  a  Certificate  to  the  King's  Chan- 
cellor, upon  which  Certificate  the  Chancellor  fliould  caufe  Writs  to 
iffue  for  Allowances  to  be  made  to  the  Sheriff.  That  in  the 
Great  Roll  there  fliould  be  written  the  Sheriff's  Perm,  the  Pro- 
ficuiim  of  the  County,  the  Ferms  of  Serjanties  and  Affarts,  the  Ferms 
of  Cities,  Burghs,  and  Towns,  and  other  yearly  Ferms.  That  in  the 
fame  there  fliould  be  written  all  Debts  atterminated,  all  fperate  and 
clear  Debts.  And  when  in  writing  the  Great  Roll  they  came  to  the 
Title  of  Nova  Oblata,  no  Debts  fliould  be  charged  in  the  Great  Roll 
of  every  Year,  except  thofe  of  which  the  Sheriff  levied  fomewhat, 
or  thofe  which  were  found  in  the  Originals  and  feemed  to  be  clear 
Debts.  But  that  for  dead  Ferms  and  defperate  Debts,  a  particular 
Roll  fliould  be  made  for  each  County  j  \\hich  Roll  fliould  be  read 
yearly  upon  the  Sheriff's  Account;  and  if  the  Sheriff  levied  any  of 
thofe  Debts,  then  the  fame  fliould  be  written  in  the  Great  Roll,  and 
there  difcharged.  There  are  alfo  in  this  Writ  Patent  feveral  other  Di- 
reclions,  touching  the  producing  and  Allowance  of  Tallies  of  Ac- 
quittance given  by  Sheriffs  to  the  King's  Debtors,  touching  Dividend- 
tallies  to  be  made  at  the  Receipt,  and  touching  the  holding  of  Common 
Pleas  in  the  Exchequer  («).     By  virtue  of  this  Writ,  in  the  following

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Years  of  this  King,  the  Corpus  Comitatiis  of  each  County  was  written 
by  itfclf  in  a  fcparate  Roll.  And  in  that  Roll  tlie  dead  Fermsand 
defperate  Debts  were  alfo  entered.  Thus  in  the  13th  Year  of  K.  Ed- 
nvard  I,  the  Corpus  Comitatiis  of  Notinghafnjljire  and  Derbyjhire  is  left 
out  of  the  Great  Roll,  and  referred  to  as  entered  in  the  fcparate  Roll 
appointed  for  that  Purpofe.  And  then  the  Sheriff  of  thofe  two  Coun- 
ties accounts  for  the  Remanens firmce  of  his  Counties  ;  and  fo  goes  on 
with  his  Account  in  the  ufual  Manner  {0).

Sometimes  the  SherifFs  have  craved  Allowances  to  be  made  to  them 
upon  their  Accounts,  according  to  tlie  Equity  of  their  Calcs.   Geoffrey 
le  Rus,  who  was  Sheriff  of  the  Counties  of  Bedford  and  Buckinghafn,  in 
the  50th  Year  o^  K.  Henry  III,  prayed  to  have  Allowance  made  to  him 
upon  his  Account  of  fcveral  Items,  viz.  For  the  Res  qjjifiv  of  his  Bai- 
lywick  taken  from  him  by  the  turbulent  Barons  ;  for  the  Horfes  and 
Arms  he  had  bought,  and  other  Expences  he  had  been  at  in  keeping 
the  Peace  by  the  Command    of  Prince  EJu)cvd ;  for  the  Lofs  he  fuf- 
taincd  by  reafon  of  the  King's  Service   in   the  burning  of  his  Houfes 
and  Corn  ;  for  the  Horfes,  Arms,  Clothes,  and  other  Goods,  of  which 
he  was  dcfpoiled  at  his  Manor  of  Hendon  by  John  de  Eyville  and  other 
Barons;  for  fome  of  the  King's  Money  then  in  his  Hands,  of  which  he 
was  plundered  by  the  faiJ  Barons;  for  the  Defect  in  the  Perquifites  of 
the  Counties,  occafioned  by  the  intelline  War;  and  for  fo  much  Time 
as  he  wanted  to  make  the  Year  of  his  Sherivalty  complete  (r). 

The  Sheriffs  were  wont  "to  account  for  the  whole  Time  that   they 
held  their  Bayliwick,  whether   it   was    a   Quarter  of  a  Year,  Half  a 
Year,  or  a  whole  Year.     In  Procefs  of  Time,  they  generally  accounted 
from  Michachnafs  in  one  Year,  to  Michaehnafs  in  next  Year.     In  the 
firll:  Year  of  K.  E^/zi'^;-^  II,  Thomas  de  Burnham,  Sheriff  of  Lmco/n- 
fiire,   accounted  to  the  Crown  for  the  Iffues  of  his  Otfice,  'viz.  from 
the  Feaft  of  St.  Michael  in  the  34th  Year  finient  and  35th  Year  in- 
cipient of  K.  Edward  I,  until  the  7th  Day  of  July,  to  wit,  the  Day 
of  the  Tranjlatioji   of  St.  Thomas  the  Martyr   in  the  faid  35th  Year; 
upon  which  DayK.  Edwardl.  died,  and  upon  which  Day  his  Son  and 
Heir  K.  Edivard  II.  began  to  reign  ;  and  from  the  faid  Day  of  the 
Tranjlation  until  the  Feaft  of  St.  Michael  then  next  following.    And  in 
that  Year  feveral  other  Sheriffs  accounted  in  the  fame  Manner  [s).  He-

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reditary  Sheriffs  accounted  at  the  Exchequer  in  the  fame  Manner  as 
other  Slieriffs  did.  Thomas  de  Lancajire,  Earl  of  La7icajler,  Son  and 
Pleir  ol  Edmund  Brother  to  K.  Edward  I,  Sheriff  in  Fee  oi  Lancaftery 
accounted  for  the  King's  Debts  and  the  Perm  of  the  County  of  Lan^ 
cajler  in  the  ufual  Manner  (/).  The  hke  was  done  by  other  Sheriffs 
in  Fee. 

K.  Edward  I.  ordained,  that  the  Sheriffs  fliould  be  Efcheators  in 
their  refpc(5live  Counties.  Accordingly,  Bogo  de  Knovi/e,  Sheriff  of 
Sbroppire  and  Staffordjhire,  accounted  for  the  King's  Efcheats  within 
thofe  Counties  {u).  Alexander  de  Kirketon,  Sheriff  of  Torkjhire,  for 
the  Efcheats  of  his  County  {w) ;  and  other  Sheriffs  for  the  Efcheats 
of  their  Counties. 

III.  It  is  to  be  known,  that  there  were  anciently  feveral  Affifes  or 
Rules  obfervedin  the  Exchequer,  touching  the  rendering  of  Accounts, 
and  the  levying  and  getting  in  of  the  King's  Rights  and  Credits. 
Some  of  them  do  hereunder  follow.  For  Example  :  If  a  Man  held 
a  Bailywick  under  the  King,  and  executed  it  by  Subftitute,  the  im- 
mediate Baillee,  and  not  the  Subftitute,  was  to  pafs  the  Account  for 
the  Ilfucs  of  fuch  Bailywick.  Alberic  de  Billing/gate  was  charged  with 
Lxxij  s  and  iiij  d,  for  the  Cuftoms  of  BiUingfgate,  Botiilfsgate,  and 
Gracechurch  in  London.  But  it  was  adjudged  that  William  de  Haverbell 
fliould  account  for  the  fame  j  becaufe  William  had  that  Bailywick  from 
the  King,    and  Alberic   from   William  (a).      Gilbert    Carbiinel  flood

Geoffrey  [y).  John  de  Craft,  BailifF  or  Receiver  under  Almaric  de 
^t.  Amand,  was  charged  as  Debtor  to  the  King  for  certain  Money 
received  by  him  :  but  in  regard  '^ohn  was  not  the  King's  immediate 
Baiiift",  the  Heir  of  Almaric  was  ordered  to  account  for  the  fame  [z). 
"Thomas  de  Camvill  came  before  the  Barons  to  render  an  Account,  as 
Cujios  of  the  Manor  of  Wybam.  But  forafmuch  as  he  had  not  the 
!  Cuftody  thereof  immediately  from  the  King,  but  from  Walter  dc 
Burgh,  the  Barons  ordered  Walter,  who  was  the  King's  immediate 
Baillee,  to  render  the  Account  {a). 

IV.  The  ftated  Accounts  were  wont  to  be  rendered  regularly  in 
Courfe  every  Year,  infomuch  that  fometimes,  if  an  Account  happened 
to  be  poftponed,  a  Memorarulum  was  made  thereof,  as  well  pro  com- 
inodo  Regis,  as  for  preferving  the  ufual  Order  of  accounting.  As  in 
the  Cafe  of  William  de  BraioJ'e  [b).

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V.  In  genera].  Accountants  were  obliged  to  come  iji  P.jrfon  to 
render  their  Accounts.  If  they  made  an  Attorney  to  account  for 
them,  it  was  ufual  to  have  the  King's  Leave  for  it.  Sometimes  the 
Accountant  nominated  his  Attorney  before  the  King  :  and  thereupon 
the  King  by  his  Writ  commanded  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  to  admit 
fuch  Perfon  as  Attorney  accordingly.  But  fometimes,  efpecially  to- 
wards the  latter  Part  of  the  fecond  Period,  the  Accountant's  Attorney 
was  admitted  by  Warrant  or  Leave  of  the  Treafurer,  Cliancellor  of 
the  Exchequer,  or  Barons,  or  one  of  thera.  'jobn  de  Gatefden,  Sheriff 
of  Siz/fcx,  attorned  one  before  the  King,  to  anfwer  for  him  at  the 
Exchequer  touching  his  Sherivalty  :  and  the  King  commanded  the 
Barons  to  admit  the  Attorney  thereto  (c).  The  Abbot  of  JValtbatn 
having  appointed,  before  the  King,  two  Perfons  to  be  his  Attorneys, 
to  claim  his  Franchifcs  in  the  Exchequer,  the  King  by  his  Writ 
commands  the  Barons  to  receive  them  as  fuch  {d).  The  King  com- 
manded the  Barons  to  receive  "John  de  Shire'wode,  as  Attorney  for  the 
Mayor  and  Commonalty  of  Notingbam,  to  claim  for  them  at  the 
Exchequer  ;  they  having  deputed  him  fo  to  do  {/).

When  Jo/j/i  de  Cbedneyy 
Sheriff  of  Buk/'ng/jam  and  Bedford,  came  to  account,  William  his  Clerk, 
by  virtue  of  the  King's  Writ,  rendered  tlie  Account  for  him  (<?), 
Robert  Fitz-Roger  came  before  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  and 
prefentcd  Robert  de  Reynham  to  anfwer  for  him,  for  all  Debts  due  to 
the  King,  which  went  out  in  Summonce  within  the  Liberty  of  the 
Hundred  of  Clavering,  and  for  all  other  Things  pertaining  to  his  faid 
Mafter  within  the  faid  Liberty  (/>).  A  Monk  of  Ely  came  and  pro- 
duced in  the  Exchequer  Letters  of  Proxy  from  the  Prior  of  Ely^ 
whereby  he  was  afligned  to  replevy  that  Priory.  But  the  Court  told 
the  Monk,  that  it  was  not  the  Courfe  in  the  King's  Court,  for  any  one 
to  attorn  another  by  Letters  of  Proxy  to  profecute  foch  a  Bufinefs  as 
this,  or  to  admit  Day  of  Adjournment  in  the  King's  Court,  unlefs 
the  King  by  his  Writ  gracioufly  permit  the  Party  fo  to  do ;  but  the 
Party  mufl:  come  in  Perfon  into  the  King's  Court,  or  before  fome 
Juflicier  or  other  Officer  having  Record,  and  there  make  his  Attorney. 
Whereupon  the  Monk  withdrew  Re  infeBa  {q).  The  King  com- 
manded the  Barons  to  receive  as  Attorneys  of  the  Abbot  of  Feterburghy 
to  claim  and  defend  for  the  Abbot  in  the  Exchequer  fuch  Perfons  as 
he  Ihould  appoint  for  that  Purpofe  (?•)  :  and  to  admit  Geoffrey  de  Fen- 
cote  as  Attorney  for  the  Conflable  oi  Briftoll-Cajile,  to  make  his  Prefer 
for  him  on  the  Morrow  of  S.  Michael  [s).  Whereas  Roger  de  Inge- 
pcnne.  Sheriff  of  Cornwall,  could  not  go  out  of  that  County  without 
Damage  to  the  Earl  of  Cornwall,  he  being  employed  to  make  certain 
Purveyances  for  the  Earl  againft  his  coming  into  that  County ;  fo  that 
Roger  could  not  appear  before  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  on  the 

Jufticiarius  nofler  CcftrisE  apartibus  Walline  BI.  ,  EtdeCvIijl  numero,  de  firma  Comi- 

ob   periculum   immiiiens    ncquit   elongari  ;  tatuum.

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Quinzime  of  St.  'John  Baplljly  to  rernkr-bis  Account:  therefore  the 
King,  dc  Gratia Jpcciali,  commands  the  Barons  by  his  Writ,  to  receive 
for  this  Time,  'John  Hommeden  and  Gilbert  de  BcrkhatHjlcd,  or  one  of 
them,  to  render  the  faid  Roger's  Account  (/).  Gilbert  de  Knovill, 
Sheriff"  of  Dcvonfiire,  being  fick,  the  King  by  Privy  Seal  commanded 
theTreafurer  and  Barons,  to  receive  an  Attorney  or  Attorneys  to  account 
for  Gilbert  at  the  Exchequer :  and  he  made  Attorneys  accordingly  (a). 
The  like  Pcrmilhon  for  a  Sheriff"  to  account  by  his  Clerk  was  given 
by  Writ  of  the  Privy  Seal,  to  John  de  Ncvill,  Sheriff"  of  Lincolnjl:lre  ; 
he  being  then  attending,  by  the  King's  Leave,  upon  certain  Affairs 
of  the  Earl  of  JVarenne  (w).  Nor  is  it  to  be  wondered,  that  the 
Admiflion  of  Attorneys  to  adt  in  Accounts,  and  other  Bufinefs  at  the 
Exchequer,  fliould  be  fo  frequently  regulated  and  direcfted  by  the 
King's  Writs ;  for  in  feveral  Cafes  wherein  the  King  was  not  (for 
what  appears)  any  way  concerned,  namely  in  Fleas  between  Party 
and  Party,  Attorneys  were  many  Times  appointed  or  conftituted  in 
the  King's  Prefence,  or  by  feis  Permiffion.  Herbert  de  Venaijm  at- 
torned one  in  his  ftcad  ad  Lucrandum  and  Perdendum,  in  a  Plea  of 
Detinue  moved  between  him  and  Richard  le  Ave?ier  {x).  This  Cafe 
of  Herbert  de  Venaifon  being  infertcd  in  the  Norman  Roll  of  Oblatas, 
it  is  likely  his  Attorney  was  nominated  by  the  King's  Permiffion,  and 
for  a  Fine  paid  to  the  King  upon  that  Occaffon.  Mafter  William  de 
Riparijs,  when  he  flayed  in  England  by  the  King's  Leave,  came  before 
the  King,  and  removed  John  atte  MerJJj  (whom  he  had  formerly 
attorned,  together  with  John  Petipas)  from  being  one  of  his  gene- 
ral Attorneys  in  Ireland ;  and  in  the  room  of  John  atte  Merjlj  he 
fubftituted  Roger  le  Curtays,  together  with  the  faid  John  Petipas  fub 
altcrnatione,  to  be  his  Attorneys  ad  Lucrandtitn,  &c,  in  ajl  Pleas  and

This  Tran- 
faftion  was  declared  by  duplicated  Letters  of  the  Great  Seal  {y).  And, 
as  I  remember,  fome  other  Inftances  of  the  like  Kind  do  occur  in 
Records. 

Sometimes  alfo  Attorneys  were  made  by  Accountants  without  any 
Writ  or  Precept  from  the  King,  for  ought  that  appears.  As  in  the

VI.  Accounts  were  to  be  rendered  at  the  Exchequer  lipon  Oath. 
Wlien  the  Accountant  liad  been  fworn  de  fi'deli  compoto  reddtndo,  he 
entered  upon  and  went  through  his  Account.  In  fome  Records  Men- 
tion is  made  of  the  Accountants  anfwering-at  the  Exchequer  ^frF/V/t'w, 
or  per  Veriimdiilum.  Whether  this  Fides  and  V'trumdiclum  was  -the 
fame  with  an  Oath,  or  in  what  refpedt  different  from  it,  I  am  not 
prepared  to  determine.  But  I  am  inclined  to  think,  it  was  rather  a 
Voire  dire,  or  a  Declaration  upon  their  Faith  or  Allegiance,  than  an 
Oath.  The  Sheriff  of  EJ]^ex  and  HertfordJlAre  accounted  for  the  Ef- 
cuage  of  the  Honour  of  P  ever  ell  of  London,  per  Verumdiclum  fuum  («). 
The  Sheriff"  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  anfwered  at  the  Exchequer  per 
Fidem,  touching  an  Amercement  of  CC  /  fet  upon  William  de  Mer~ 
lai  {10).  The  Sheriff"  of  CamberUnd  anfwered  per  Verumdiclum,  touch- 
ing an  Efcuage  charged  on  Lambert  de  Muleton,  who  married  the  eldefl: 
Daughter  and  Heir  of  Richard  de  Lucy  {x) ;  and  others  in  like  Manner 
mutatis  mutandis.  Again,  fometimes  the  Stewards  of  the  Nobility 
were  admittedto  anfvver  for  their  Lords  at  the  Exchequer,  per  Verum-

The  Eari 
oi  Leicejlers  Dapifer  anfwered  at  the  Exchequer  on  his  Lord's  Behalf, 
per  VerumdiBum ,  concerning  certain  fmali  Fees  oi  Moreton  {z).     Thi& 
anfwering  hy  Dapifer s  or  Stewards  was,  I  fuppofe,  owing  to  the  King's- 
Favour  [a).     And  as  the  Barons  at  the  Exchequer,  fo  the  Sheriffs  in 
their  Counties  ufed  frequently  to  give  Credit  to  the  Stewards  of  great- 
Lords,  when  they  declared /fr  F/is/fw  on  Behalf  of  their  Lords,  touch- 
ing Debt3  which  they  owed  to  the  King ;  as  in  the  Cafe  of  Wdliamr 
de  Areci  {b),  and  others.     But  in  Procefs  of  Time  there  was  found  tO" 
be  fome  Inconvenience  in  that  Praftice.     So  it  proved  in  a  Cafe  re- 
lating to  Robert  de  Tatcjhal.     The  King  commanded   the  Sheriff  of 
LincolnJIr.re  to  levy  upon  Robert's  Chatells  Lxx  /  xv  s,  which  he  owed- 
to  the  King,  and  for  the  future  not  to  believe  the  Steward  of  any 
Baron  barely   upon  his  Fides,   where  the  King's  Debts  were  con- 
cerned {c). 

Vn.  Where  one  was  indebted  to  the  King,  and  likewife  td  other 
Perfons,  tliC  King's  Debt  was  to  be  preferred  in  Payment ;  that  is, 
the  King  was  to  be  paid  before  any  other  Creditor  of  the  Party.  Thi3

In  like 
Manner  f mutatis  miitcDidisJ  Adminiftration  was  granted  to  the  Exe- 
cutors of  Barthohmeio  Cajile  (t) ;  the  Executors  of  'Jo/jn  ile  Sonicr- 
J'ete  {u)  i  the  Executors  of  IValter  de  Ltrceny  {%v)  ;  the  Executors  of 
Walter  de  Monci  {x) ;  and  the  Executor  of  Henry  de  Say  {y).  It  is 
true,  from  the  Cafe  of  William  and  of  Mary  de  Brewoje,  as  it  flands 
in  Ryley,  fome  may  perhaps  conjedlure,  that  the  Treafurer  and  Barons 
of  the  Exchequer  granted  to  Mary  Adminiftration  of  the  Goods  of 
William  de  Brewofe  deceafed.  But  if  I  take  the  Matter  right,  that  is 
to  be  undcrftood  thus ;  that  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  confcnted  to 
her  having  the  Adminiftration,  which  (in  regard  her  late  Ilulband 
William  was,  at  his  Death,  the  King's  Debtor)  Ihe  could  not  have 
had,  without  Confent  or  PermilTion  of  the  Knig  or  the  Court  of 
Exchequer.  The  Cafe  may  be  fecn  in  RyLy  (z).  On  the  other  Part : 
If  the  Debt  demanded  of  a  deceafed  Perfon  on  the  King's  Behalf  was 
a  doubtful  Debt,  the  King  would  fometimes  command  the  Executors 
to  retain  in  their  Hands  fo  much  as  the  Sum  amounted  to,  till  the 
Matter  was  difculled  in  the  Exchequer  [a).

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If  one  died  indebted  to  the  King,  and  it  was  doubtful  whether  tlie 
Chateil'^  of  the  Dcceafed  would  amount  to  fatisfy  the  Debts  due  to- 
the  King  [and  to  other  Perfons],  it  was  ufual  tor  the  King  to  feize 
into  his  Hands  the  Chatells  of  his  Debtor  dcceafed,  in  order  to  have 
Satisfadlion  of  his  Debt,  before  any  other  Creditor  of  the  Deceafed 
was  paid,  or  the  Chatells  eloigned  or  applied  to  any  other  Ufe.  This 
was  done  in  the  Cafe  of  the  Earl  of  Kent  [b).  But  when  the  King 
felzed  the  Chatells  of  his  Debtor  deceafed,  he  allowed  out  of  the 
fame  a  competent  Part  for  the  decent  Funeral  of  the  Deceafed.  As 
in  the  Cafe  of  Malcolm  de  Hiirkigh,  Efcheator  on  tliis  Side  T^rerit. 
The  King  by  Writ  of  Privy  Seal  commanded  the  Treafurer'5  Lieute- 
nant and  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  that  whereas  upon  ALilcolm's 
Death  they  would  probably  feize  his  Goods  and  Chatells  into  the 
King's  Hands,  they  fliould  leave  enough  in  the  Hands  of  his  Folks 
for  the  honourable  Interrment  of  his  Body  :  and  that  they  fliould 
fend  fonie  fit  Perfon  to  all  Places  where  he  had  any  Goods,  to  make 
a  true  and  exadt  Inventory  cf  them,  that  the  King,  when  he  lliould 
be  certified  of  the  Aftair  in  due  Manner,  might  give  fuch  Orders 
therein  as  he  thought  meet.  'Thomas  de  Boycill  was  affigned,  by 
Letters  Patent,  to  take  an  Inquifition  concerning  the  Goods  of  Mal- 
culm.  And  the  Treafurer's  Lieutenant  ordered,  that  out  cf  the  Goods 
of  Malcolm,  xlviij  1  xiiij  s  xj  d  fliould  be  delivered  to  Richard  de  Hark 
his  Executor,  for  the  Exequies  and  Burial  of  the  Deceafed  [c).

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VJII.  If  the  King's  Debtor  was  unable  to  fatisfy  the  King's  Debt 
out  of  his  own  Chatells,  the  King  would  betake  himfelf  to  any  third 
Perfon  who  was  indebted  to  the  King's  Debtor,  and  would  recover  of 
fuch  third  Perfon  the  Debt  he  owed  to  the  King's  Debtor,  in  order  to 
get  Pavnient  or  Satisfadion  of  the  Debt  due  to  the  Crown;  and  then, 
upon  fuch  Recovery  had,  the  third  Perfon  was  acquitted  againft  the 
King's  Debtor,  and  the  King's  Debtor  was  acquitted  againft  the 
King,  de  tanto.  This  feems  to  be  confirmed  by  the  Cafe  oi  Henry  de 
Cornhill  TiVid  William  Earl  oi  Albanarlc,  in  the  sth  Year  of  K-Ric/jard  I. 
Henry  de  Cornhill  owed  the  King  C  /.  for  the  Arerage  of  the  Cam- 
bium of  all  England  except  JVincheJlcr,  and  vj  /.  for  the  F'erm  of  the 
Land  of  Engdran  de  Mujlroil.  And  William  Earl  of  Albemarle  ac- 
knov/ledged  before  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  that  he  owed  io 
much  to  Henry  de  Cornrill.  And  thereupon  William  Earl  of  Albe- 
marle was  charged  (as  Debtor  to  the  King)  with  the  faid  refjaedlive 
Sums  [d).  However,  this  Ufige  appears  plainly  enough  in  the  fuc- 
ceeding  Times  :  For  Example ;  in  the  Cafe  of  Perfons  indebted  to 
Herbert  Fitz-Maithew,  Debtor  to  the  King  [e) ;  in  the  Cafe  of  feveral

Ama7ui,  Heir  cf  Ahnaric  [k).  In  Truth,  there  was  a  Provifion  to 
this  Purpofe,  made  by  the  Great  Charters  of  K.  John  (  /),  and 
K.  Henr-y  III  [in).  And  Walter  de  Avenbury,  Guardian  of  the  Land 
and  Heir  ol  Richard  Ancfcy,  had  the  like  Privilege  allowed  to  him  (;/).

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But  if  the  Chatells  of  the  King's  Debtor  deceafed  were  not  fufficient 
to  pay  the  King's  Debt,  the  Debtor's  Heirs  were  to  be  dilirained  by 
their  Lands  for  the  fame,  in  tlie  Reign  of  K.  Henry  III,  Svnon  dc 
Heddon,  one  of  Brian  de  Li/Ie's  Executors,  had  not  A/lets  in  his 
Hands  to  fatisfy  certain  Debts  due  to  the  King  from  Briafi.  There- 
fore the  Sheriif  was  commanded  to  dillrain  Brian's  tieirs  for  the  faid 
Debts  (0).  In  the  Reign  of  K.  Edward  U,  in  the  Cafe  of  ^/an  de 
Cherkton,  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  were  commanded  by  Writ, 
to  apportion  amongft  Parceners  a  certain  Debt  due  from  their  An- 
ceftor  to  the  King  (/>). 

X.  The  Widow  of  the  King's  Debtor  was  not  to  be  diftrained  by 
her  Dower  to  anfwer  the  King's  Debt,  in  cafe  the  Heir  had  futncient 
to  anfwer  it.  Maud  de  Beaucbmnp  was  diftrained  by  the  Dower  which 
ilie  had  from  her  firft  Hulband,  to  anfwer  to  the  King  for  the  Debt  of 
her  fecond  Huftand.  Upon  Complaint,  the  King  by  his  Writ  com- 
manded the  Siieriff  to  forbear  demanding  that  Debt  from  Maud,  and 
to  diftrain  the  Heirs  of  the  lecond  Hulband  for  it  :  Becaufe  (laith  the 
Writ)  a  Tenant  in  Dower  ought  not  to  be  diftrained  for  Debts, 
whilft  the  Heir  hath  fufficient  to  anfwer  the  fame  {q).

XII.  By  the  ancient  Ufage  of  the  Exchequer,  the  King's  Debtors 
or  Accountants  were  wont  to  have  Writs  of  Aid,  whereby  to  recover 
their  Debts  of  fuch  Perfons  as  were  indebted  to  them  ;  in  order  to 
enable  them  to  anfwer  the  Debts  they  owed  to  the  King.  For  Ex- 
ample :  W'lUiam  de  Horlejh  and  Richard  de  Redvers  were  appointed  to 
colleift,  in  the  Nortreding  of  Torkjbire,  the  Aid  granted  to  K.  Henrylll. 
for  marrying  his  Sifter,  And  the  Sheriif  of  the  County  was  com- 
manded by  Writ  to  aflift  the  faid  Colle(ftors  in  diftraining  all  Perfons 
indebted  to  the  King  for  that  Aid  [iv).  In  like  Manner,  vmtatis 
miitatidiSf  Writs  of  Aid  iifued  refpedlively,  for  Willuun  de  Lucy  and

XIII.  When  a  Sheritf  or  other  Otlicer,  having  the  S.ummonce  of 
Procefs  of  the  Exchequer,  had  levied  or  received  the  Debt  due  from 
any  Perfon  to  the  King,  fuch  Sheriff  or  Olticer  was,  by  the  Statutes 
and  Cullom  of  the  Exchequer,  to  give  fuch  Debtor  an  Acquittance 
or  Tally  of  Dilcharge,  and  afterwards  to  acquit  the  Debtor  of  fuch 
Debt  at  the  King's  E-xchequer.  But  in  regard  Sheriffs,  after  they  had 
levied  or  received  the  Debts  due  to  the  King,  often  ncglefted  or  failed 
to  anfwer  the  fame  at  the  Exchequer,  and  thereupon  to  acquit  the 
Debtors  there  :  1  he  Crown  did  fometimcs,  at  the  Complaint  of  the 
Parties  grieved,  iffue  Writs  to  enquire  in  the  feveral  Counties,  what 
Perfons  had  paid  their  Debts  to  Sheriffs,  and  what  Sums,  whereof 
the  Sheriffs  had  not  acquitted  them  at  the  Exchequer.     And  at  length

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ti  Statute  was  made  for  Punilhment  of  Sheritis  ami  others  offending  in 
fuch  Cafes.  In  the  22d  Year  of  K.  Hctiry  III,  Whereas  divers  Pcr- 
fons  in  TorkJ}:ire  had  paid  (fome  of  them  to  Johti  Fitz-Geoffrey,  others 
to  Brian  de  IJJe,  others  to  Philipp  de  AJJeley,  others  to  IVilliam  de 
Stute%'ill,  and  others  to  Robert  de  Kokefcld,  or  to  tlieir  Baihffs)  divers 
Sums  demanded  of  them  for  the  King  by  the  Summonce  of  the  Ex- 
chequer ;  whereof  the  faid  Sheriffs  had  not  acquitted  the  faid  Debtors 
at  the  Exchequer  :  The  King,  upon  Complaint  thereof  made  to  him, 
fent  a  Writ  to  the  prefent  Sheriff,  commanding  him  to  make  Procli- 
mation,  that  all  fuch  Perfons  as  had  paid  to  the  faid  Sheriffs  or  their 
Bailiffs  any  Debts  due  to  the  King,  whereof  they  were  not 'afterwards 
difcharged  at  the  Exchequer,  fliould  come  before  him  (the  prefent 
Sheriff)  and  the  Coroners,  at  the  Wapentacks  in  each  Trehing 
wherein  they  dwelt,  and  bring  their  Tallies  of  Payment,  and  produce 
their  Vouchers  or  Witneffcs ;  whereupon  the  Sheriff  was  to  view  their 
Tallies,  and  examine  their  Witnelles,  and  to  itx.  down  in  a  Roll  to  be 
made  for  that  Purpofe  the  Names  of  fuch  as  had  paid  as  abovefaid,  to 
whom,  in  whofe  Prefence,  when,  where,  and  how  much  each  Perfon 
had  paid  to  each  of  the  faid  'John,  Brian,  Philipp,  William,  and 
Robert,  or  their  Bailiffs,  thereof  they  (the  Debtors)  were  not  dif- 
charged at  the  Exchequer  j  which  Roll  the  Sheriff  was  to  have  be- 
fore the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  upon  his  next  Account,  under  his 
own  Seal  and  the  Seal  of  the  Coroners  (/).  In  the  Reign  of  K.  Rd~ 
lizard  I,  yohn  de  St.  Valcry,  Sheriff  of  SomerJ'et  and  Dorjct,  was 
affigned  to  enquire  in  full  County,  what  Debts  feveral  Sheriffs  of  thofe 
Counties  and  their  Bailiffs  had  received  of  divers  of  the  King's 
Debtors,  which  Debts  flill  ran  in  Summonce.  The  Manner  in  which 
the  Inquilition  was  to  be  made,  is  diredled  in  the  Writ  hereunder  re- 
cited (w).

to  the  King,  that  the  Sheriff  diftreined  them  for  divers  Debts  due  to 
the  King,  which  they  had  paid  to  former  Sheriffs,  as  appeared  by 
TaUics  of  Payment  given  them  by  fuch  Sheriffs,  and  commanded  that 
Outcry  be  made,  that  AX  Men  of  tlie  EJlridtng,  having  Tallies  of 
Payment  made  to  them  by  any  Sheriffs  during  the  prefent  King's 
Reign,  of  Debts  whereof  they  are  not  difcharged,  lliould  bring  or 
fend  their  Tallies  to  the  Exchequer  at  York  at  the  Clofe  of  Eajier,  fo 
that  the  Sheriffs  and  their  Receivers  might  be  fent  for  to  come  and 
difcharge  fuch  Perfons  whil ft  the  Exchequer  continued  in  this  County ; 
and  for  fparing  Men's  Charges,  it  was  diredted,  that  one  or  two  of 
'the  Ejlridrng  might  be  Attornies  to  bring  the  Tallies  for  all  the  reft. 
And  the  Debts  running  in  Procefs  were  to  be  levied  upon  all  fuch  as 
did  not  come  or  fend  their  Tallies.  Thofe  of  the  Nortbriding  were 
to  have  Day  in  the  Quinzime  of  Eafier,  and  thofe  of  the  Wejlrid'mg 
three  Weeks  after  Rajler,  in  like  Form  refpedively  (;z).  Again, 
when  Sheriffs  had  levied  or  diftreined  for  the  King's  Debt,  it  was  their 
Duty  to  fell  or  difpofe  of  fuch  Diftrefs  at  a  juft  and  reafonable  Price, 
fo  that  the  Owner  was  not  aggrieved  thereby.  But  in  regard  fome 
Sheriffs  had  milbehaved  themlelves  in  that  Behalf,  it  was  provided 
by  ancient  Statute,  that  when  the  Sheriff  had  feized  any  Cattel  for 
the  King's  Debt,  certain  Perfons  fhould  be  affigned  to  apprize  the 
fame,  according  to  which  Apprizement  they  were  to  be  fold  by  the 
Sheriff",  left  the  Sheriff  Ihould  fell  them  at  Under-rates  to  the  Wrong 
of  the  Owners.  Peterde  Meulittg  claimed  to  be  hereditary  Apprizer 
in  this  Cafe  for  the  County  oi  Norfolk  or  Suffolk  {0).

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XIV".  When  the  Sheriff  came  to  account,  he  was  to  warn  all  the 
Bailiffs  of  Liberties  within  his  County,  of  the  Time  of  his  accounting, 
and  likewiie  to  make  Proclamation  thereof  in  his  County,  that  all  who 
had  Tallies  of  the  Exchequer  (touching  Things  within  his  Account) 
mi2;ht  come  forth  and  obtain  Allowances  thereupon.  As  in  the  Cafe 
of  the  Sheriff  of  Surrey  a.nd  Suj/ex  {p). 

XV.  The  King's  Debtors  found  Sureties  (if  they  were  required  (o 
to  do)  for  their  true  Payment.  The  Sureties  were  ufually  called  Plegijy 
Objides,  and  Mamie  apt  ores.  Sometimes  the  Pledges  in  thefe  Cafes  were 
remarkably  numerous.  For  example  :  Hugh  Cor  dele  fined  to  the  King 
in  fourfcore  and  fix  Pounds  and  one  Mark  of  Silver,  that  he  might  be 
let  out  of  Prifon,  and  might  have  his  Land  again.  Hereof  he  paid  into 
the  King's  Treafury  xx  Marks  of  Silver:  and  for  the  Remainder,  viz. 
Cx  Marks  of  Silver,  he  found  the  Pledges  hereunder  named ;  Alberic 
de  Ver  for  xx  Marks  of  Silver,  "Johi,  Son  of  Vlri,  for  xij  Marks  of 
Silver,  Ojbcrt  Eight-pence  for  v  Marks,  Otho  Ahoyneffune  for  ix  Marks, 
and  other  Perlbns  for  other  Sums.  The  Pledges  are  in  Number  nine- 
teen {q).  Ralf  de  Cornhiill  o-wtd  the  King  MM  Marks,  that  he  might 
have  again  his  Lands  whereof  he  was  diflailed,  and  the  King's  Favour. 
His  Pledces  for  this  Fine  were  the  Earl  of  Clare  for  xl  Marks,  Earl

Fulk 
Vitz-Warln  found  two  and  forty  Sureties  for  a  Debt  which  he  owed  to 
the  Crown  (j-).  Hugh  de  Albiniaco  fined  in  2,500  Marks,  to  have  Seifin 
of  his  Lands,  and  found  above  thirty  Sureties  for  the  Fine(/).  W. 
Bifhop  of  Exefer  fined  in  2000  Marks,  for  the  Cufl:ody  of  the  Land 
and  Heir  of  JP'.  de  Abrincis  with  his  Marriage  ;  he  found  above  thirty 
Sureties  for  the  Fine  (z/).  And  fometiincs  the  King's  Debt«rs  bound 
their  Lands  for  true  Payment.  In  the  5th  Year  of  K.  Henry  III, 
Nicolas  de  Stutevill  ftood  charged  to  the  King  in  M  Marks  for  his 
Ranfom.  He  had  covenanted  to  pay  it  at  four  Terms  ;  to  wit,  CCL 
Marks  at  Midlcnt  in  the  fecond  Year  of  the  King,  CCL  Marks  at 
Whitlbntide,  CCL  Marks  at  St.  Peter  advinada,  and  CCL  Marks  at 
Martinmafs  in  the  third  Year  of  the  King;  upon  thefe  Conditions, 
n.uiiely.  If  he  did  not  make  Payment  at  the  firft  Term,  he  was  to 
incur  or  forfeit  upon  his  Manors  of  Kirkeby,  Morejheed  and  Lidel,  fifty 
Pounds  in  yearly  Rent ;  if  he  failed  at  the  fecond  Term,  fifty  Founds 
more  ;  if  at  the  third  Term,  fifty  Pounds  more  ;  and  if  at  the  fourth 
Term,  fifty  Pounds  more.  If  the  laid  two  Manors  would  not  amount 
to  make-up  the  laid  two  hundred  Pounds  in  yearly  Rent,  he  was  to 
fupply  it  in  his  other  Manors.  Robert  de  Stutevill  and  Walter  de 
Soureby  became  Manucaptors  for  this  Fine ;  on  condition,  that  if 
Nicolas  did  not  keep  his  laid  Terms  of  Payment,  all  their  Land  was 
to  be  incurred  or  forfeited  (w).

Lands  ;  and  if  the  Debt  could  not  be  levied  in  one  County,  it  might 
be  transferred  and  fummoned  in  another.  Robert  Fitz  Be7-nard  owed 
the  King  Lxxij  1  Blank,  and  iiij  1  xix  d  by  Tale,  Areres  of  the  Ferm 
of  Dovor.  The  Debt  was  fummoned  in  Kent.  The  Slieriff  of  Kait 
returned,  that  Robert  was  dead,  and  that  his  Heirs  might  be  diftreined. 
in  Dcvonpnre.  Hereupon  the  Debt  was  fent-out  in  Summonce  in 
DevonJJ:ire;  but  the  Sheriff  of  that  County  returned,  that  Robert  had 
nothing  in  Demefne  in  Z)c^^w;/Z)/r^  (.v).  Again;  DiftrefTes  taken  for 
the  King's  Debts  were  not  replevyable,  except  by  Precept  from  the 
King  or  Barons  of  the  Exchequer.  As  in  the  Cafe  of  the  Tenants  of 
the  Bilhoprick  of  London  [y).  Thefe  are  Ibme  of  the  AlTifes  or  Sta- 
tutes of  the  Exchequer,  ihere  may  be  others,  which,  though  omit- 
ted here,  are  not  deligned  to  be  excluded. 

XVI.  Writs  of  the  Great  Seal  and  of  the  Privy  Seal  were  frequenily 
ufed,  both  in  reference  to  Accounts,  and  other  Bufineis  tranfacted  at 
the  Exchequer.  Many  Inftances  hereof  may  be  feen  in  a  foregoing 
Part  of  this  Hiflory  [z),  and  many  other  in  this  Chapter  {a). 

XVII.  If  the  Sheriff  or  other  Accountant  was  to  have  any  Sum 
allowed  or  difcounted  to  him  upon  his  Account,  fuch  Allowance  or 
Difcount  was  ufually  made  piT  ivarantum,  to  wit,  either  by  virtue  of 
the  King's  Writ  in  that  Behalf  (which  was  the  moft  ufual  Way)  or 
by  Writ  or  Award  of  the  Chief  Juflicier,  or  of  fome  other  Jurticicr

or  Baron,  or  of  the  Treafurer,  And  it  being  ufual  for  the  King  to 
order  either  the  Whole  or  Part  of  fiich  Monies  as  arofe  from  his 
Ferms,  or  other  Revenue,  to  be  paid  to  fiich  Perfons  as  he  was  in- 
debted to,  there  was  by  that  Means  a  vafl  Number  of  Writs  of  Allocate 
and  Computate  ilTued  from  time  to  time,  and  diredled  to  the  Treafurer 
and  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  whereby  they  were  impowered  to  allow 
to  Accountants  or  Debtors  the  Monies  which  they  had  paid  to  others 
by  virtue  of  Warrants  or  Precepts  in  that  Behalf.  Of  this  I  murt: 
c^ive  fome  Inflances.  Allowance  was  made  to  an  Accountant  for  re- 
deeming certain  Mortgages  made  to  the  Jews ;  it  was  made  by  virtue 
of  the  King's  Writ  Tejlc  Richard  de  Luci  [b).  Allowance  was  made 
to  Ralf  Briton  by  virtue  of  the  King's  Writ  {c).  Allowance  was  to 
be  made,  by  virtue  of  the  King's  Writ,  to  Robert  de  Stutevil/  (d). 
Allowances  were  alfo  made,  by  Force  of  the  King's  Writs  in  that 
Behalf,  to  Roger  de  Herleberg  {e),  Ranulf  de  Glanvill,  accounting  for 
the"  Honour  of  Earl  Conan  ffj,  and  for  the  County  of  Wejlmerhind  {g).,

Henry 
lie  Bray,  an  Elcheator,  had  laid  out  divers  Sums  of  Money  in  his 
Office  of  Elchcatry,  viz.  in  the  Maintenance  of  the  King's  Wards, 
in  the  Cuftodies  of  Bifliopricks,  Abbeys,  &c.

The  Sheriff  of  Berkpire 
was  allowed  by  the  Writ  of  the  Earl  of  Leicejier,  a  Juflicier,  xx  /, 
laid  out  in  defraying  Prince  Henry  (g).  William  Son  of  Erenbald, 
Fermcr  of  the  Mine  of  Carlile,  was  allowed  upon  his  Account  Money 
by  him  paid,  by  virtue  of  a  Writ  of  Richard  de  Luci,  Jufficier  (r). 
The  Sheriff  of  Worcejierjhire  was  allowed  upon  his  Account,  for  the

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the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  (c).  Hervey  B^got  flood  charged  In  tlie 
Great  Roll  With  xviij  I  'i\  s  \]  d  Elcuage-money.  It  appeared  to  the 
Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  that  Hervey  was  acquitted  by  the  Kings 
Writs  both  of  the  fecond  and  third  Efcuage  [of  Normandy\.  And 
becaufc  by  Miftake  he  paid  to  the  fecond  Efcuage,  whereas  he  ought 
to  have  paid  to  the  firft  ;  they  adjudged,  that  fo  much  as  he  had  paid 
fhould  be  difcountcd  to  him  in  the  iirft  Elcuage  [d).  The  Sheriff  of 
Lincoln/hire  had  xl  Marks  allowed  to  him  for  his  Maintenance  for  the 
eleventh  Year  of  K.  Henry  III,  by  Award  of  the  Jufticier  {e).  The 
King  having  lately  granted  the  Town  of  Orcford  w'lih.  the  Iffues  thereof 
to  the  Men  of  that  Town  in  Fee-ferm,  which  had  been  formerly  Part 
of  the  Sheriff's  Perm  of  the  County;  a  Deduction  was  made  of  xxx/, 
in  refpedl  thereof,  out  of  the  Sheriff's  Ferm,  by  Judgment  of  the 
Barons  ffj.  Upon  the  Sheriff  of  Tork's  making  the  View  of  his 
Account  in  the  Exchequer,  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  ordered  C  Marks 
to  be  dedudled  for  each  Year  out  of  the  Sheriff's  Ferm,  in  Confidera- 
tion  of  his  good  Service  to  the  King  [g).  Bartholomew  de  Cajile  was 
allowed  the  Wages  of  the  Moneyors,  Exchangers,  Aflayers,  ^c.  in 
his  Account  of  the  Exchange  of  Canterbury,  by  Judgment  of  the 
King's  Council  at  the  Exchequer  {^gg).    In  Cafes  where  the  Allowances

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were  cuftomary  and  known,  there  the  Treafurcr  and  Barons  were 
wont  to  adhere  to  the  Practice  and  Ufage  ;  taking  due  Care  to  prevent 
Innovation  therein  to  the  King's  Prejudice.  As  in  the  Cafe  of  "John 
Giffard,  Keeper  of  the  Caftle  of  Buelt :  he  had  Allowance  made  to 
him  of  more  than  was  ufual  in  like  Cafes  :  whereupon  the  Treafurer 
and  Barons  adjudged,  that  the  former  Allowance  fliould  be  difallowed; 
and  that  a  Dcdudlion  being  made  of  what  had  been  allowed  more 
tiiaii  was  ufual  in  like  Cafes,  he  rtiould  be  allowed  what  had  been 
cuilomary,   and  no  more  (/;). 

XVIII.  Atterminations  were  wont  to  be  given  by  the  Treafurer  and 
Barons  to  the  King's  Debtors,  by  virtue  of  the  King's  Writs  diredted 
to  them  for  that  Purpofe  :  and  in  like  Manner  Refpites,  and  Difcharges. 
By  x'Vttermination  is  meant,  granting  Men  feveral  Terms  or  Days  for 
Payment  of  their  Debt,  where  they  were  not  able,  or  could  jiot  con- 
veniently pay  it  at  one  entire  Payment.  Ra^  Fitz-Nicolas  owed  the 
King  CC/.  The  King,  by  Writ  diretfted  to  the  Barons,  granted  him 
Leave  to  pay  it  at  xxx  /.  every  Year ;  to  wit,  xv  /.  at  the  Exchequer 
of  St.  Michael,  and  xv  /.  at  the  Exchequer  of  Eajlcr,  till  he  had  paid 
the  whole  Sum  (/).  The  Debts  due  to  the  King  from  P.  Bifliop  of 
Hereford  were  attermined  at  C  Marks  per  Antiuin,  by  virtue  of  the 
King's  Writ  (/').  The  King  commands  the  Barons,  by  his  Writ,  to 
attermine  WUIiatn  de  'Tyk'mgcot,  for  certain  Amercements  fet  on  him 
for  Trefpafles,  at  fo  much  a- Year,  as  it  fliould  be  found  by  Inquifition 
he  was  able  to  pay,  faving  the  Maintenance  of  himfelf,  his  Wife  and 
Children  (/).  Matthe'-jj  dc  la  Mare  and  others  had  Attermination  by 
a  Meflage  from  the  King,  declared  by  the  Treafurer,  for  certain 
Debts  (;;;).

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fliould  have  reafonable  Eftallment  of  his  Debts,  fo  that  he  might  be 
able  to  pay  them  without  being  iinpoveritlied  (7/).  The  like  Com- 
mand was- given  in  the  Cafe  of  the  poor  Men  of  Dodhigion,  that  thev 
might  be  able  to  pay  their  Debts  to  the  King,  faving  their  Contene- 
ment  (0).  In  fine;  Atterminations  were  granted  by  virtue  of  Writ;;, 
in  the  Cafe  of  Simon  le  hardener  (/>),  of  Milijent  de  Mohaut  i^q),  Tbo- 
mas  Pridias  (r),  Roger  de  Chaiindos  (j),  and  others.  However,  the 
Treafurer  did  fometimes  give  the  King's  Debtors  Attermination,  with- 
out any  particular  Writ,  for  ought  that  appears.  And  it  has  been 
faid,  that  it  was  in  that  Cafe  in  the  Power  of  the  Treafurer  only 
(exclufive  of  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer)  to  grant  Atterminations. 
In  tlic  24th  Year  of  K.  Edivard  I,  '^jobn  de  Lock'mton  prayed  to  have 
Attermination  for  certain  Debts  which  he  owed  to  the  King.  But 
the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  would  not  attermine  him  without  the

If  Men  had  Attermination  granted  to  them,  and  did  not  keep  their 
Terms  by  pundual  Payment,  they  loll:  the  Benetit  of  their  Atter- 
mination. However,  they  were  many  times  admitted  to  recover 
their  Terms  again,  and  be  in  the  fame  or  like  State.  DamiaUt  the 
Clerk,  fined  in  v  Marks,  for  deteining  x  Marks  due  to  the  King  longer 
than  the  Term  at  which  he  ought  to  have  paid  it  (_y  ).  Henry,  Son 
of  Hugh  de  Nevill,  was  diffeiied  of  his  Land,  for  not  obferving  the 
Terms  fet  him  for  Payment  of  his  Fine  [z,).  Henry  de  Oi/i  accounted 
to  the  King  for  M  and  xv  /.  xvij  s.  xj  d.  a  Debt  of  Simon  the  Jezi',  of 
Oxford,  which  was  feizcd  into  the  King's  Hand.  He  paid  L  Marks 
of  it  to  the  King  himfelf /«  Camera  Jua;  and  was  attermined  to  pay 
the  Remainder  at  the  two  Exchequers,  at  C  Marks  yearly  j  provided.

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that  if  Henry  did  not  keep  his  Terms  of  Payment,   Walter  de  Graf, 
the  King's  Chancellour,  was  to  reftore  to  Simon  the  Jew  the  Charter  by 
which  that  Debt  was  fecured,  and  Henry  was  to  lole  all  that  he  had  paid 
before    his  Forfeiture  incurred   by    breaking  his   Attermination    (a). 
Peter  de  Maillai  fined  to  the  King   in  feven  thoufand  Marks,  that  lie 
might  have  to  Wife  Ifabell,   Daughter  of  Robert  de  Turnebam,  with  all 
the  Lands  belonging  to  her  by  hereditary  Right,  whereof  her  Father 
Robert  was  feifed  on  the  Day  of  his  Death.     Peter  was  attermined  to 
pay  the  Fine  thus :  in  the  firll  Year  (to  wit,  the  fixteenth  of  K.  yolm) 
two  thoufond  Marks,   in  the  fecond  Year  one  thoufind  Marks,  and  lb 
in  the  third,  fourth,  fifth,   and  fixth  Year  a   thoufand  Marks  yearly.

The 
Citizens  appeared,  and  were  permitted  to  recover  their  Terms, 
and  pay  the  faid  Debts  at  X /.  per  Annum  (/»).  At  another  time,  the 
Treakirer  granted  to  Roger  de  Pnjihope,  that  he  Ihould  recover  his 
Terms  ;  and  he  had  a  Writ  of  Servat  Tcrminos  thereupon  (/).  But 
after  Atterminations  had  been  granted,  the  King  did  Ibmetimcs,  upon 
extraordinary  Occafions,  fufpend  or  make  void  the  fame.

Ed'u.'ardW.  commanded  the  Barons  to  caufe  to  be  levied  all  his  Debts

XIX.  In  the  next  Place,  Of  Refpites  granted  to  the  King's  Debtors 
and  Accountants.  There  feems  to  have  been  a  like  Method  ufed  in 
refpiting  as  in  attermining.  Sometimes  Refpites  were  granted  by  vir- 
tue of  the  King's  Mandates  or  Writs,  and  fomctimes  by  the  Trea- 
furer  and  Barons  without  Writ.  Nicolas  de  Magena  had  Refpite  for 
a  Debt  of  C  C  Marks  during  the  King's  Pleafure,  by  virtue  of  the 
King's  Writ  {jii).  The  Abbot  of  Wejlminjler  had  Refpite  for  xx  /. 
Efcuage,  by  virtue  of  the  King's  Writ  or  Command  («).  Ahired  de 
Wathawjlede  had  Refpite  for  an  Amerciament  of  Lx  /.  by  virtue  of 
the.  King's  Writ,  until  the  King  fhould  declare  his  Pleafure  there- 
in {0).  A  Debt  of  xvj  /.  upon  William  Botcrel  was  refpited  by  the 
King's  Writ,  till  the  King  fhould  declare  his  Pleafure  therein  (/>). 
K.  "John  by  his  Writ  Patent  commanded  Geoffrey  Fitz-Pierre,  his 
chief  Jufticier,  to  let  Hugh  de  Malo  Alnetohzvo.

Writ  {11).  Griffin,  Son  of  JVenunwen,  had  Relpite  for  a  Debt  by  vir- 
tue of  a  Writ  direded  to  the  Barons  {10).  The  Abbat  of  St.  Ed- 
mund had  Refpite  given  him  touching  certain  Franchifes  by  him 
claimed,  until  the  Odlaves  of  the  Trinity  ;  it  being  the  King's  Plea- 
fure,  that  Judgment  fhould  be  given  therein  in  his  Prefence  (x). 
William  de  Curton,  Sheriff  of  Lincolnjlnre.,  being  bufied  in  tallaging 
the  King's  Demeanes  in  that  County,  fo  that  he  could  not  as  yet  render 
his  Account  at  the  Exchequer,  the  King  by  his  Writ  commands  the 
Barons  to  refpite  the  fame  Account  (/  ).

Tlie  Treafurer  and  Barons  of 
the  Exchequer  did  fometimes  grant  Refpites,  without  Writ  for  ought 
that  appears.  Geoffrey  dc  JW,  Sheriff  oi  Sbropjhire,  did  not  account 
in  his  Year  for  the  Aid  due  from  feveral  Knights  Fees  in  his  Baily- 
wick  ;  becaufe  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  gave  him  Refpite  in  that 
Cafe,  till  the  King  fhould  declare  his  Plc.ifure  (/).  The  Abbat  and 
Monks  of  Torre  had  Refpite  given  them  at  the  Exchequer,  touching  a 
Market  which  they  had  held  longer  than  the  Time  for  which  it  was 
granted  them;  and  in  the  mean  time  they  might  purchafe  of  the 
King  Acquittance  for  the  Supertenure,  if  they  thought  fit  {k). 
Robert  Fit-z-Waker  had  Refpite  for  Efcuage,  by  Writ  of  the  Chief 
Jufticier  (/)  :  and  Reter  Mark  for  a  Debt  of  M  1,  by  Writ  of  the 
Chief  Jullicier  (w).  For  the  better  Convenicncy  to  the  Barons  and 
the  Accountants  in  the  Exchequer,  a  general  Writ  for  common  Refpite 
was  in  fome  Cafes  ufed.

When  Men  were  in  the  King's  Service,  it  was  ufaal  for  the  King, 
or  the  Chief  Jufticier,  or  the  Treafurer,  and  Barons  of  the  Exche- 
quer, to  put  in  Refpite  the  Pleas,  Debts,  or  Accounts  of  fuch  Per-

The  Knights,  Elquires, 
and  Commonalty  of  TorkJJjire  were  warned  to  be  at  Aherton  in  the 
Odlaves  of  Candlemafs  with  Horfe  and  Arms,  as  they  were  rated. 
Several  of  them  alleged,  that  they  did  implead  or  were  impleaded 
before  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  j  and  prayed  the  Treafurer,  that

But  in  regard  Ralf's  Sons  had  fined  to  the  King  in  Hawks  for  the 
faid  Debt,  the  King  by  his  Writ  ordered  Rdif  to  be  difcharged  there- 
of (/>).  Geoffrey  Fitz- Pierre  fined  in  three  thoufand  Mariis,  to  have 
the  Land  of  Earl  William,  which  was  the  Inheritance  of  Beatrice  de 
Say,  Geoffreys  Wife ;  provided  that,  according  as  Geoffrey  fliould  ferve 
the  King  well,  it  was  to  be  at  the  King's  Plealure,  whether  he  vvouFd 
accept  the  whole  Fine  aforefaid  or  not.  Geoffrey  paid  Part  of  the  Fine. 
In  the  third  Year  of  K.  Richard  I.  he  paid  other  Part  of  it  {q).  la 
the  fifth  Year  of  K.  Richard  I.  there  remained  of  the  whole  Fine  five 
hundred  Marks  unpaid.

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Writ,  that  Geoffrey  fhould  be  difcharged  of  the  faid.  Fine,  when  he 
had  paid  the  whole.  .  He  paid  the  faid  five  hundred  Marks ;  and  was 
difcharged  accordingly  (r).  Pbilipp  Bifnop  of  Durefme  was  amerced 
D  Marks,  becaufe  Hugh  his  PredecelTour  held  Plea  in  Court  Chriftian 
touching  the  Advowlbn  of  a  Church.  But  the  King  remitted  to  him 
the  Debt,  by  Writ  de  Ultra  mare  fcnt  to  the  Chief  Jufticier  (j). 
Williatn  Fitz-Geoff'rey  was  charged  at  the  Exchequer  with  ix  /  and 
odd,  for  certain  Chatells  (apprized  at  that  Sum)  which  were  alTigned 
to  him  when  he  was  diffeifed  of  the  Town  of  Chclardcjion.  Of  which 
Debt  (faith  the  Record)  he  could  not  be  difcharged  without  the  King's 
Writ  of  Difcharge.

The  King  releafed  to  Stephen  CCC  Marks,  Part 
of  this  Fine  of  M  Marks  ;  and  ordered,  that  out  of  the  Refidue 
Stephen  Oiould  be  allowed  a  Mark  a-Day  for  the  Cuftody  of  the  King's 
Niece.

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•a  Fine  of  M  Marks  demanded  of  him  on  the  King's  Behalf  for  his 
Ranlbm  (tc).  Godfrey  de  Crnucumbe,  Sheriff  of  OxfordjlAre,  had  a 
Writ  dormant,  to  difcharge  him  of  rendering  an  Account  feparately 
of  the  Manour  oi  Benfmton,  and  of  the  Members  thereof  (.v).  William 
de  Cantihipc  was  acquitted  of  fourfcore  and  odd  Pounds  by  virtue  of 
the  King's  Writ ;  by  which  Writ  the  King  ordered,  that  if  William 
was  charged  twice  with  the  fame  Debts,  he  fhould  be  difcharged 
thereof  according  to  Jufl:ice  {y).

Chancellor  had  committed  CCA  But  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer 
adjudged,  that  Gilbert  fhtiuld  not  render  the  fame  for  the  Eail,  becaufc 
the  Earl  iiad  not  performed  the  Agreement  made  with  him  by  Gilbert, 
in  Confidcration  whereof  Gilbert  became  charged  therewith  (^),  Ro- 
bert de  Gant  fined  in  DC  Marks,  to  have  Ridit  for  certain  Lands 
which  Earl  Simon  had  given  him.

He  came  into  the  Exchequer  before  the  Jufticier,  the  Chancellor,  the 
Bifliops  of  Bath  and  of  Sarejhiry,  the  Earl  of  Gloucejler,  and  other 
Barons  there  prefent,  and  made  Oath  that  he  did  not  owe  the  King 
the  fiid  XX  /.  And  the  Jufticier  ordered  him  to  be  difcharged  there- 
of i^d).  Simon  Earl  of  Huntendon  was  charged  with  an  hundred  four- 
fcore  and  fixteen  Pounds  for  the  Debts  of  Aaron  the  Jeio.  But  in 
regard  Earl  Simon  died  without  Heirs,  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer 
adjudged,  that  John  now  Earl  of  Huntendon  ought  not  to  be  fum- 
inoncd  for  the  faid  Debt  ;  becaufe  he  was  not  Heir  to  Earl  Simon,  nor 
had  any  Thing  from  him  by  hereditary  Defcent  or  otherwife  {e).    The

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Citizens  of  London,  with  John  Travers  and  Andrcvo  Bukerd,  Bailiffs 
of  the  ^ii'i'/i's  Hithe,  were  difcharged  of  the  Ferm  of  the  Slucen's  Hithe 
for  the  bith  and  9th  Years  of  the  King's  Reign,  by  Judgment  of  the 
Barons  of  the  Exchequer  ffj.  Hamon  deCrevcquorvizs.  difcharged  of 
a  Debt,  by  Judgment  of  the  Barons ;  he  having  been  doubly  charged 
for  one  and  the  fame  Fadt  [g).  'John  de  Rocbef'ord  was  difcharged  by 
Judgment  of  the  Barons,  behaving  been  alfo  doubly  charged  for  one 
and  the  fame  Fadl  (/>).  The  Abbot  of  Vale  Royal  was  difcharged  by 
Judgment  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  of  an  Account  and  of  certain 
Trelpalies  relating  thereto,  upon  his  making  Fine  with  the  King  for 
the  fame  (;).  A  Debt  of  xx  Marks  was  fet-off  from  William  Biihop 
of  Ely  by  virtue  of  the  King's  Writ  grounded  upon  a  Recordation  made 
at  the  Exchequer  by  William  Brieioerrc  and  other  Barons  [k).     How-

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ever,  in  fome  Cafes  (as  it  feems)  nobody  but  the  King  himfelf  could 
grant  a  Difcharge.  The  following  Cafe  was  one  of  that  Sort.  Certain 
Peribns  became  Manucaptors  in  the  Exchequer  for  the  Executors  of 
Gregory  de  RokcJIcy  an  Accountant.  The  Executors  came  and  ac- 
counted. And  the  Trcafurer  thereupon  ordered,  that  the  Manucaptors 
fhould  be  difcharged  of  their  Manucaption,  quieti  cjfcnt  de  Manitciip- 
tione  fua  prcedicla,  &  quod fi  quid  Regi  aretro  ejj'et  ZSc,  Rex  fe  caper et  ad 
haredes  &  tenentes  t  err  arum  pnvdiBi  Gregorij  &  ad  exec  u  fores  tejlamenti 
ejufdem.  Several  Years  afterwards  this  Matter  coming  to  be  recon- 
lidered  in  Court,  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  adjudged,  that  nobody 
befides  the  King  himfelf  could  difcharge  the  faid  Manucaptors  of  their 
faid  Manucaption  ;  and  accordingly  they  annulled  the  faid  Difcharge 
of  the  faid  Manucaption,  and  ordered  that  the  faid  Manucaption  fhould 
be  \\\  Force  (/). 

Sometimes  both  Debts  and  Accounts  were  difcharged  by  the  King's 
Pardon.  Ralf  Brito  paid  a  Fine  of  DCC  /'  and  odd,  to  be  quit  of 
rendering  an  Account  of  the  Iffiies  of  the  Land  of  Henry  de  Effex  and 
of  the  Honour  of  Boloigne,  which  had  lately  been  in  his  Cuftody  [m). 
K.  Henry  III.  pardoned  or  remitted  to  the  Heir  of  William  de  Come- 
burb  M  Marks  and  two  Palfreys,  being  a  Fine  for  obtaining  the  King's 
Favour  ;  William  having  died  in  Imprilbnment  for  that  Debt  (;/).  The 
fame  King  pardoned  William  de  Lund  C  s,  imprefled  to  him  out  of  the 
King's  Treafure  at  the  Exchequer  (0).  For  good  Service  done  to  the 
King  by  Efigelard  de  Cygoriy  in  his  Lifetime,  the  King  granted  to  his 
Executors,  that  they  (hould  be  quit  of  all  Accounts  to  be  rendered 
by  them  at  tlie  Exchequer,  and  of  all  Arerages  of  Account?,  and  of 
all  Debts  and  Imprefls  (^).  Emme  de  Ely  iiij  Marks  and  a  half,  Part 
of  her  Hulband's  Qi^iota  of  a  Tallage  fet  upon  the  Citizens  of  Lofi- 
don  (q).    The  King  quitted  Peter  de  Rivalle,  his  Heirs  and  Executors,

for   the  Wardrobe  (r).     The  King  pardoned   to  tlie   Maftcr  of  the 
liofpital  of  Ojfreng  the  lail  Tallage  alTefied  upon  hini  and  his  Te- 
nants (j).     It  having  been  teftined  before  the  King,  that  Nicholas  de 
Bajjingburv.y  an  Alicilbr  and  Colkd:or  of  tlie  Trtntifme  in  Cambrhig- 
Jhirc,  had  been  malicioufly  robbed  cf  xx/  (theKi-.g's  Money)  arifiiig 
out  of  the  Trentifme,  the  King  remitted  to  him  the  xx  /,  and  com- 
manded the  Barons  to  difcharge  him  of  it  (/).     The  Prior  of  Luff'clJ 
was  attached  to  account.     Becaufe  of  the  Poverty  of  that  Priory,  the 
Account,  for  a  Fine  paid  to   the  King,  was  remitted   to   them  (;v). 
Mellre  Robert  de  Beuver,   an  Accountant,  had  loft  the  Rolls  and  Re- 
membrances, whereby  he  ought  10  render  his  Account  to  the  King's 
Ufe :  hereupon  the  King  by  Privy  Seal  commands  the  Barons  to  take 
of  him  fome  reafonable  Fine  for  the  fame  Account,  and,  that  being 
done,  to  acquit  him  thereof  {10).

The  lame  King  par- 
doned to  the  Earls,  Barons,  and  all  others,  who  ferved  in  Perlbn  ia 
Aquitany  in  the  War  moved  between  K.  Edward  I.  and  the  King  of 
France,  the  Onzime  and  Difme  granted  to  the  faid  K.  Edivard  I,. 
payable  out  of  the  Goods  of  the  faid  Perfons  who  ferved  in  that 
War  a).  But  when  the  King  had  ordered  certain  Debts  to  be  re- 
fpited  or  pardoned,  he  fometimes  countermanded  fuch  Order.. 
K.  Henry  III,  in  the  51ft  Year  of  his  Reign,  commanded  the  Trea- 
furer  and  Barons  in  full  Exchequer,  that  no  Sheriff  or  Bailiff,  who 
owed  the  King  any  Debt,  Ihould  depart  from  the  Exchequer  till  he 
had  fully  paid  it ;  and  that  if  any  Writ  was  afterwards  lent  to  the 
Barons  for  refpiting  or  pardoning  fuch  Debt,  they  fliould  not  do  any 
Thing  thereupon,   without  confuhing  the  King  himftlf  [d). 

XXI.  If  upon  the  Account  viewed  and  Hated,  the  Crown  was 
found  indebted  to  the  Accountant,  the  Sum  in  which  the  Crown 
was  lb  found  indebted  was  called  Supcrplus  or  Superplufagiitm ;  prob,- 
ably,  becaufe  it  was  yo  much  more  than  the  Accountant's  Receipts..

XXII.  If  an  Accountant  did  not  come  to  render  his  Account,  or  did 
not  purfue  the  fame  in  due  Manner,  he  was  punirticd  feveral  Ways  :

If  he  did  not  anfwer  to  the  Crown  the  Debts  or  Sums  wherewith 
he  was  charged,  he  was  committed  either  to  the  Marfliall,  or  to  the 
FIcet-Prifon,  or  to  the  Tower  of  London.

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If  Accountants  departed  from  the  Exchequer,  before  their  Accounts 
were  fpeeded,  or  without  Leave  of  the  Barons,  they  were  (if  Com- 
moners) to  be  attached  by  their  Bodies.  As  in  the  Cafe  of  Willlavi 
de  Lucy  (</),  Warner  Engayne  (e),  jidam  de  Wejlon  ffj,  and  others. 
Sometimes  Accountants  found  Sureties,  not  to  depart  from  hondon 
without  Leave  of  the  Treafurer  and  Barons.  Johi,  Vnonv  o^  Newdurg, 
Roger  de  la  Leye,  Mafter  R.  de  Gofebcc,  Marfhal  of  the  Exchequer, 
and  Richard  de  Hereford,  became  Sureties  before  the  Barons,  that  Gil- 
bert de  Geyles,  ^hcn^  o^  LincolnJJnre,  fliould  not  depart  from  Z/C//(^(?/z 
without  Leave  of  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  [g).

lie  was  lield  for  the  faid  Arrerages  (/').  IVi'/Zuim  dc  Bicok,  Clerk  of 
Simon  dc  BraJciiham,  late  Sheriff  of  the  Counties  of  Bedford  and  Bu- 
kingham,  was  committed  to  Prifon  for  giving^l!^7«J■  ii  faljds  refponfiones, 
when  he  was  oppofed  concerning  divers  Debts  which  went  out  in 
Summonce  againft  Roger  Lejlraiige  (k).  The  King  by  his  Writ  com- 
manded the  Barons,  that  as  to  the  Imprifoning  of  fuch  Sheriffs  as  were 
in  Arere,-  or  did  not  duly  account,  or  the  committing  of  them  to  the 
Marfhall,  they  fliould  do  as  the  Barons  were  formerly  wont  to  do  in 
like  Cafes  (/). 

Lords  and  others,  who  claimed  to  have  Franchifes  within  their 
Seigneurie  or  Liberty,  were  to  come  yearly  to  the  King's  Exchequer, 
when  the  Sheriff  of  their  County  was  paffmg  his  Account ;  and  then 
they  were  to  render  an  Account  there  of  the  Iffues  of  their  Franchife  : 
and  upon  fuch  Account  rendered,  they  were  allowed  to  their  own 
Ufe  fo  much  of  the  Iffues  of  their  Franchife,  as  they  were  rightfully 
intituled  unto  by  Charters  from  the  Crown.  But  if  the  faid  Lords 
and  others  failed  to  appear  by  their  Bailiff  or  Attorney  upon  the  She- 
riff's Account,  or  did  not  make  due  Execution  and  Retorn  of  the 
King's  Summonces  fent  forth  to  them,  or  made  Default  in  paying 
their  Ferms  or  other  Debts  payable  at  the  Exchequer;  in  theft-  Cafes 
it  was  ufual  for  the  King  to  feize  their  Franchife  into  his  own  Hands. 
The  Town  of  Walingford  was  feized  into  the  King's  Hand,  becaufe 
they  did  not  appear  at  the  Exchequer  upon  the  Sheriff's  View  of  his 
Account  (/;;) ;  and  the  Liberty  of  St.  Edmund  for  the  fame  Caufe  («).

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Contempt  done  by  their  Bailiffs  in  departing  from  the  Court  without 
Licence  (/),     The  Liberty  of  the  Hundred  oi  Rochford  was  taken  into 
the  King's  Hands,  becaufe  '^fohn  de  Burgh  and  his  Baihffs  did  not 
execute  the  King's  Writs  within  that  Liberty,  nor  fuffer  the  Sheriff 
of  EJJ'ex  to  execute  them  (/v).     The  City  of  London  was  taken  into  the 
King's  Hand  for  a  Trefpafs  of  the  Affize  :  and  the  Cuftody  of  it  was 
dehvered  to  'John  de  Gizors  (w).

XXIIL  If  tiie  King's  Debtor  was  a  Clergyman,  and  had  no  Lay- 
fee  whereby  he  might  be  diilrcined.  Writs  were  wont  to  iffue  to  the 
Bifliop  of  the  Diocefe,  commanding  him  to  dillrein  fuch  Debtor  by 
his  EcclefiaCtical  Benefices.  Many  of  thefe  Writs  had  in  them  a 
Claufe,  importing,  that  if  the  Bilhop  failed  to  make  due  Execution, 
the  King  would  caufe  the  Debt  to  be  levied  on  tbc  Billiop's  Barony  (c7).

on  tlie  prefcnt  Bilhop's  B^irony  {g).  At  another  Time,  the  Bifliop  of 
Exeter  was  commanded  by  feveral  Writs,  to  diflrein  Oliver  de  'Tracy 
by  his  Ecclefiaftick  Benefice.  The  Bilhop  had  failed  to  execute  thofe 
Writs.  The  Sheriff  of  DevonJl:ire  was  ordered  to  levy  the  Money 
due  to  the  King  from  Oliver  on  the  Goods  of  the  Bifliop's  Barony  (/6). 
The  Dillrefs  in  thefc  Cafes  was  (as  I  take  it)  by  way  of  Sequeftration. 
And  when  by  fequeflring  the  Ilfues  of  the  Benefice,  or  by  other 
Means,  the  King's  Debt  was  fecured,  then  the  Sequeftration  was 
relenfed."  So  it  was  in  the  Cafe  of  '^olm.Wak.  He  was  indebted  to 
the  King  in  Lx  Marks.  The  King  by  his  Writ  commanded  the 
Bifliop  ot  Exeter  to  diflrein  him  by  his  Ecclcfiafl:ical  Benefices.  The 
Bifliop  diureined  him  in  feven  feveral  Benefices,  and  received  out  of 
the  Profits  thereof  the  Sum  of  Lviij  Marks  and  xl  d;  and  'John  found 
Security  for  the  Refidue  of  his  Debt ;  whereupon  the  King  ordered 
the  Sequeflration  to  be  releafed  (/).     Or  if  a  Man  was  in  general  en-

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tituled  to  the  Privilege  of  the  Church,  and  had  no  Lay-fee,  he  was  to 
be  diflreined  by  the  Ordinary.  Robert  de  IVitucy  had  no  Lay-fee,  but 
lived  on  a  Corrody  in  the  Abbey  of  Eynjham :  the  Ordinary  was  com- 
manded to  diftrein  him  by  his  Corrody  {k). 

XXIV".  The  Accountants,  at  the  Time  of  PaiTmg  their  Accounts, 
did,  as  it  feems,  fomctimes  fit  upon  a  Bench  or  Benches  in  the  Court 
of  Exxhequer.  In  the  firft  Year  of  K.  EJivard  I,  it  was  adjudged  at 
the  Exchequer,  that  the  Biihop  of  Noriuich  ought  not  to  anfwer  for 
tlie  King's  Dchts  per  manum  fiuim.  And  thereupon  'John  de  Roy?iges, 
the  Bifliop's  Attorney,  was  ordered  to  go-off  from  the  Bench  of  Ac- 
countants (/).  Smon  de  Bradenham,  Sheriff  of  EJJex  ixnd  Her/ ford,  fat 
at  the  Exchequer  in  rendering  his  Account.  And  after  he  had  been 
fworn  to  charge  himfelf  duly  with  the  King's  Debts,  he  was  appofed 
by  the  Barons  upon  the  Summonce  of  the  Pipe  («).  Richard  de  IVeUe- 
Jord  and  Simon  de  Mereivortb,  Sheriffs  of  Lcndon  and  Middkfex,  fat  at 
the  Exchequer  to  make  the  View  of  their  Account.  And  the  Alayor 
and  Aldermen  of  the  City  were  called  to  make  their  Claim  touching 
certain  Ferms  and  other  Debts  running  in  Demand  upon  the  Citizens, 
to  the  King's  Ufe  («). 

XXV.  It  was  obferved  in  another  Place  {0),  that  although  the 
King's  Money  was  nioft  generally  paid-in  at  his  Exchequer,  yet  it 
was  alfo  fometimcs  paid  to  the  King  himfelf  in  his  Palace,  in  Camera 
Regis.  So  it  may  be  obferved  here,  that  although  Accounts  were 
properly  to  be  rendered  at  the  Exchequer,  yet  they  were  alfo  fome- 
tiines  rendered,  either  wholly  or  in  Part,  to  the  King,  or  his  OfBcers

And  when  an  Accountant  had  rendered  his  Account  to  the  King  him- 
felf,  the  fame  was  wont  to  be  fignified  to  the  Barons  of  the  Exche- 
quer by  the  King's  Writ;  and  thereupon  the  Accountant  was  dif- 
charged  at  the  Exchequer;  as  it  appears  by  the  Inftances  above  cited. 
But  I  am  to  treat  only  of  the  Accounts  that  were  rendered,  at  the

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XXVII.  It  hath  been  fliewn  above  (y),  that  in  the  mofl  ancient 
Times,  the  Chancery  was  ulually  holden  at  the  Exxheqiier  :  or,  if  you 
pleafe,  many  or  moft  of  the  Chancery  Writs  were  then  difpatched 
and  fcaled  at  the  Exchequer  ;  at  which  Place  the  Great  Seal  v/as  com- 
monly kept.     When  therefore  the  Chancery  was  feparated  from  the 
Exchequer,  and  the  Charters,  Writs,  and  Precepts  of  the  Great  Seal 
came  to  be  centered  by  themfelves  in  the  Rotuli  Cancellarice  (fuch  as 
the  Charter- Rolls,   Patent-Rolls,  Cic.)  at  or  about  the  Beginning  of 
K.  Jobiis  Reign  -,   then,  as  it  feems,  commenced  the  Method  (which 
has  been  continued  ever  lince)  of  fending  Ellreats  from  the  Chancery 
into  the  Exchequer.     But  this  I  propofe  as  a  Con'iedlure.     In  Fact, 
from  the  Beginning  of  the  Reign  of  K.  '\john,  they  wrote  every  Year 
the  fiid  Rotuli  Cancellcirice,   and  afterwards  made  Eltreats  thereof; 
which  Eftreats  were  tranfmitted  into  the  Exchequer,  and  were  called 
Onginale  or  Origmalia,  the  Originals,  and  Rxtracla  Cancellarice,  the 
EOreats  of  the  Chancery.     They  were  written  out  of  the  Fine  Rolls,- 
Patent-Rolls,  and  other  Rolls  of  the  Chancery,     And  out  of  them. 
Fines,  Ferms,  i3c.  were  taken,  and  put  m  Charge  at  the  Exchequer 
for  the  King's  Profit.     In  fome  of  the  ancient  Chancery-Rolls  extant 
in  the  Tower  of  Londo)i,  we  find  Breaks  in  the  Rolls,  with  thcfc  or 
fuch-hke  Words  :    Mittenduw,  or  Hinc  mittcndian  ejl  ad  Scaccarium, 
intimating,  that  what  followed  there  in  the  Roll  was  not  yet  eftreat- 
€d.     This  Kind  of  Note  was  made  in  the  Chancery-Rolls  of  the  2d 
Year  of  K.  John  ffj,  the  iSth  Year  of  K.  He?iry  III.   {g),  and  in 
the  Rolls  of  many  other  Years.     Thefe  Notes  made  upon  the  Rolls 
were  for  a  Memorandum  to  the   Clerk  or  Officer  in  Chancery,    of 
what   had    been    eflreatcd    from    thence    into    the  Exchequer,    and 
what  not  ;    that  he  might  be   fure  he  did  not  fail   in  his  Duty   of 
eftreating.     When  this  Record  was  adtually  brought  into  the  Exche- 
quer, it  was  there  immediately  called  Originale,  the  Original ;  which 
Name  is  probably  as  ancient  as  the  Ufage  of  eftreating.     Mention  is

And  frequently  in 
the  Reign  of  K.  Henry  III :  for  Inftance,  in  the  nth  Year  (/),  the 
1 3th  Year  (w),  the  1 8th  Year  (72),  the  22d  Year  (0),  the  25th  Year  (/>), 
the  26th  Year  (y),  and  many  other  Years  of  K.  Henry  III,  But  I 
need  not  infift  on  this,  becaufe  there  remains  in  the  Exchequer  to 
this  Day  (to  wit,  in  the  Lord  Treafurer's  Remembrancer's  Oiiice)  a 
Series  of  thefe  Originals,  from  the  Reign  of  K.  Henry  III  inclufive, 
to  the  prefent  Times.  Next,  as  to  the  Manner  of  eftreating  or  deU- 
vering  in  thefe  Originals.  In  the  2 2d  Year  of  K.  Henry  III,  the 
Original  was  fent  to  H.  de  Fatejhull,  Treafurer,  under  the  Seal  of  the 
King's  Chancellour,  on  the  Eve  of  St.  '^ohn  Baptiji[r).  In  the  i8th 
Year  of  K.  Edward  I,  it  was  delivered  to  J.  Biflhop  of  Ely,  Trea- 
furer, by  the  Hand  oi  R.  Bifhop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  Chancellour  (j).

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to  "John  de  Droknesford,  the  Treafurer's  Lieutenant,  by  the  Hand  of 
W.  de  Hamcltofi,  Chancellour  of  England  (u).  In  the  tenth  Year  of 
K.  Edward  II,  the  Original  was,  it  feems,  delivered  in  to  the  Ex- 
chequer by  William  de  Ayrcminne,  Keeper  of  the  Rolls  of  the  Chan- 
cery ;  as  the  firrt  Membrane  of  the  Bundle  for  that  Year  witnefleth  j 
and  the  Debts  contained  therein  were  flraitway  fent  out  in  Summonce 
for  the  King's  Ufe  (w).  The  fame  William  delivered  into  the  Ex- 
chequer a  Cedule  (Part  of  the  Original  of  that  Year)  in  the  Room  of 
a  Roll  or  Membrane  contained  in  that  Bundle,  which  had  been 
amended  in  the  Chancery,  after  tJie  Original  was  eftreated.  The 
Cedule  is  titled,  De  arentatione  ^  .excultiira  Vajlorum  forejia  de  Wyn- 
iiejore  ;  and  is  endorfed  in  tbe  Words  hereunder  written  (x). 

Eftreats  were  alio  wont  to  be  made  of  Fines,  Amercements,  and 
fuch  like,  from  the  Court  holden  coram  Rege,  and  from  the  Common 
Bench,  and  from  the  kers.  Sec.  All  thefe  were,  I  think,  called  the 
foreign  Ellreats  ;  and  were  fent  out  in  another  Summonce  than  that 
which  was  awarded  for  the  Debts  contained  in  the  Originals.  If  thefe 
Eftreats,  or  others  which  ought  of  Right  to  be  delivered  in,  were 
not  brought-in  in  due  Time,  a  Writ  or  Writs  were  wont  to  ilfue  to 
the  Juftices  or  Perfons  befoi'e  whom  they  lay,  to  bring  them  in.  In

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tlie  Exchequer  were  commanded  [by  Writ]  to  enquire  diligently,  in 
whofe  Hands  were  the  Rolls  and  Cirographs  made  as  well  before  the 
Juftices  in  Eire,  as  in  the  Court  coram  Rege,  and  in  the  Bank,  fince 
the  King's  firfl:  Coronation  at  Gloucejier,  which  ftill  remained  abroad, 
and  to  caufe  them  to  be  brought  to  the  Exchequer,  to  be  laid  up  ia 
the  King's  Treafury ;  and  to  enjoin  all  the  Jullices,  to  deliver  in  to 
the  Barons  for  the  future  their  Rolls  and  Chirographa,  relating  to  the 
King,  that  the  fame  might  be  kept  in  the  Treafury  {a).  In  the  fame 
Year,  feveral  Writs  were  awarded  to  feveral  Perfons,  ordering  them 
to  biiiig  in  the  Rolls  of  the  Jultices  remaining  in  fundry  Places.  The 
Abbot  of  Leicejier  was  ordered  to  bring  in  all  the  Rolls  left  in  his 
Abbey,  of  tlie  Pleas  had  before  Stephen  tie  Segrave,  as  well  in  the 
Bank  as  in  Iters  ;  and  likewife  the  Priour  of  Kenil-ivorth.  The  like 
Writs  were  fent  to  Henry  de  Bratton  touching  the  Rolls  of  Martin  de 
Pafejl:ell  and  William  de  Radley  [b).  In  the  14th  Year  of  K.  Edward  I, 
Salomon  de  Rochejlcr  znd  his  Coniuflices  were  commanded  by  Writ  to 
fend  into  the  Exchequer  with  all  Speed,  the  Ell:reats  of  Amerce- 
ments fet  in  their  Iter  in  the  County  of  EJJi'x,  that  the  fame  might 
be  in  Readinefs  for  the  King's  Service  and  might  be  laid  up  in  the 
Treafury.  And  thefe  Elireats  were  afterwards  brought  in  by  the 
Hand  of  Hugh  de  Kendale  (t).

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XXVIII.  Tallies  were  of  great  and  corrftant  Ufe  in  the  Exchequer.. 
The  Ule  of  them  was  very  ancient  j  coeval,  for  ought  that  I  know,, 
with  the  Exchequer  itfelf  in  England.  The  Word,  Tallie,  is  ori- 
ginally Frt'wr/'.  It  figniiies  Cutting;  as  every  Body  knows.  Thefe 
Tallies  were  Pieces  of  Wood  cut  in  a  peculiar  Manner  of  Cor- 
refpondency.  For  Example  :  A  Stick  or  Rod  of  Hazel  (or  perhaps 
of  fome  other  Wood)  well  dried  and  feafoned,  was  cut  fquare  and 
uniform  at  each  End  and  in  the  Shaft.  The  Sum  of  Money  which  it 
bore  was  cut  in  Notches  in  the  Wood  by  the  Cntter  of  the  Tallies, 
and  likewife  written  upon  tv/o  Sides  of  it  by  the /f  r/Vf r  of  the  Tallies. 
The  Tally  was  cleft  in  the  Middle,  by  the  Deputy  Chamberlains, 
with  a  Knife  and  Mallet,  through  the  Shaft  and  the  Notches ;  where- 
by it  made  two  Halves,  each  Half  having  a  Superfcription  and  a 
Half  Part  of  the  Notch  or  Notches.  A  Notch  of  fuch  a  Largenefs 
fignified  M/;  a  Notch  of  another  Largenefs,  C/;  of  another  Size, 
XX /;  of  another,  xxj;  of  another,  j  j-,  &c.  It  being  thus  divided 
or  cleft,  one  Part  of  it  was  called  a  Tally,  the  other  a  Countertally  ; 
or  a  Tally  and  a  Foil,  Folium.  One  of  the  Parts  was  alfo  fometimes 
called  Scachia,  and  the  other  ContratalUa  [d)  ;  and  fometimes  one 
was  called  ContratalUa,  and  the  other  Stipes  {e),  and  Cbacia  {f). 
However  thefe  were  in  Effedl  one  Tally,  or  two  Parts  of  one  entire 
Thing.  And  when  thefe  two  Parts  came  afterwards  to  be  joined,  if 
they  were  genuine,  they  fitted  fo  exaftly  that  they  appeared  evidently 
to  be  Parts  the  one  of  the  other.  Concerning  Tallies,  the  Reader  may 
alfo  pleafe  to  confultthe  Dialogue  de  Scaccario  (g).  The  Ufe  of  them 
(like  as  the  Defign  or  Ufe  of  indenting  of  Charters)  was  to  prevent 
Fraud .

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Tallies,  as  well  thole  that  were  made  out  at  the  Exchequer,  as 
thofe  which  were  ufed  in  pais,  were  wont  to  have  a  Superfcripture, 
importing  of  what  Nature  they  were,  and  for  what  Purpofe  given. 
Rohert  de  Fulbam  gave  a  Tally  of  Acquittance.  It  was  fuperfcribed  to 
be  for  Money  which  he  had  received  in  LincolnJJnre,  and  that  he  was 
to  acquit  the  Payer  de  tanto  at  the  King's  Exchequer.  This  was  a 
'Tally  made  in  the  Countrey  (-6).  The  Tallies  of  the  Exchequer 
were  frequently  allowed  at  the  Upper  Exchequer,  by  Award  of  the 
Jufticier  or  of  the  Trealurer  and  Barojis  ;  as  in  the  Cafe  of  the  Earl 
de  Ferrers  (:),  the  Earl  of  Ejj'cx  {^k),  the  Town  of  Wilton  (/j,  and 
others.  In  the  49th  Year  of  K.  Henry  III,  PhiUppde  Keylmers  came 
before  the  Barons,  and  produced  a  Tally  of  Acquittance  given  to  him 
by  Williafn  de  Lijle.  It  had  been  broken  by  Mifchance,  and  was  left 
in  the  Cuftody  of  the  Remembrancer  («).  In  the  13  th  and  14th 
Year  of  K.  Edward  I,  Mafter  Henry  Sampfon  brought  before  the 
Barons  of  the  Exchequer  [the  Pieces  of]  a  whole  Tally  for  iiij  /, 
levied  by  the  Sheritt  of  Rutlandjhire ;  which  Tally  was  by  Mifchance

K.  Ed- 
ward \  {Anno  Regni  \  \)  made  a  Provilion  or  Order,  to  be  obferved 
•in  the  Exchequer,  concerning  TalHes  that  happened  to  be  loft,  vix. 
that  fuch  Talhes  (hould  be  innovated,  and  the  CountcrtalHes  thereof 
quaflied  ;  with  ibme  other  Particulars  to  be  prailifcd  upon  that  Oc- 
cafion.  This  Provifion  is  fet  forth  in  Ry/cy's  Appendix  [o).  A  Coun- 
tertally,  containing  lefs  than  the  Stipes  by  iiij  d,  was,  upon  View  of 
the  Rolls  of  the  Receipt,  ordered  by  the  Barons  to  be  mended,  and 
made  to  agree  with  the  Stipes  ;  in  the  Cafe  of  IFill'iam  Bykot  (/>).  A 
Tally  was  to  be  innovated  for  John  deEfctidemor.  He  was  ordered  by 
the  Barons  to  fue  to  the  Treafurcr  to  get  it  innovated  ;  without  whofe 
Prefence  at  the  Exchequer  it  could  not  be  done  [(j).  The  Mayor, 
Aldermen,  and  Community  of  Z/0«fl'(3«  fined  to  K.  Edward  \,  in  MM/, 
for  the  Vintifme  of  the  Cities,  Burghs,  and  Demeanes,  granted  to 
tlie  King  in  Aid  pur  f aire  Fitz  Chivaler.  Part  of  this  Fine,  to  wit, 
one  thouland  Marks,  payable  by  the  Mayor  and  Citizens  on  the  Morrow 
of  All  Souls,  was  affigned  by  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  to  William 
Trente,  the  King's  Butler,  towards  the  Payments  and  Purveyances  to 
be  made  by  William  in  his  Office.  And  a  Tally  was  made  at  the  Ex- 
chequer under  the  Name  of  the  faid  Citizens,  and  delivered  to  Williamy 
who  was  to  deliver  it  to  the  Citizens  when  they  paid  him  the  faid  Sum. 
And  a  Writ  of  the  Exchequer  was  iffued  to  the  faid  Mayor,  Alder-

XXIX.  Counters  were  fometimes  ufed  at  the  Exchequer  in  the  Way 
of  Computation.  In  which  Cafe,  the  Counters  were  laid  in  Rows 
upon  the  feveral  Diftindtures  of  the  chequered  Cloth  ;  viz.  one  Row 
or  Place  for  Pounds,  another  for  Shillings,  G?c  (j).  In  the  feventeenth 
Year  of  K.  "John,  ten  Shillings  of  Venetian  Money,  and  likewife  two 
Befants,  were  ufed  at  the  Exchequer  for  Counters.  The  ten  Venetian. 
Shillings  were  valued  at  xvj,  and  the  two  Befants  at  iij  s  v]d  (t).  In 
the  33d  Year  of  K.  Henry  III,  a  certain  Thief  was  apprehended 
in  Rochejler.  Several  Counters  belonging  to  the  King's  Exchequer 
were  found  about  him.  Some  of  the  Men  of  that  Town  were  im- 
prifoned  upon  that  Occafion.  The  King  ordered  the  Counters  to  be 
returned  to  the  Exchequer  from  whence  they  were  taken  {ti).  In  the 
twelfth  Year  of  K.  Edward  U,  Rogicro  Ardyngelli,  a  Florentine  Mer- 
chant, came  before  the  Treafurer  and  Barons,  and  brought  with  him 
XX  Shillings  of  the  new  Money  of  Venice,  which  exceeded  Sterling 
Money  in  Weight  and  Value.     They  were  delivered  to  the  Bifliop  of

I.  TT  E  T  me  now  (peak  concerning  the  Officers  or  Minifters  of 
I  the  Exchequer.  I  fhall  be  very  brief  in  what  I  fay  concern- 
-*— *  ing  them,  becaufe  I  intend  to  purfue  the  fame  Method  in 
this  Cafe,,  which  I  liave.  obferved  in  the  foregoing  Parts  of  this 
Hillory  ;  that  is,  I  fliall  fet  down  only  fuch  Things  as  I  find  in  Re- 
cords :  In  Truth,  one  is  able  to  give  but  an  imperfecfl  Account  of 
feveral  Officers  or  of  their  Fundlions,  efpecially  during  the  firff  Period 
and  for  fome  time  after..  For  in  thofc  Times  they  are  (if  I  obferve. 
right)  commonly  fpoken  of  in  indefinite  Terms,  and  not  diftinguifhed 
from  one  another  by  a  particular  Name,  or  by  a  Charadler  of  their 
proper  Office.  The  Clerks  of  the  Great  Exchequer  or  moft  of  them 
were  then  ufually  comprehended  under  the  general  Name,  o{  Clericus 
Scaccarij :  And  in  like  Manner  the  Clerks  employed  at  the  Receipt,  or 
moft  of  them,  under  the  general  Style  of  Ckrici  Thefaurarij  i^  Ca- 
jiiertiriorum,  or  Clerici  de  Rccepta.  I  fpeak  now  of  thofe  Clcrkfhips  or 
Offices  which  were  not  Serjcanties.  For  the  Serjeanties  were  eafily. 
diilinguiniablc  from  the  refl.     The  Perfons  following  are  refpetftively 
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ftyled  Cli'ricus  de  Scaccario  ;  viz.  Richard  Jc  Staiinford  (a),  Nicolas  de 
Ciifelh  [l)),  Elias  de  Hereford  {c),  Hugh  de  Oyldebof  and  Laurence  de 
London  \d),  Adatn  4e  Stratton  [e),  William  de  Roivell  {/),  and  Wil- 
liam Flore  {g).  Elias  de  Hereford  was  a  Remembrancer  of  the  Ex- 
chequer before  and  at  this  Time  [h)  ;  and  fo  was  Nicolas  de  Caflello. 
The  like  Way  of  fpeaking  was  ufed  in  former  Times  concerning. the 
Officers  or  Clerks  of  the  King's  Chancery.  Then  the  Clerks  of  the 
Chancery,  as  well  of  higher  as  lower  Rank,  whofe  Offices  have  fince 
been  difcriminated  from  one  another  by  diftindl  and  proper  Names, 
were  commonly  called  by  the  general  Name  of  Clerici  Cancellarice -, 
as  fufficiently  appeareth  to  them  that  are  converfant  in  Records. 
Again,  fometimes  the  Officers  of  the  Exchequer  are  called  Minijlri 
Regis  de  Scaccario  (/).  For  the  Reafons  mentioned  here  above,  I  fliall 
difcourfe  of  the  Officers  of  the  Exchequer,  under  both  Periods  toge- 
ther. The  principal  Officers  of  the  Great  or  Superiour  Exchequer 
were,  the  two  Remembrancers,  the  IngrofTer  of  the  Great  Roll,  the 
Uflier,  the  Conllable,  the  Marflial^  the  Auditours,  the  Clerk  of 
Eflreats. 

II.  Of  the  Clerk  or  Officer  called  Remembrancer,  Memorator,  and 
Kememorator.  There  were  anciently  at  the  Exchequer  two  Remem- 
brancers. As  other  Clerks  of  the  Exchequer  were  fometimes  called 
in  general  Terms,  the  King's  Clerks  [and  other  Minifters  there,  the 
King's  Minifters  of  his  Exchequer] :  So  the  Remembrancers  were,  as 
it  feems,  fometimes  called  Rememoratores  Regis.  In  the  38th  Year 
of  K.  Henry  III,  the  Sheriff  of  Oxford/hire  was  commanded  to 
diftrein  the  Bailiffs  of  Richard  Earl  of  Cornwall,  the  Abbot  of  Weft- 
minfler,  and  other  Noblemen,  to  anfwer  to  the  King,  wherefore  they 
do  not  diflrein  for  the  King's  Debts  within  their  Liberties,  nor  will 
permit  the  King's  Bailiffs  or  the  Sheriff  to  enter  and  diflrein  for  the 
faid  Debts.  A  Roll  containing  the  Names  of  thufe  Noblemen  was 
laid   up    in  the  Chefl   of    the   King's   Remembrancer   at   the  Ex-

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chequer  {k).  Or  perhaps  this  Memorator  Regis  might  be  the  particular 
Officer  who  has  been  fince  called  the  King's  Remembrancer.  Again, 
one  of  them  was  called  Uniis  Rememoratcrum,  and  the  other  Alter' 
Rememoratoriim.  Nicolas  de  Cajile  was  the  XJmis,  and  Mailer  Odo  dc 
Wejhnirijlre  was  the  Alter  (/) . 

In  the  19th  of  K.  Edii'cird  I,  an  Entry  was  made  in  the  Roll  of 
one  of  the  Remembrancers.  About  feven  Years  after  the  Matter  of 
this  Entry  came  to  be  queflioned.  The  Chancellour  of  the  Ex- 
chequer and  three  of  the  Barons,  who  were  Chancellour  and  Barons  in 
the  laid  19th  Year,  declared  exprefly  that  they  knew  nothing  of  it  ; 
but  did  believe  it  was  written  hyyohn  de  Kyrkcby,  the  Remembrancer 
(for  it  was  in.  his  Hand)  by  Order  of  the  Bilhop  of  Bath  and  Wells, 
who  was  then  Treafurer.  And  'John  de  Kyrkeby  declared,  that  he 
wrote  it  by  the  Order  of  the  faid  Treafurer  (;//).  Here  'John  de 
Kyrkeby  is  ftyled  a  Remembrancer  ;  but  it  doth  not  appear  which  of 
the  two  he  was. 

\\\  Procefs  of  Time,  one  of  them  came  to  be  called  the  Kings  Re^ 
membrancer,  the  other  the  'Trecfuver  s  Remembrancer.  And  their 
Offices  were  diftinct.  As  doth  fufficiently  appear  by  the  dillinifl  Re- 
membrances or  Bundles  o^  Memoranda,  which  have  been  made  up  in 
their  refpedlivc  Orhce?,  and  remain  there  from  very  antient  Time  to 
this  Day.  On  the  26th  D.iy  of  February,  in  the  27th  Year  of 
K.  Edivard  I,  Walte>-  Bifhop  of  Coz-entry  and  Lichfeld,  the  Treafurer, 
delivered  to  Robert  de  Balliol,  Sheriff  of  Northumberland,  the  Tran- 
fcript  of  an  Ordinance  and  Extent  of  the  Town  of  Berwick  upon 
Tweed,  in  five  Rolls,  under  the  Seal  of  John  de  Kyrkeby,  the  King's

Year  of  K.  Edivard  I.  yohn  de  Kyrkcby  was  admitted  to  the  Office  of 
Remembrancer  in  the  Exchequer;  and  was  fvvorn  before  the  Treafurer 
and  Barons  [s).  'John  de  Kyrkehy  had  been  a  Remembrancer  of  the 
Exchequer  for  feveral  Years  in  tlie  Reign  of  K.  Edward  I.     And  K.

Walter  de  Bedewynde,  Clerk,  was  admitted  to 
the  Office  of  a  Remembrancer  of  the  Exchequer,  in  the  Room  of 
yohn  de  Kyrhby  diitcQ.d,(cd  ;  and  the  fiime  Day  Walter  was  fworn  before 
the  Treafurer,  Barons,  and  King's  Council  at  the  Exchequer  («).  On 
Monday  the  i  ith  Day  of  OSioher,  in  the  5th  Year  of  K.  Edward  II. 
William  de  Everdon  was  admitted  to  the  Office  of  Treafurer's  Remem- 
brancer in  the  Exchequer ;  and  the  fame  Day  was  fworn  to  behave 
Iiimfelf  well  therein  (7c;).  In  the  fame  5t'i  Year,  the  King  by  his 
Writ  of  the  Great  Seal  commanded  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  to  de- 
liver to  Adam  de  Lymbergh,  Clerk,  the  Office  of  Remembrancer  in  the 
Exchequer,  which  '^obn  de  Cokerniuth  lately  held,  to  hold  to  Adam 
during  the  King's  Pleafure.

Accordingly  Robert,  being  prefent  in 
Court,  was  fworn ;  and  had  the  faid  Rolls  and  Memoranda  cklivered 
to  him  (_y).  Jchn  de  Kyrkeby,  one  of  the  Remembrancers  of  the 
Exchequer,  was  fent  into  Gloucejlerfbire  to  furvey,  haften,  and  afcer- 
tain  the  Debts  due  to  the  King  in  that  County  (.«).

in  the  i  ^th  Year  of  his  Reign,  by  Writ  of  Liberate  alfigned  to  Nicolas

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fiaftical  Benefice  fultable  to  his  Degree  (c).  In  the  6th  Year  of  K. 
Edward  II.  Adam  de  Limber gh,  one  of  the  Remembrancers,  had  xx  /. 
yearly  Stipend  allowed  to  him  by  the  Crown,  for  executing  his  Of- 
fice (./)  J  and  William  de  Everdon,  the  other  Remembrancer,  xl  Marks 
yearly  Stipend  for  himfelf  and  his  Clerks  {e). 

III.  The  Engrofler  of  the  Great  Roll  was  a  moft  ancient  and  a 
confiderable  Officer  in  the  Exchequer.  His  Office  is,  for  ought  that 
appears,  as  ancient  as  the  Exchequer  itfelf  j  that  is,  when  the  Ex- 
chequer was  firlt  inlHtuted  in  England,  then  fome  Perfon  or  Perfons 
was  or  were  employed  to  Write  the  Great  Rolls.  Infomuch,  that  one 
can  hardly  form  a  diftinit  Notion  of  an  Exchequer,  without  two 
Things,  to  wit,  a  Chequered  Board,  and  a  Gi-eat  Roll ;  which  two 
Things  have  been  fteadily  retained  tlirough  the  Courfe  of  feveral 
Ages,  wherein  the  Exchequer  hath  undergone  fome  Alterations  in 
other  Particulars.  It  is  true,  the  Stile  or  Name  of  Engroffer  of  the 
Great  Roll  doth  not,  for  ought  that  I  know,  occur  in  the  moft  ancient 
Times  next  after  the  Conqueft.  However,  the  coeval  Antiquity  of 
his  Office  is,  I  fuppofe,  fufficiently  evinced  by  the  coeval  Great  Rolls 
which  flill  remain. 

In  the  third  Year  of  K.  Edward  I.  Richard  de  Siaunford  and  Robert 
de  Walinesford  were  Writers  of  the  Great  Roll  ffj.  In  the  4th  Year 
of  K.  Edward  I.  the  Barons  enjoined  the  faid  Richard  de  Staunfordy 
a  Clerk  of  the  Exchequer,  to  go  and  take  the  Nomination  of  an  At- 
torney of  Pbilipp  de  Paunton,  in  a  Plea  of  Debt  depending  between 
him  and  the  Men  of  Graham  (^).

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of  his  Year,  by  Letter  Patent,  committed  to  Nicolas  dc  Balfcote  the 
Office  of  the  Grojfaria  [or  EngroirerlTiip]  wiiich  William  le  Dcvaieys 
lately  had  in  the  Exchequer  of  Dublin,  to  hold  during  his  Pleafure  : 
and  by  a  Clofe  Writ  commanded  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  of  the 
faid  Exchequer  to  give  him  PoflelTion  of  that  Otiice  (/6),  K.  ILd- 
li-ard  II.  in  the  firrt;  Year  of  his  Reign,  fent  a  Writ  of  the  Great  Seal 
to  Hugh  de  Notingham,  Clerk  ;  reciting,  that  the  King  willed  that  the 
laid  Hugh  fliould  execute  the  Office  of  Kceperlhip  of  the  Great  Rolls 
of  the  Exchequer  during  the  King's  Pleafure,  in  like  Manner  as  he 
had  done  in  the  Reign  of  K.  Edward  I ;  and  commanding  Hugh  forth- 
with to  repair  to  the  Exchequer  at  Wcjlminjier  to  execute  the  faid 
Office  (/).  In  the  52d  Year  of  K.  Henry  III.  Robert  de  Ferun,  late 
Sheriff  of  Wiltjlnre,  was  amerced  before  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer 
at  C  s.  for  a  Contempt,  This  Sum  was  by  the  Treafurer  and  Barons 
affigned  to  William  de  Rou^ell,  Clerk,  for  writing  the  Great  Roll  oi  the 
firfl  Year  of  K.  Edward  \.  And  a  Writ  of  Fieri  facias  ilfued  to  the 
Sheriff  to  enable  him  to  levy  it  upon  the  Goods  and  Chatells  of  the 
faid  Robert  {k).  In  the  19th  Year  of  K.  Edward  II.  an  Order  was 
made  for  increafing  the  Stipends  of  the  Engroffcr  of  the  Exchequer 
and  of  the  Remembrancer.  It  feems,  in  'Trinity  Term,  in  the  i6th 
Year  of  the  King,  by  virtue  of  a  Writ  direcfled  to  the  Treafurer  and 
Barons  in  that  Behalf,  a  Provifion  was  made  at  York  for  regulating 
certain  Things  in  the  Exchequer.  The  Articles  of  that  Provifion 
were  entered  in  the  Red-Book  remaining  in  the  Cullody  of  the  King's

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Remembrancer.  Part  of  thofe  Articles  relates  to  the  Engrofler's 
Office.  And  therein  it  is  fet-forth,  that  the  Great  RoH'of  one  Year 
was  now  larger  than  it  was  wont  to  be  in  three  or  four  Years  in  the 
Time  of  the  King's  Anceftours ;  tliat  there  were  feveral  Accounts  for 
former  Years  ftill  in  Arere ;  and  that  the  Bufinefs  in  the  faid  Exche- 
quer daily  increafed.  And  therefore  it  was  ordained,  that  two  Clerks, 
who  were  to  be  at  the  King's  Wages,  fliould  be  employed  to  engrofs 
the  foreign  Accounts  in  Aid  of  the  faid  EngrofTer,  until  the  Affairs  of 
the  Exchequer  could  be  put  into  a  better  Method  of  l^ifpatch.  Other 
Part  of  the  Articles  relates  to  the  Treafurer's  Remembrancer's  Office. 
Therein  it  is  fct-forth,  that  the  Bufinefs  of  the  faid  Office  was  very 
much  incrcafed  in  the  prefcnt  King's  Reign,  and  did  daily  increafe ; 
that  therefore  it  was  as  laborious  to  write  the  Rolls  and  Writs  of  that 
Oriice  for  one  Year,  as  for  five  or  fix  Years  in  the  Time  of  the  King's 
Progenitours  ;  and  that  the  faid  Remembrancer's  Fee  for  executing  his 
Office,  was  no  more  than  what  was  accuftomed  in  the  Time  of  the^ 
laid  Progenitours.  And  therefore  it  was  ordered  that  the  faid  Remem- 
brancer, befides  the  ufual  Fee,  fhould  have  and  receive  of  the  King 
yearly,  by  Advifemcnt  with  the  Trcafurer  and  Barons  for  the  Time 
being,  a  competent  Sum  for  rcteining  of  two  more  Clerks,  befides 
thofe  which  he  hath  already,  to  difpatch  the  Bufinefs  of  ,the  faid. 
Office ;  and  that  this  Order  fhould  be  obferved  till  further  Meafures 
could  be  taken.  But  in  regard  it  was  not  exprefsly  mentioned  in  the 
faid  Articles,  how  much  the  faid  EngrofTer  and  Remembrancer  fhould 
receive  for  the  Maintenance  of  the  faid  two  Clerks  ;  now,  in  this 
prcfent  Triniiy  Term,  in  die  19th  Year  of  the  King,  the  ArchbiHiop 
of  y^ork,  Treafurer,  and  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  upon  Con- 
fideration  of  the  Caie,  unanimouily  agreed  and  ordered,  that  the  faid 
Engrofler  and  Remembrancer,  befides  the  accuflomed  Salary  for  their 
refpedlive  Offices,  fhould  each  of  them,  in  Relief  of  their  Expences, 
receive  for  the  Maintenance  of  two  Clerks  twelve  Marks  yearly,  from 
the  Time  of  the  faid  Ordinances  ;  and  fo  from  henceforward  till 
further  Diredions  fhould  be  given  therein  (/).. 

IV.  The  Office  of  UJJjer  of  the  Exchequer  was  a  \try  ancient  and 
an  hereditary  Office.  K.  Henry  II.  by  his  Charter  granted  to  Roger 
de  Warenguefort  the  Miniftry  of  the  Chief  Ulhery  of  his  Exchequer, 
witli  the  Appurtenances  J.  to  hold  to  Roger  and  his  Heirs,  as  amply  as

any 
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any  other  held  it  in  the  Time  of  K.  Hc/iry  I  (///).  This  Oflice  was 
veiled  in  die  flud  Roger  ?.nd  his  Heirs  ;  and  was  holden^  of  the  King 
and  his  Heirs  by  Serjeanty,  as  will  appear  hereafter  in  this  Sed:ion. 
The  Chief  or  Hereditary  Ufher  had  feveral  Perfons  that  adted  under 
him  in  the  Great  Exchequer,  in  the  Exchequer  of  the  yens,  and  in 
the  Common  Bank.  In  the  37th  Ye^ir  of  K.  Henry  III.  Roger  del 
Efcheker  was  feifed  of  this  Otiice.  He  committed  a  great  Trefpafs 
againll  the  King.  And  for  that  Caufe,  the  King,  by  a  Writ  of  the 
Great  Seal,  commanded  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  to  feize  the  faid 
Roger's  Bailywick  or  Olhce  into  the  King's  Hand,  and  to  remove  all 
his  Under-ufliers  :  and  by  another  Writ  of  the  Great  Seal  the  King 
commanded  the  Juftices  of  the  Common  Bench  to  feize  into  his  Hand 
the  Bailywick  whicii  the  faid  Roger  had  in  the  Common  Bench  :  and 
all  the  Lands  belonging  to  the  faid  Serjeanty  were  likewife  taken  into 
the  King's  Hand  [fi).  Many  curious  and  uncommon  Memoires  relating 
to  this  Office  do  occur  in  Records.  I  fliall  fet  down  a  ^cw  of  them  ; 
taking  Notice  of  the  Succeflion  of  Ufliers,  which  is,  I  fuppofe,  de- 
ducible  from  Roger  Je  PFa/rngforei  ahovcnamed.  In  the  fecond  Year 
of  K.  Henry  II.  the  Sheriffs  of  London,  by  virtue  of  the  King's  Writ 
in  that  Behalf,  paid  to  Roger  the  Ojliaritis  de  Thefouro  xxviij  j-.  v  d. 
for  his  Livery  or  Corrody  (0)  :  and  in  the  fame  Year,  the  Sheriff  of 
Kent  paid  to  the  faid  Roger  a  Mark  of  Silver,  by  Order  of  the  Bidiop 
of  Rly,  a  Jufticier  or  Baron  of  the  Exchequer  (/>).  In  the  7th  Year 
of  K.  Henry  II.  the  fame  Roger  was  Ufher  of  the  Exchequer  i^q) :   and

Year  of  that  King,  EUas  was  Ulher  of  the  Exchequer,  and  had  the 
•Care  of  conveying  the  Summonces  that  ilfued  for  levying  the  King's 
Debts  throughout  England  (j).  Peradventure  the  Uihery  (it  being 
Jield  of  the  King  in  Capite  by  Serjeanty)  was  now  in  the  King's  Hand 
by  the  Deatli  of  Roger  the  Ulher,  whofe  Children  were  under  Age, 
and  his  Widow  in  the  King's  Donation.  For  in  the  i6th  Year  of 
that  King,  Elias  the  Ulher  fined  in  xx  Marks,  that  he  might  have  the 
Widow  oi  Ro'rcr  the  Ufher  and  his  Office,  until  Roger's  Children 
fhould  come  to  full  Age  (/).

In  the 
29th  Year,  Elias  the  Ufher  was  allowed  xij  d.  for  Wax  to  feal  the 
Writs  of  Summonces,  and  a  Mark  for  tranfmltting  the  Summonces 
through  England  [x].  In  the  31ft  Year,  Elias  the  Uflier  had  a  Mark 
paid  to  him  for  conveying  the  Summonces  through  England,  which 
were  retornable  in  Eajicr  and  Michaclmafs  Term  i^y).

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Year  of  K.  Richard  I.  two  Marks  were  paid  to  Elias  the  Uflier  for 
tranfniitting  the  Siimmonces  twice  in  that  Year  (2).     In  the  3d  Year 
of  K.  Kichnrd  I.  Laurence  was  Ulher  of  the  Hxchequer  ;    and  had 
three  Marks  for  conveying  the  Summonces  over  Efiglard  three  Times, 
and  two  Shilhngs  for  Wax  to  feal  them  {a).     In  the  4th  Year  of  that 
King,  Laurence  the  Uflier  was  paid  Lxvj  j  xj  ^  for  the  hke  Service  [b).

In   the  6th  Year  of  K.   John,  Laurence  Son  of  Alienor  fined  to  the 
King  in  Lx  Marks  and  one  Palfrey,  that  he  might  have  his  Inherit- 
ance, the   Ufhery  of  the  Exchequer  at  Wejiminjier,  with  the  Appur- 
tenances {g).     In  the  2d  Year  of  K.  Henry  III.  William  Driicll  fined 
in  C  Marks  and  a  Palfrey,  to  have  the  Office  late  of  Laurence  the 
Uflier  of  the  Exchequer,  and  to  have  the  Wardfhip  of  the  Land  and 
Heirs  of  the  faid  Laurence,  with  the  Marriage  of  them  and  of  the  faid 
Laurence"?,  Widow  (Z;).     In  the  27th  Year,  a  Writ  iffued  to  the  Cujlos 
of  the  Honour  of  JValingford,  commanding  him  to  rcfpite,  till  his 
next  Account,   the  Demand  which  he  made  on  Roger,  the  Ufher  of 
tlie  Exchequer,  of  military  Service  for  his  Land  oi  EJlon,  and  to  iliew 
Caufe  before  the  Barons  at  that  Day,  why  he  demanded  fuch  Service, 
in  regard  Roger  did  not  hold  the  faid  Land  of  the  Honour  of  Waling- 
jord,  but  by  the  Serjeanty  of  Ufhery  of  the  Exchequer,  as  it  was 
found  by  Inquihtion  (/).     Roger  was   Ufher  in   the  next  Year  {viz. 
the  28th  of  K.  Henry  III)  [k].     In  the  33d  Year,  in  regard  Mattbew 
lie  IVikes,  Uflier  of  the  King's  Exchequer,  was  attending  at  the  f\id 
Exchequer  on  Friday  next  after  the  Feail  of  St.  Matthew  the  Apoftlc, 
fo  that  he  could  not  appear  at  the  Court  of  Hefe  to  do  Suit  there,  the 
King  by  Writ  commanded  the  Bailiffs  of  Heje  not  to  put  him  in  De- 
fault for  his  Abfence  on   that  Day,  bccaufe  the  King  warranted  him 
for  that  Day.    Perhaps  Matthew  de  Wikes  might  be  an  Undcr-uHicr  (/). 
On  Monday  next  after  the  Octaves   of  the  H.  trinity,  in  the  40th 
Year  of  K.  Henry  III.  Roger  del  Exchequer  came  before  the  Barons, 
and  prefented  Nicholas  de  IFiyiton,  to  execute  in  his  Stead  the  Office 
of  Ulhery  during  the  Life  of  Nicholas,   provided  he  behaved  himfelf 
well  and  truly  in  the  faid  Office.

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the  fame  Day  in  Form  aforelaid  (//;).  In  the  52(1  Year  of  the  lame 
King,  Roger  del  Efchcquer  was  Chief  Uflicr,  and  Nicholas  de  IVinton 
and  Simon  de  Creton  were  his  Deputy-ulliers.  Roger  came  before  the 
Karons,  and  prefcnted  Simon  de  Creton  to  the  Office  of  an  Ufher,  in 
the  Room  of  Taylefcr  the  Urtier  deceafcd.  At  this  Time,  a  Writ 
ilfiied  to  the  Sheriff  of  Oxfordjl.ire,  reciting,  that  it  appeared  by  In- 
quifition,  that  Roger  del  Exchequer  -^ndi  his  Anceftours  held  their  Land 
of  Ejlon  in  the  County  of  Oxford,  of  the  King  and  his  Anceflours, 
Kings  of  England,  by  the  Service  of  keeping  the  Door  of  the  King's 
Exchequer,  and  not  by  Knight's  Service  of  the  Honour  of  JFalling- 
Jord;  and  therefore  the  King  commanded  the  Sheriff  by  that  Writ, 
to  furceafe  the  Demand  which  the  Baihffs  of  that  Honour  made  on 
Roger  for  the  Aid  to  the  Ranfom  of  the  King  of  Alemaigne,  payable 
out  of  the  faid  Land  («).  In  the  next  Year,  Roger  dc  Scaccario  granted 
for  himfelf  and  his  Heirs  to  Richard  de  Hcdcrjetc  the  Office  of  Ulher 
of  the  Exchequer  during  his  Life,  fo  that  Roger  or  his  Heirs  might 
not  put  him  out  of  the  faid  Otfice  (^0) ;  and  Roger  prefented  him  belore 
the  Barons,  and  he  was  fworn  into  the  faid  Office  (/>).  Richard  a'^ 
Hederjite  was  amerced  for  not  coming  to  take  Knighthood.  K.  Ed- 
ivard  I.  pardoned  his  Amercement  [q).  In  the  firll  Year  of  K.  Ed- 
li^ard  1.  Laurence  del  Efchequcr  granted  for  himfelf  and  his  Heirs  to 
Richard  de  Mendejl:)ajn,  that  he  would  give  Richard  the  firll  Bailywick 
in  his  Gift  that  (liould  become  void,  either  in  the  Common  Bench,  or 
in  the  Exchequer  of  the  fcins ;  that  in  the  mean  time,  till  he  could 
provide  for  Richard  in  that  Manner,  he  would  give  him  two  Marks 
SterWng  per  Annum  de  Camera  fua ;  that  when  he  provided  for  him  as 
aforefaid,  he  would  make  to  him  a  Letter  Patent  of  the  Office  for  his 
the  faid  Richard's  Life  ;  that  if  he  fliould  grant  to  Richard  an  Office 
or  Serjeanty  at  the  Common  Bench,  Richard  fliould  pay  him  for  it 
yearly  half  a  Mark ;  if  an  Office  or  Serjeanty  at  the  Exchequer  of

of  his  the  faid  Laure?ices,  Serjeants  or  Subllitutes  ufed  to  render  in  Hke 
Cafe.  And  for  Performance  of  this  Contraft,  Laurence  fubjcdled 
himfelf  to  the  Coercion  of  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  {r).  In  the 
3  2d  Year  ot  K.  Edward  I.  a  Writ  was  fent  to  the  Barons,  command- 
ing them  to  certify  to  the  King  under  the  Exchequer-Seal,  whether  it 
would  be  to  the  Damage  of  the  King,  or  of  any  other  Perfons,  if  he 
Ihould  grant  Leave  to  Maud  de  Dagnvorth,  one  of  the  Sillers  and 
Pleirelfcs  of  Simon  del  Excbeqtier,  to  ahen  her  Purpart  of  the  Ofhce 
of  Ufliery  of  the  Exrhequer,  and  to  VViliiam  Peyforcr,  and  Lora  his 
Wife,  another  of  the  Silters  and  Heireflesof  Simon,  to  ahen  her  the 
faid  Lords  Purpart  of  the  faid  OHice  to  Reginald  Herlizoun,  and 
Hau'iJ?,  Daughter  of  the  faid  Maud;  to  hold  to  Reginald  and  Hawife 
of  the  King  and  his  Heirs  :  And  if  it  was  to  the  Damage  of  the  King, 
or  of  any  others,  to  whofe  Damage  it  was,  and  how  much,  and  in 
what  Manner;  and  how  much  the  fiiid  Purparts  were  worth  by  the 
Year.  Hereupon  the  Barons  certified,  that  they  conceived  it  would 
not  be  to  the  Damage  of  the  King,  or  of  any  others,  if  fuch  a  Grant 
was  made  as  the  Writ  mentioned  ;  becaule  the  Serjeanty  is  now  divided 
amongft  three  Parceners,  and  by  the  Grant  two  Parts  would  be  united  : 
they  could  not  certify  the  Value,  becaufe  much  of  the  Profits  of  the 
Office  arofe  in  the  Iters  oi  Juftices  (j).  In  the  fecond  Year  of  K. 
Edward  II.  Maud  de  Daggewortlj  held,  for  the  Term  of  her  Life,  the 
third  Part  of  the  Bailywick  of  the  Uihery  of  the  Exchequer,  granted 
to  her  by  ydju  de  Daggeworth,  by  Fine  levied  thereof,  with  the  King's 
Licence.     In  the  Reign  of  K.  Edward  I.  Maud  died.    K.  Edward  11^

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received  of  Jo/jfi  de  DaggeioortB  his  Homage  for  tiie  laid  third  Part, 
and  rendered  the  lame  to  him ;  and  then  by  his  Writ  comniandcd  th« 
Barons  of  the  Exchequer  to  give  the  laid  Jo/jn  full  Seilin  thereof; 
faving  to  every  Man  his  Right.  Upon  this,  Johi  came  before  the 
Barons,  and  took  the  Oath  to  demeane  himlclf  well  and.  truly  in  his 
laid  Odice  (/). 

It  was  the  Ulher's  Duty,  to  keep  the  Excliequer  fafely,  and  to  take 
Care  of  the  Doors  and  Avenues  to  it,  lb  that  the  King's"  Records, 
which  were  laid  up  there,  might  be  in  Safety  («).  It  was  alio  his 
Duty,  to  tranllnit  the  Writs  of  Summonccs  which  ilTued  out  of  the 
Exchequer  for  the  King's  Debts  ;  that  is,  to  caufe  them  to  be  de- 
livered to  the  refpedive  Sheriffs  to  whom  they  were  direfted.  This 
doth  appear  by  the  Precedents  cited  above  in  this  SetSion,  and  by  two 
or  three  more  here  fubjoined.  The  Sheriff' of  Hereford  retorned  T^rde 
upon  a  Wiit  of  Di/lringas.  'James  de  Rggcmere,  Ulher  of  the  Ex- 
chequer, who  (laith  the  Record)  ought  to  convey  the  Writs  illiiing 
proRegc  to  the  rcfpedlive  Sheriff's,  being  examined  by  the  Court  touch- 
ing the  Delivery  of  the  laid  Difiringas,  one  Walter  de  Ellesfcld,  Clerk 
to  the  Sheriff^  of  Hereford,  was  found  faulty  and  committed  to  Pri- 
fon  (tc).     On  the  22d  Day  of  December,  in  the  27th  Year  of  K.  Ed~

before  JF.  de  Bcauchamp,  Steward  of  the  King's  Houfliold,  in  the 
24th  and  25th  Years  of  the  King,  were  fent  out  in  Summonce  into 
the  feveral  Counties  of  Kngland,  except  Cumberland  and  Devonjhire. 
The  (avA  Summonces  were  fealed  with  the  Exchequer  Seal,  under 
theTeftimony  of  ^^^///'^r  Bifliop  of  Coventry,  Treafurer,  and  delivered 
to  ')ohn  Dymmoky  Ufher  of  the  Exchequer,  that  he  might  fend  them 
with  Speed  to  the  Sheriffs  of  the  faid  Counties(x).  In  the  fecond  Year 
of  K.  Edward  II,  a  Writ  iffued  to  the  Sheriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk, 
ordering  him  to  feize  into  the  King's  Hands  ail  the  Lands  and  Tene- 
ments of  Walter  de  Langeton,  late  Bifliop  of  CoveJitry  and  of  the 
'Templars.  The  like  Writs  iflued  into  feveral  other  Counties.  And 
all  the  faid  Writs  were  delivered  at  the  Exchequer  to  John  deEggemere, 
Ulher  of  the  Exchequer,  to  be  fent  with  all  Speed  to  the  Sheriffs  of 
the  feveral  Counties.  And  to  prevent  Delay  in  conveying  the  Writs, 
the  Treafurer's  Lieutenant  delivered  to  the  faid  Uflier  as  much  Money 
as  was  needful  for  the  Stipends  of  the  feveral  Meffengers  who  were  to 
carry  them  (,_)')•  The  fame  King  by  his  Writ  commanded  the  Abbot 
of  Peterkirgh,  to  be  in  Perfon  before  the  King's  Council  at  Wejiminjler 
fuch  a  Day,  and  to  have  with  him  there  Frei-e  William  de  la  More,  who, 
as  the  King  had  heard,  refided  in  the  Abbey  of  Peterburgb,  and  other 
Templars,  if  any  of  them  were  in  the  Abbot's  Power.  This  Writ 
was  delivered  at  the  Receipt  of  Exchequer  to  "John  Doget,  Servant  to 
John  Dymmock,  an  Ulher  of  the  Exchequer,  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
laid  Abbot  [z).  In  the  5th  Year  of  K.  Edivard  II,  on  the  third  Day 
oi  December  at  one  a-Clock,  feveral  clofe  Writs  of  the  Great  Seal  were 
delivered  to  John  de  Eggemere,  Uflier  of  the  Exchequer.

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titled  at  the  Tails  of  them,  Dc  terr'is  capietidis  &cc  ;  and  were  to  be 
tranfniitted  by  the  UHier  to  the  refpeftive  Sherifts  [a).  In  the  I2th 
Year  of  K.  Edward  \l.  Writs  were  awarded  to  the  feveral  Sheriffs  of 
Eiiglcind,  for  fiimmoning  the  Taxours  of  the  King's  Eighteenth  and 
Twelfth  to  appear  before  the  King's  Council  at  V/eJlnimJler  [to  receive 
their  P'ormulc  or  Articles  of  Inllirudlion].  To  fomc  of  the  Sheriffs  or 
their  Clerks,  who  were  then  prel'cnt  at  the  Exchequer,  the  Writs  for 
their  refpedtive  Counties  were  delivered  in  the  Prefence  of  the  Trea- 
furer  and  Barons  ;  and  other  Writs  were  delivered  to  fobn  de  Egge- 
niere,  Ulher  of  the  Exchequer,  to  be  by  him  fent  to  the  rclpedlivc 
Sheriffs  of  the  other  Counties  [h).  In  the  15th  Year  of  K.  Ediiardll, 
certain  Writs  relating  to  Mafter  Jordan  Moraimt,  late  Conftable  of 
Bourdeaux,  were  fealed,  and  then  delivered  to  yohn  de  Stokesby,  one 
of  the  Ulhers  of  the  Exchequer,  who  was  to  deliver  them  to  certain 
IMeffengers,  to  be  by  them  conveyed  with  all  Speed  to  the  Bilhops  and 
Sheriffs  to  whom  they  were  diredled  [c).  There  were  fome  other 
Things  pertaining  to  the  Ufher's  Office  or  Duty.  For  Example  :  In 
the  52d  Year  of  K.  Henry  III,  Nicolas  de  IVynton,  Uflier  of  the  Ex- 
chequer, was  commanded  by  the  Barons  to  go  unto  John  de  Aubernun, 
late  Sheriff  of  Surrey  andSf/J/ex,  now  accounting,  and  to  take  the  faid 
Johtis  Appointment  of  an  Attorney  to  mike  his  Sum  for  him,  and  to 
charge  and  dilcharge  him  upon  his  Account  (^).     In  the  4th  Year  of

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K.  Edward  \,  the  Goods  and  Chatells  which  Luke  de  Batencurt  had 
in  London  at  the  Time  of  his  Death  were,  by  Order  of  the  Trealurer 
and  Barons,  appraifed  by  the  Sheriffs  of  London  and  Richard  de  He- 
derjefe,  Uflier  of  the  Exchequer  (e).  The  Sheriff  of  Corniaal/  \f/as 
attached  by  james  de  Eggemere,  Ufher  of  the  Exchequer,  to  appear 
before  the  Barons,  and  to  anfwer  a  Plaintif  for  a  Trefpafs  {/). 

V.  The  Conflable  of  the  Exchequer  was  Deputy  to  the  Conftabic 
of  England,  and  was  nominated  by  him  in  this  Manner  :  The  Con- 
flable of  England  (ufually,  in  Perfon)  prefcntcd  either  to  the  King 
himfelf,  or  to  the  Treafurer  and  Barons,  fomc  fit  Perfon  to  aft  for 
him  as  Conftable  at  the  Exchequer ;  and  thereupon  the  Perfon  pre- 
fented  was  wont  to  be  fworn  and  admitted  before  the  Treafurer  and 
Barons.  This  may  be  feen  in  the  following  Inftances.  The  Earl  of 
Hereford  nominated  to  the  King  Maffer  Roger  (his  Clerk)  to  execute 
the  Office  of  Conftable  at  the  Exchequer  ;  and  thereupon  the  King 
commanded  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  to  admit  him  to  that  Office  [g). 
The  Earl  of  Hereford  prefented  to  the  Barons  Robert  de  Fidharn  to 
execute  for  him  the  Office  of  Conftable  of  the  Exchequer,  during  his 
Pleafure;  and  he  was  fworn  and   admitted  (/6).     The  Earl  of  Effex

Humfrey,  Earl  oi  Hereford,  prefented  before  the  Treafurer 
and  Barons  Ralph  de  Brochion,  his  Clerk,  to  execute  for  him  his 
Office  of  Conftable  at  the  Exchequer  ;  and  Ralph  was  fworn  and  ad- 
mitted (/;).  Humfrey  de  Bohioi,  ConH-ahlo.  oi  England,  prefented  be- 
fore the  King  Richard  de  Ketfeven  to  ad:  for  hini  at  the  Exchequer  j 
and  the  King  by  his  Privy  Seal  commanded  the  Treafurer  and  Barons 
to  receive  him  in  that  Behalf,  and  to  excule  the  Earl  for  his  Abfence 
at  this  Time  :    Whereupon   Richard  was   admitted  and   fworn  (<?),.

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Mumfrey  de  Bohiin  granted  and  furrendcred  to  K.  Edward  I.  all  his 
Caflles,  Manours,  Lands,  and  Tenements,  in  England  and  Wales, 
which  he  held  in'  Fee,  and  all  his  Right,  Honour,  and  Lordfliip 
Nomine  Comitis  in  the  Counties  of  Hereford  and  £/7^x,  and  his  Con- 
ftablefhip  of  England,  to  hold  to  the  King  and  his  Heirs  in  Fee  ;  and 
yi..  Edward  I.  afterwards,  nji'z,  26  Novemb.  Anno  Kegni  \\° ■,  by  his 
Charter,  gave  and  granted  to  Humfrcy  de  Bohun  and  Elizabeth  Countcfs 
oi  Hollatul  his  Wife,  the  King's  Sifter,  all  the  faid  Caftles,  Manours, 
Lands,  Tenements,  Right,  Honour,  Lordfliip,  and  Conftablefliip  of 
England,  &c.  to  hold  to  the  faid  Humfrey  ^ndElizabcth,  and  the  Heirs 
of  the  Body  of  the  faid  Humfrey  begotten,  of  the  King  and  other 
chief  Lord  and  Lords  of  the  Fees  (/>).  And  afterwards  K.  Edwardl, 
by  his  Writ,  commanded  the  Barons  to  deliver  unto  Hwnfrey  de  Bo~ 
bun  and  Elizabeth  his  Wife,  the  Office  of  Conftablefliip  in  the  Ex- 
chequer, and  other  Things  mentioned  in  the  Writ,  according  to  the 
Tenour  of  the  King's  Charter  made  in  that  Behalf  (j-).  K.  Edward  IL 
{Anno  Regni  ij'^)  by  Writ  of  the  Great  Seal  committed  to  Richard  de 
Liida  the  Oflice  of  Conftable  of  his  Exchequer  (being  then  for  cer- 
tain Caufes  feized  into  his  Hands)  to  hold  during  Pleafure  :  And  the 
Treafurer  and  Barons  were  commanded  to  admit  Richard  to  the  fiiid 
Office  (/•).  I  can  fay  but  little  concerning  the  Powers  or  Duty  of  this 
Officer;  fave  that  he  feemeth  to  have  had  in  fome  Cafes  a  concurrent 
or  like  Power  with  the  Marfliall.  Li  the  39th  Year  of  K.  Henry  III, 
Robert  de  Fulham  (then  Conftable  of  the  Exchequer)  was  commanded

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by  the  King's  Writ  to  go  to  Lincoln,  and  arreft;  the  Sheriff  of  Lincoln- 
Jh'ire,  and  bring  him  up  before  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  ad  audi- 
endum  &  faciendum  (/).  In  the  fame  Year  the  King  fent  Robert  de  Fule- 
ham  to  the  Coroners  of  Lincoln,  to  levy  and  colled:  all  Arerages  or 
Debts  due  to  Gilbert  de  Cheylcs,  Sheriff"  of  Lincoln,  by  View  and 
Teftimony  of  the  faid  Coroners  :  And  ia  regard  Gilbert  owed  to  the 
King  CCxliij  Marks  de  claro,  the  King  commanded  Robert  to  levy  the 
lame  on  the  Goods  and  Chatells  of  Gilbert,  and  to  have  the  Money  at 
the  Hxchequer  (/).  In  ancient  Time  there  was  alfo  a  Conftable  in 
the  Court  of  Common  Bench,  who  enrolled  Ellbignes,  and  did  other, 
minifterial  Afts  there  {11). 

VI.  The  Office  of  Marfhall  of  the  Exchequer  is  very  ancient. 
There  is  Mention  made  of  him  in  the  Reign  of  K.  Richard  I.  He 
was  fometimes  called  Marfhall  of  the  Exchequer  {w)  ;.  fometimes- 
Clerk  of  the  Marihalfey  of  the  Exchequer.  Maffer  G.  is  ftyled  Clerk 
of  the  Marjhaljey  (.v) .  Rj}ger  de  Gofebeci  Clerk  of  the  Marfialjey  of 
the  Exchequer  (^  ),  "Johnde  Nevill,  Clerk  of  the  Marfialfey  {:::,).  He 
v/as  wont- to  be  appointed,  to  his  Office  by  the  Marfhall  oi  England  iot 
the  Time  being  ;  that  is  to  fay,  the  Marfhall  of  England  ufed  to  pre- 
fent  to  the  King,  or  to  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  a  Clerk  to  exe- 
cute, for  him  the  Office  of  Marfl^all  in. the  Court  of  Exchequer;  which 
Clerk,  was  thereupon  admitted  and   fworn  in  the  Exchequer.     But

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when  the  Officeof  Marshall  of  EW^«</ hath  happened  to  be  in  theKing's 
Hand,  then  the  Marfhall  of  the  Exchequer  was  appointed,  either  by 
the  King  himfelf,  or  by  the  Perfon  to  whom  the  King  co'.nmitted  the 
Office  of  Marfliall  of  England.  I  will  give  fome  InlLances  of  thefe 
Things,  K.  Henry  III.  fignified  by  his  Vv-^rit  to  the  Barons  of  the 
Exchequer,  that  at  the  Prefentation  of  G.  Marefchall^wX  o^  Pembroke 
he  had  admitted  Maftcr  Richard  dc  Sivindon,  the  Ea'l's  Clerk,  to  re- 
fide  at  the  Exchequer  as  Marfliall  in  the  Earl's  Stead,  until  the  King 
fhould  come  again  to  the  Exchequer  :  And  therefore  by  this  Writ  he 
commanded  them  to  admit  Richard  to  the  faid  Office,  and  to  certify 
him  at  his  next  Coming,  whether  Richard  was  fit  for  it  (^z).  About 
the  \\^  Year  of  ¥^.  Henry  \\\,  ikfrt«</ Countefs  of  Warenne  and  Nor- 
folk had  the  Efnece  of  the  Inheritance  of  Walter  Marefchall  late  Earl 
of  Pembrok  ;  ibr  which  Reafon  the  King  committed  to  her  the  Staff 
of  the  Marefchalfey  J  and  flie,  with  theKing's  Licence,  committed  the 
faid  Staff  to  Roger  le  Bigod  Earl  of  Norfolk,  her  Son  and  Heir,  who 
did  Elomage  to  the  King  for  the  fame :  The  King  thereupon  by  his 
Writ  commands  the  t'arons,  to  let  the  faid  Earl  have  what  pertained  to 
the  faid  Staff  or  Office^  and  to  admit  fuch  Perfon  (being  fit)  as  he 
fliould  appoint  to  att  for  him  at  the  Exchequer  [b).  And  foon  after, 
the  fiid  Earl  prefented  to  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  fohn  de  Nevill, 
Clerk,  to  execute  for  him  the  Office  of  Marfliall  at  the  Exchequer, 
during  his  Pleafure  ;  who  was  fworn  and  admitted  to  that  Office  (c).

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the  King  by  his  Writ  commanded  Roger  leBigod,  Earl-Marfliall,  to 
appoint  Tome  Perfon  to  adt  for  him  as  Marfliall  at  the  Exchequer  {d). 
In  the  loth  Year  of  K.  Edivardl,  the  Earl- Marfliall  prcfented  before 
the  Barons  John  dc  la  More,  to  the  Office  of  Marflvall  of  the  Exche- 
quer ;  who  was  admitted  and  fworn  {e).  In  the  34th  Year  finient  of 
K.  Edward  I,  it  being  reported  that  Roger  le  Bygot,  Earl  of  Norfolk 
and  Marcfchall  of  Etigland,  was  dead,  the  Office  of  Marfliall  in  the 
Exchequer  (belonging  to  the  faid  Earl)  was  taken  into  the  King's 
Hands.  And  immediately  the  faid  Office  was,  on  the  King's  Behalf, 
committed  to  William  de  Spanneby,  Clerk,  for  him  to  hold  it  till  tur- 
ther  Order  was  taken  therein.  And  iniliam  wa.s  fvv^orn  (/').  K.  Ed- 
liard  11,  in  the  firlt  Year  of  his  Reign,  committed  to  Nicolas  de  Se- 
grave  the  Office  of  Marfliall  of  Eiigland  dunng  Pleafure  j  and  there- 
upon commanded  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  to  ad.nit  fuch  Perfon  as 
Nicolas  fliould  prefent  to  them,  to  aft  for  him  in  the  Exchequer  :  And 
Nicolas  prefented  Elias  Piiger  to  act  for  him  at  the  h.\chcquer ;  who 
was  admitted  and  fworn  {g).  The  fame  King,  in  the  5th  Year  of 
his  Reign,  granted  the  Office  of  Marfhall  of  the  Exchequer  to  Arnald 
de  Tylye  during  Pleafure ;  and  Arnald  was  fworn  accordingly  (^).    And

quickly 
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quickly  afterwards,  the  King  commanded  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  to 
admit  fuch  Pcrlbn  to  the  Ojiice  of  Marfliall  of  the  Exchequer,  as 
Nicholas  de  Scgrave  (to  whom  the  King  had  granted  the  Marflialfey 
of  England)  Ihould  depute  in  that  Behalf;  he  deputed  'joceline  de 
Brant ejcombe,  who  was  admitted  and  fworn  (/).  Roger  le  Bygod,  Earl 
of  Norfolk  and  Marcihall  of  Engl.vni,  granted  and  remifed  to  K.  Ed~ 
ivard  I.  the  Marefchalfey  of  England,  with  all  Things  pertaining  there- 
unto. K.  Edward  II,  by  his  Charter,  granted  the  fiid  Marefchalfey 
to  his  Brother,  Thomas  de  lirothcrton.  Earl  of  Norfolk,  to  hold  to  him 
and  the  Heirs  Males  of  his  Body,  of  the  King  and  his  Heirs;  and  to 
do  unto  the  King  and  his  H;  irs  the  Services  which  were  wont  to  be 
done  to  the  Kings  Progenitours,  the  ancient  Kings  of  England,  for 
the  fame  ;  and  fent  a  Writ  of  the  Great  Seal  to  the  Treafurer  and 
Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  commanding  them  to  admit  fuch  Perfon 
to  the  Oriice  of  Marlhalley  in  tlie  Exchequer  as  the  King's  fiiid  Bro-^ 
ther  {hould  nominate,  or  by  his  Letters  Patent  depute  thereunto. 
Afterwards,  in  the  0(5laves  of  Eajler,  the  Earl  of  Norfolk  came  into 
the  Exchequer  before  the  Treafurer  and  Barons,  and  nominated  Am^ 
brofc  de  Neu'biirgh  to  execute  the  Ofiice  of  Marfhall  in  the  Exchequer, 
in  the  Name  and  Stead  of  the  faid  Earl  ;  praying  the  faid  Ambrofs 
might  be  admitted  thereto.  And  by  virtiiQ  of  the  faid  Mandate  Am- 
broj'e  was  admitted,  and  fworn  to  his  good  Demeaner  [k). 

I  will  here  fet  down  fome  Things  relating  to  the  Duty  or  Bufinefs- 
of  this  Otiicer.  VVhilft  an  Account  pended,  he  had  the  keeping  of 
fcvcral  Sorts  of  Wrifs  and  Vouchers  produced  to  the  Court  by  Debtors 
or  Accountants.  Thefe  he  ufed  to  keep  in  Forules  or  Binns,  or  in 
Filets  or  Files,  or  in  a  Burfe  or  Bag.  The  Forules  were,  it  feems, 
digefted  by  Counties.  In  the  Exchequer-Records  frequent  Mention 
is  made  of  ,the  Forulus  Marefcalli,  and  fometimes  of  the  Forulus  Ma~ 
rcfcahi  of  fuch  or  fuch  a  County.  For  Example  :  There  was  the 
Marfliall's  Forulus  of  Lincolnjhire  (/)  ;  his-  Ligiila  or  Filet  (;«) ;  and

Pie  performed  fevcral  A<fls  relating  to  Ac- 
countants in  the  Exchequer.  For  Inflance  :  When  an  Accountant, 
liaving  been  fworn  to  account,  did  not  prolccute  his  Account  bona  fide, 
but  made  Default  at  any  Day  prefixed  to  him,  or  did  not  duly  anfwer 
the  Arerages  of  his  Account  ;  in  fuch  Cafes  he  was  committed  in 
Cuftody  to  the  Marfhall,  to  remain  his  Prifoncr  till  the  Court  made 
a  Recefs.  Ral/Bajjet  was  delivered  to  the  Marfhall,  for  the  Arrerages 
of  his  Account.  He  had  Day  given  him  as  a  Prifoner  upon  his  Parole, 
for  fo  long  as  the  King  was  in  Town,  and  the  Exchequer  was  fitting  {o). 
Upon  making-up  the  Sum  of  Thomas  tie  Pyn,  Sheriff  of  DevotjJl:irc, 
for  the  fecond  Year  of  K.  Edward  I.  Thomas  owed  the  King  xv  /  xv  j- 
v]  d ;  for  which  he  was  committed  to  the  Marfliall's  Cuilody  (/>). 
When  the  Court  finifhed  their  Seilion,  the  Marlliall  delivered  up  his 
Prifoner,  who  was  thereupon  committed  to  the  Fleet,  or  fome  other 
Prifon  (^).  If  an  Accountant  at  the  Exchequer  was  arrell:ed,  the 
Marfliall  claimed  to  have  the  Culliody  of  him.  In  or  about  the  38th 
Year  o^  K.Henry  III.  Roger  Earl  of  Norfolk,  and  Marihall  ol  England, 
complained  to  the  King,  that  whereas  by  the  ancient  Cuflom  of  the 
Exchequer,  if  a  Sheriff  or  other  Perfon,  being  upon  his  Account  at 
the  Exchequer,  was  arrefted,  he  ought  to  be  committed  to  the  Cuftody 
of  the  Marihall  -,  fuch  Accountants  had  then  of  late  been  frequently 
committed  to  the  Fkte  Prilbn  :  whereupon,  the  King  by  his  Writ 
commanded  the  Barons,  that  if  it  were  fo,  they  fhould  fee  Right  done 
to  the  Marihall  in  that  Cafe  (r).  And  at  another  Time,  Complaint 
was  made  on  Behalf  of  Roger  Earl  of  Norfolk,  Marihall  of  England, 
before  the  Jufticier,  the  Treafurer  and  Barons,  and  other  great  Men 
of  the  King's  Council  in  full  Exchequer,  that  whereas  Licoricia  the 
Jeioefs  was  committed  to  the  Cuftody  of  R.  de  Gofehec,  the  Earl's

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Deputy-Marfliall,  for  certain  clear  Debts  which  fhe  owed  to  the 
King ;  flie  was  wrongfully  removed  from  his  Cuftody,  and  committed 
to  the  Conftable  of  the  Tower  of  London  ;  but  it  being  found,  upon 
due  Examination,  and  Search  of  Precedents,  that  both  yczos  and 
Chrijlians,  who  owed  to  the  King  any  clear  Debts  enrolled  at  the 
Great  Exchequer,  ought  to  be  committed  to  the  Marlhall  for  the 
fame ;  it  was  adjudged,  that  Licoricia  Ihould  be  redelivered  to  the 
Marfliall  (j).  Again  ;  it  was  ufual  for  Accountants  (being  in  the 
Marlhall's  Cuftody)  to  make  Oath  to  him,  before  the  Barons  of  the 
Exchequer,  that  they  would  not  depart  from  the  Court  without 
Licence,  or  would  not  go  above  fuch  a  Diftance  from  the  Cout  without 
Licence,  or  that  they  would  anfwer  the  Arerages  of  their  Account. 
Of  thefe  Matters  I  have  already  given  fome  Inftances  in  another 
Place  (/).  Accountants  afligned  before  him  their  Attornies,  whom 
they  deputed  to  a6t  for  them  in  their  Accounts.  Hugh  de  Kynardele, 
Sheriff  of  Ilerefordjhire,  was  fick  in  London.  The  Treafurer  and 
Barons  fent  John  de  Ncvill,  Marfhall  of  the  Exchequer,  to  Hugh,  to 
receive  his  Nomination  of  an  Attorney.  And  Hugh,  in  the  Mar- 
fhall's  Prefence,  appointed  Robert  de  'Trillet  and  Reginald  de  la  Rode, 
to  render  his  Account,  and  to  make  his  Sujn  for  him  (?/).  It  feems 
he  had  the  Fee  of  half  a  Mark  by  the  Day  from  Perfons  committed 
to  his  Cuftody  :  John  Sawpfon  can-ic  and  acknowledged  before  the 
Barons,  that  he  owed  Roger  de  Gofebec,  the  Marftiall,  two  Marks  and 
a  half  for  five  Days  Commitment  (w).  And  Richard  le  Efcot,  who 
had  been  airefted  at  the  Exchequer,  made  tiie  like  Acknowledgment 
before  the  Barons,  for  two  Marks  and  a  half.  Fees  due  to  the  Marfhall 
for  five  Days  Cull;ody  (.v).  Simon  de  London,  Attorney  of  Thomas 
Corbet,  acknowledged  before  the  Barons,  that  he  owed  to  the  fame 
Roger  Lx  s  Commitment-Fees  {y)  ;  upon  which  Acknowledgment, 
Roger  had  afterwards  a  Writ  of  Fieri  facias,  to  levy  the  Lx  s  upon  the 
faid  Thomas  Corbet  (;?).     K.  Edioard  IL  in  the  firfl  Year  of  his  Reign,

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being  willing  to  know  what  Rights,  Fees,  and  Devoirs  did  belong  to 
the  Marefchall  of  England  by  reafon  of  the  Oflice  of  the  King's  Ma- 
refchalfey ;  by  his  Writ  of  Privy-Seal  commanded  the  Barons  of  the 
Exchequer  to  certify  him  diftindlly  and  plainly  by  their  Patent  Letters, 
concerning  the  faid  Rights,  Fees,  and  Services,  with  all  commodious 
Speed  (<-<).  I  have  not  found  the  Certificate  which  the  Barons  made 
to  the  King  upon  this  Mandate.  But  the  fame  King,  in  the  fecond 
Year  of  his  Reign,  fent  a  Writ  of  the  Great  Seal  to  the  Barons  of  the 
Exchequer ;  lignifying,  that  he  willed  that  the  Marefchalls  of  the 
Exchequer  fliould  receive  and  enjoy  all  and  fingular  the  Fees  which 
rightfully  belonged  to  them  on  account  of  the  faid  Othce  of  Maref- 
chalfey,  in  like  Manner  as  former  Marefchalls,  in  the  Time  of  the 
King's  Father,  ufed  to  receive  and  enjoy  the  fame  ;  and  therefore  com- 
manding the  Barons  to  fuffer  the  faid  Marefchalls  to  have  and  enjoy 
tlie  faid  Fees  which  belonged  to  them  by  means  of  the  faid  Marfhal- 
fey,  as  it  had  been  accuftomed  in  the  Time  of  the  King's  Father. 
This  Writ  iffued  at  the  Relation  of  W.  de  Melton  [b).  In  fine,  the 
Word  Marshall  feems  to  have  been  fometimes  ufed  with  Latitude. 
The  Perfons  that  were  wont  to  be  employed  at  the  Exchequer,  in 
arrefting  Accountants  or  other  Delinquents,  were  fometimes  called 
by  that  Name  (c). 

VIL  In  Procefs  of  Time  there  were  Officers  at  the  Exchequer, 
who  were  called  Atiditores  Compotorum  Scaccarij.  In  the  Reign  of 
K.  Edivard  II.  certain  Clerks  were  appointed  to  audite  the  foreign 
Accounts  in  the  Exchequer,  who  feem  to  have  been  fettled  Officers ; 
becaufe  upon  the  Death  or  Removal  of  one  of  them,  another  was  put 
into  his  Place  :  But  then  it  is  faid,  that  thofe  Clerks  were  nuper  depu- 
tati,  lately  affigned  to  that  Employment ;  which  leads  one  to  think 
they  were  Officers  then  newly  introduced.  Thus  in  the  9th  Year  of 
K.  Edivard  II,  Richard  de  Luda  was  admitted  to  be  unus  Clericorum 
nuper  deputatorum  ad  compotos  forinfecos  audiendos  hie  in  Scaccario,  in 
the  Room  of  Edmund  de  Dynington ;  and  took  an  Oath  for  his  good

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Abearance  in  that  OlHce  [d).  In  the  preceding  Times  (for  ought 
that  I  have  obfervcd)  Accounts  of  fome  Part  of  the  Revenue  were 
ufually  audited,  either  by  fome  of  the  Jufticcs  or  Barons,  or  by  Clerks 
or  Perfons  afligned  &ac  vice  for  that  Purpofe,  by  the  King,  or  the  Trea- 
furer  and  Barons.  For  Example  :  In  the  tenth  Year  of  K.  Henry  III, 
Stepben,  Archbifliop  of  Canterbury,  accounted  for  CC  Marks  Impreft- 
money  J  and  for  Dxxxij  /  xviij  s  xi  d,  the  Quinzime  of  his  Demeane,  and 
of  his  Men,  and  of  the  Men  of  his  Knights  ;  and  for  CLxj  /  x  j, 
the  Quinzime  of  the  Religmis  of  his  Diocefe  in  Kent,  and  of  their 
Men  ;  except  the  Abbat  of  St.  Auft'm,  and  the  Priour  of  the  Trinity 
of  Canterbury,  and  their  Men  ;  for  the  Abbat  and  Priour  were  to 
anfwer  for  themfelves.  The  Account  for  this  Quinzime,  rendered  by 
the  Archbifliop's  Bailiffs,  was  audited  by  the  Bifhops  of  Bathe  and 
Sarejbery,  and  their  Companions  [e).  K.  Henry  III,  in  the  tenth 
Year  of  his  Reign,  by  Writ  of  his  Great  Seal,  commanded  R.  Bilhop 
oi  London,  one  of  his  Council,  to  appoint  Mafter  Michael  Belet  and 
William  del  Cajicl  to  hear  or  audite  the  Account  of  the  Juftices  or  Com- 
miflioners  of  the  King's  Quinzime,  who  were  to  yield  their  Account 
at  a  Day  prefixed  to  them  in  Hilary  Term  then  next  following  (f). 
In  the  20th  Year  of  K.  Edivard  I,  Thomas  de  Bellehus,  IF.  de  Carleton, 
and  H.  de  Crejitigham,  were  appointed  to  audite  and  purify  all  Manner 
of  Debts,  and  to  fum  up  and  report  before  the  King  the  Sums  of  all 
the  Debts  of  K.  Henry  III.     But  probably  this  was  in  Parliament  [g).

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In  the  35th  Year  of  K.  Edivard  I,  the  Merchants  Frifcobalds  were  to 
account  at  the  Exchequer  for  the  King's  Cufloms.     The  King,  by 
his  Letters  Patents,  alhgned  certain  Pcrfons  to  audite  their  Account. 
But  in  regard  two  of  thofe  Perlons  could  not  attend  to  afl  therein, 
one  by  reafon  of  other  Affairs,  the  other  by  reafon  of  Sicknefs  ;  there- 
upon the  King's  Council  at  the  Exchequer  appointed  two  others  to 
join  with  tlie  Pcrfons  before  alTigned  by  the  King,  in  auditing  the  faid 
Account  (/').     In  or  about  the  fame  35th  Year,    'John  del  IJJe  and 
others  were  appointed  to  be  Auditours  of  the  Accounts  of  the  Dilme 
impofed  by  the  Pope  on  the  Clergy  (/).     In  the  12th  Year  of  K.  Ed-

VIII.  Little  occurs  within  the  Cycle  of  my  prefent  Hiftory,  con- 
cerning the  Clerk  of  the  Eftreats  and  foreign  Summonces.  On  the 
twelfth  Day  of  November,  in  the  eighteenth  Year  of  K.  Edioard  II, 
all  the  Eftreats  as  well  of  Fines  and  Ilfues  forfeited,  as  alfo  of  Amerce- 
ments before  Juilices  of  either  Bench,  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  Juf- 
tices  in  Eire,  and  other  Jurtices  affigned,  arifing  in  the  Reign  of  K. 
Edward  I,  and  of  the  prefent  King,  and  likewife  all  other  Eifreats 
of  Green-wax,  which  were  in  the  Cuftody  of  the  Treafurer's  Re- 
membrancer, were  by  Command  of  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  deli- 
vered to  John  de  Chifenhale,  Clerk  of  the  Summonces,  to  keep  (/>). 
In  Mkbaelmafs  Term,  in  the  19th  Year  of  K.  Edivard  II,  William  de 
Bere'iord,  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Common  Bench,  delivered  into  the 
Court  of  Exchequer  feveral  Files  of  Rolls,  containing  the  Eftreats  of 
divers  Fines,  Iffues,  and  Amerciaments;  which  Rolls  were  delivered 
to  Nicolas  de  Lye,  to  be  by  him  fcnt  out  in  Summonce  {fi).     In  the

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Tmie  Year,  on  the  third  Day  of  February,  the  Ertreats  were,  by  the 
Command  of  the  Treafurer  and  Barons,  delivered  to  Hugh  de  Colc\vyk, 
Clerk.  And  Hugh,  being  then  prefent  before  the  Tieafurcr  and 
Barons,  took  an  Oath  that  he  would  well  and  truly  keep  the  fiiid 
Eflreats,  and  all  other  Eftreats  hereafter  delivered  to  him  ;  and  that 
he  would  well  and  truly  fend  out  in  Summonce,  with  all  the  Hafte 
and  Difpatch  he  conveniently  could,  as  well  the  Ellreats  which  were 
not  yet  fummoned,  as  alfo  all  fuch  as  Ihould  thenafter  be  delivered  to 
him  (;■). 

IX.  There  was  alfo  a  Clericus  Brevium  de  Scaccan'o.  In  the  ^^th 
Year  of  K.  Edward  I,  Laurence  de  Lincoln  was  in  that  Oriice  (j). 
It  belonged  to  the  Office  of  Chancellour  of  the  Exchequer.  In  the 
6th  Year  of  K.  Edward  I,  Laurence  de  Lincoln  was  Ciericus  Brevium, 
and  had  one  Adam  for  his  Companion  or  Fellow-Clerk.  In  that  Year 
the  King  impowered  the  Treafurer  to  reward  fuch  Officers   of  the

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Exchequer  as  had  not  due  Recompence  for  their  Attendance  and  La- 
bour about  the  King's  Bufinefs.  Whereupon  the  Trealurer,  con- 
fidering  the  great  Labour  and  fmall  Profit  of  the  faid  Laurence  and 
Adam,  did,  with  the  Confent  of  the  Chancellour  and  Barons,  grant 
to  the  faid  Laurence  and  Adam,  that  for  the  future  they  fliould  receive 
to  their  own  Ufe  the  Monies  arifing  from  the  IlTues  of  divers  Lands, 
which  were  levied  and  anfwered  by  divers  Sheriffs ;  fo  as  that  when 
fuch  IlTues  were  fent  by  the  Sheriffs  to  the  Exchequer,  the  fame  were 
to  be  delivered  to  Laurence  and  Adam ;  provided,  that  when  Perfons 
who  had  forfeited  their  Ilfues  came  at  their  Days  and  healed  their 
former  Defaults,  then  the  Iffues  fhould  be  reftored  to  fuch  Perfons ; 
and  inflead  of  the  Iffues  Laurence  and  Adam  fhould  receive  the  Money 
paid  for  healing  the  faid  Defaults  (/). 

X.  Amongfl  the  Officers  of  the  Exchequer  during  the  fecond  Pe- 
riod, we  may  reckon  the  Chamberlains.  In  the  firft  Period,  or  great 
Part  of  it,  the  Chamberlains  in  Fee,  who  were  great  Officers  in  the 
King's  Court,  fometimes  fat  and  aded  in  Perfon  in  the  King's  Ex- 
chequer ;  and  are  numbered  amongfl  the  Barons  there  (u).  But  after- 
wards the  Chamberlains  in  Fee  ufiially  deputed  others  to  execute  their 
Offices  for  them,  both  in  the  Great  Exchequer  and  at  the  Receipt. 
The  Perfons  fo  deputed  were  at  firfl  wont  to  be  Knights.  But  others 
were  fometimes  deputed,  who  were  not  Knights.  K.  Henry  III.  gave 
William  Mauduit  Time  till  the  Feafl  of  the  H.  trinity,  to  provide 
himfclf  a  Knight  to  ferve  for  him  in  the  Office  of  Chamberlain  (w). 
The  fame  King  commanded  the  Barons  to  admit  fuch  Perfon  as  Mar- 
garet dc  Riparijs  Ihould  prefent  to  them,  to  refide  in  her  Room  at  the 
Exchequer,  though  he  were  not  a  Knight,  in  cafe  they  thought  him 
fit  in  otiier  Rcfpeds  [x).  When  the  Chamberlain  in  Fee  deputed  one 
to  execute  his  Office  for  him,  he  was  regularly  to  come  in  Perfon, 
and  prcicnt  his  Deputy  to  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  at  the  Exchequer ; 
and  thereupon  the  Deputy  ul'ed  to  be  fworn  and  admitted.  But  fome- 
times he  prefcnted  his  Deputy  to  the  Barons  by  his  Steward,  or  other

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Attorney  appointed  for  that  Purpofe  ;  and  loinctimcs  by  his  Letters 
Patent  diredled  to  the  Treaiurer  or  Barons.  Sometimes  alfo  he  pre- 
fented  his  Deputy  to  the  King  himlclf ;  and  then,  upon  the  King's 
Writ  lent  to  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  certifying  the  fame,  fuch 
Deputy  was  admitted.  Of  thefe  feveral  Prcfentments  I  fliall  fet  down 
fome  Inftances  according  to  the  Order  of  Time.  In  the  29th  Year  of 
K.  Henry  III,  Margaret  de  Riparljs  prefented  to  the  King,  Thomas 
Efperujj,  to  ad:  for  lier  [as  Chamberlain]  in  the  Exchequer  {y).  In 
the  49th  Year  of  the  fame  King,  William  Mauduit,  Earl  of  War'wiek, 
by  his  Letters  Patent  prefented  David  his  Chamberlain  to  the  Office 
of  Ufher  of  the  Receipt;  who  was  admitted  and  fworn  {z).  In  the 
fame  49th  Year  Ifabell  Countefs  of  Albemarle,  by  her  Attorneys,  pre- 
fented Ralph  de  Stratton  to  adl  for  her  in  the  Office  of  Chamberlain 
of  the  Exchequer  during  her  Pleafure  {li).  In  the  51ft  Year  of  K. 
Henry  III,  William  Mauduyt,  Earl  of  War'wick,  deputed  before  the 
King,  Richard  le  Chamberleng,  to  execute  for  him  before  the  Barons 
his  Office  of  Chamberlain  of  the  Exchequer  during  his  Pleafure  ;  and 
the  King  commanded  the  Barons  to  admit  Richard  to  the  faid  Of- 
fice {b).  In  the  52d  Year  William  de  Beauchamp,  Heir  of  William 
Mauduit,  late  Earl  of  Warwick,  came  to  the  Exchequer,  and  prefented 
David  de  la  More  to  the  Office  of  Ullier  of  the  Receipt,  during  his 
Pleafure;  who  was  fworn  and  admitted  (c).  In  the  fame  jad  Year, 
Ifabell  Countefs  of  Albcjnarle  came  in  Perfon  before  the  Barons  of  the 
Exchequer,  and  prefented  Ralf  de  Bray  (her  Deputy)  to  the  Office  of

At  an- 
other Time,  IVill/am  Earl  of  Warwick  prefented  Philipp  dc  Doimejley 
by  his  Letter  P.atent  directed  to  the  Treafurer.  Pbiiipp  was  for  this 
Time  admitted  out  of  the  Treafurer's  fpecial  Grace,  till  fuch  Time  as. 
the  Earl  could  come  in  Perfon  before  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  (as  he 
ought  by  the  Cuftom  of  the  Exchequer)  to  make  his  Prefentation  (?/). 
In  another  Year,  William  Earl  of  Warwick  fent  his  Letter  to  the

A  while  after, 
Guy  Earl  of  JVarii'lck,  being  then  in  the  King's  Service  in  the  Marches 
of  Scotland,  by  his  Letters  Patent,  directed  to  the  Trcafurcr  nnd 
Barons,  prcfented  Adam  de  Herivynton  to  be  his  Deputy  Chamberlain 
at  the  Exchequer  during  his  Pleafure  ;  vpho  was  by  the  Favour  of  the 
Court  admitted  and  fworn  (/»).  And  afterwards  the  faid  Earl 
came  in  Perfon,  and  was  himfelf  fworn  as  Chamberlain  ;  and  then 
he  nominated  William  dc  Perjhorc  and  the  faid  Adam  de  Herzvyntori  his 
Deputy  Chamberlains,  and  likewife  Adatn  de  Ramefey  Uflier  of  the 
Receipt,  who  were  admitted  by  the  Court  [q).

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Ions  to.  execute  the  Office.  K.  Edward  I,  in  the  6th  Year  of  his 
Reign  (the  Office  of  Cliamberlain  of  the  Exchequer  being  then  feized 
into  his  Hands)  committed  the  fame  Office  to  Ralph  de  Befages  during 
Pleafure  [u).  In  the  7th  Year  of  the  fame  King,  the  Office  of 
Chamberlain  of  the  Exchequer  was,  by  the  King's  Command,  re- 
ftored  to  iriH'uim  dc  Beaiichamp  Earl  of  IVai-ivkk  ;  who,  being. prefent 
in  Court,  appointed  two  Perfons  to  ad:  for  him  in  that  Office,  one  at 
the  Great  Exchequer,  the  other  at  the  Receipt  ;  and  they  were  ad- 
mitted accordingly  (w).  In  the  18th  Year  of  K.  Edward  I,  Adam 
de  St  ration  was  removed  from  the  Office  of  Chamberlain.  Upon  his 
Removal,  an  Account  was  taken  of  die  Money  then  remaining  in  the 
Treafury.  JVilUam  de  F./lden  was  put  in  his  Place  (.v).  In  the  26th 
Year  of  the  fame  King,  it  being  reported  that  Will'uvn  de  Beaucbamp 
Earl  of  Warwick,  Chamberlain  in  Fee  of  the  Exchequer,  was  dead; 
the  Lieutenant  of  the  Treallirer,  the  Barons  and  Juftices  at  the  Ex- 
chequer, took  into  the  King's  Hands  the  Office  of  tlie  fald  Chamber- 
lainffiip,  and  put  out  the  feveral  Perfons  who  had  adled  in  that  Office 
under  the  Earl,  Neverthelefs,  in.  regard  the  faid  feveral  Perfons  fo  put

Matter  WUliam  (<-).  At  the  fiime  time,  the  OtHce  of  Keeper  of  the 
TalHes  in  the  Exchequer,  which  Robert  de  la  Fe/J  htdy  held  under 
the  Earl  oHVaricick,  was,  on  hchalf  of  the  King,  committed  hy  the 
Treafurer  and  Barons  to  John  dc  Vycne,  Clerk;  who  was  fworn  into 
that  Office  :  And  the  laid  Robert  having  furrendered  in  Court  before 
the  Treafurer  and  Barons  lix  Keys  belonging  to  the  Coffers  of  Tallies, 
the  fame  were  delivered  to  the  laid  'John  (</).  And  at  the  fame  time 
likewife,  Uitgh  de  Bray  was  appointed  by  the  Treafurer  and  Barons,  on 
behalf  of  the  King,  to  be  Ulher  of  the  Receipt,  in  the  Room  o^  Adam 
de  Ramefeye  (who  had  lately  been  one  of  the  Ufliers  of  the  Receipt 
under  the  faid  Earl)  and  he  was  fworn  accordingly  {e).  In  the  i6th 
Year  of.K,  Edioard  II,  RicLuvd  de  Liida,  one  of  the  Chamberlains 
for  Tallies,  being  at  prefent  hindered  from  executing  his  faid  Oihce 
perfonally,  fent  to  the  Exchequer  by  his  Clerk,  Walter  Skyp,  eight 
Keys  belonging  to  his  laid  Office.  Whereupon,  the  Barons  of  the 
Exchequer  ordered,  that  Richard  de  Ty  Ihould  have  the  Cuftody  of 
the  faid  Keys,  and  lliould  execute  the  faid  Office  [of  Keeperfhip  of 
the  Tallies]  in  the  mean  time.  And  Richard  de  Ty  was  fworn  to  be- 
have himfelf  well  therein  (_/ ).  K.  Edivard  II.  committed  the  Office 
of  Chamberlain  to  Richard  de  Criimbivell ;  and  Richard  came  before 
the  Barons,  and  deputed  Geoffrey  de  la  Thome  to  aft  for  him  as  Keeper 
of  the  Tallies  ;  who  was  admitted  and  fworn  [g).

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the  Reign  of  K.  Edward  I,  Rkbard  de  Liic,  a  Chamberlain  of  the 
Exchequer,  for  fpeaking  rufla  and  outrageous  Words  in  Court  to  yo/j}i 
de  Cobham,  a  Baron  of  the  Exchequer,  was  put  out  of  his  Office  of 
Chambcrlain(hip.  John  de  Cobham,  in  his  Life-time,  and  Henry  de 
Cobham,  his  Heir  and  Executour,  after  "John^  Death,  forgave  Richard 
that  Trefpafs.  Hereupon  tlie  King,  by  his  Writ  of  Privy  Seal,  com- 
manded the  Treafurer  and  Barons  to  reftore  him  to  his  faid  Chamber- 
lainihip,  or  elfe  to  put  him  into  fome  other  proper  Office  at  the  Ex- 
chequer. And  Prince  Edward,  by  his  Writ  of  Privy  Seal,  re- 
commends Richard  de  Luc  to  the  Treafurer  for  the  fame  Purpofe  (/). 

XI.  The  Treafurer  and  Chamberlains  had  under  them  certain 
Clerics  attending  on  the  King's  Bufinefs  at  the  Exchequer.  Thefe 
Clerks,  during  the  Time  of  their  Attendance  there,  were  at  Livery 
or  Allowance  from  the  King.  So  it  was  (for  Example)  in  the  Firft 
Year  of  K.  Richard  I,,  whilll;  they  (faid  at  Weftminjier  to  attend  the 
Sealing  of  the  King's  Summonces  (i)  ;  and  whilft  they  (together  with 
Ten  Tellers)  were  at  Sarejbury,  receiving  the  King's  Money  arifing 
by  tiie  Difmes  (/).  The  Cleiks  employed  under  the  Treafurer  and 
Chamberlains  ■:i.tt\\G  Receipt  of  Exchequer  were  ufually  called,  during 
the  Firll  Period,  Clerici  Thefaurarij  Gf  Camerariorum,  and  Clcrici  de- 
Thefaicro  or  deRecepta,  without  dillinguifliing  them  from  one  another 
by  particular  Names  of  Office.  Hence  hath  rifen  fome  Obfcurity.  It 
feemeth  (but  I  fpeak  only  upon  Conjedture)  that  under  the  Terms 
Clerici  Thefaurarij,  were  .comprehended  the  Officers  who  in  Procefs 
of  Time  were  called,  Clerk  of  the  Pells,  Writer  of  the  Tallies,  ^c. 
and  indeed  all  the  Officers  of  the  Receipt,  except  thofe  whofe  Offices 
were  Serjeanties,  and  thofe  who  ferved  under  the  Chamberlains  in 
fuch  Adls  of  Clerkihip  as  related  immediately  to  tlie  Chamberlain's 
Office.  In  the  Upper  Exchequer  there  are  but  few  Memorials  con- 
cerning the  Officers  or  Clerks  of  the  Receipt.  The  Names  of  fome  of 
them  do  cafually  occur;   and  little  or  nothing  more  is  laid.     'John  du"

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Lincoln,  John  Dunden,  and  Richard  de  Cejlreford,  are  ftylcd  Clerks  of 
the  Receipt  (///).  And  others  are  mentioned  after  the  like  Manner. 
In  the  31ft  Year  of  K.  Edu-uird  I,  Nkolas  de  Okham,  the  Treafurer's 
Clerk,  who  made  or  wrote  the  Tallies  at  the  Receipt  of  Exchequer, 
being  unable  to  attend  at  the  faid  Receipt  -,  whereby  the  Biifinels  there 
w'n§-put  to  a  Stop  :  The  Chancellour  of  the  Exchequer  (who  was  alfo 
the  Treafurer's  Lieutenant)  and  the  Barons,  unaninioufly  agreed,  that 
till  fuch  Time  as  Nicohs  returned  and  ad:cd  at  the  fliid  Receipt,  or 
ibnie  other  Pcribn  was  deputed  to  execute  that  Otrice,  "jGhn  de  Bran- 
tingham,  the  faid  ChanccUour's  Clerk,  fliould  execute  the  faid  Otfice. 
And  "John  was  accordingly  fworn  to  behave  himfelf  well  therein  («). 
\x\  Hilary  Term  in  the  34th  Year  of  K.  Rckvard  I,  Nicolas  de  Ochamy 
a  Clerk  in  the  Receipt  of  Exchequer,  to  whom  it  belonged  to  write 
the  Tallies  of  Acquittance  forPerfons  who  paid  Money  into  the  King's 
Exehequer,  was  fo  fick,  that  he  could  not  write  the  Tallies,  nor  do 
other  Things  pertaining  to  his  faid  Office  ;  by  means  whereof,  feveral 
Perfons  who  bad  paid  Monies  at  the  Receipt  of  Exchequer,  had  not 
yet  received  their  Tallies  (as  regularly  they  ought)  but  only  Bills  tefti-

the  Treafurer's  Lieutenant,  and  the  Barons,  that  fome  Clerk  be  ap- 
pointed to  write  the  faid  Tallies,  and  to  execute  the  faid  Orhce /><://«. 
interim.    And  inftantly  the  faid  Lieutenant  and  Barons  appointed. 7 ^/^/z 
JD^'U^r^j Clerk  thereunto;  namely,  to  write  as  well  the  Tallies  for  the 
Time  part,  for  Payments  upon  which  Bills  had  been  made,  as  the 
Tallies   for  the  Time  to  come  upon  Payments  hereafter  to  be  made, 
until  the  Treafurer's  Return  ;  that  the  faidTreafurer,  when  he  came, 
might  difpofe  of  the  faid  Oflice  as  he  thought  meet  ;   unlefs  the  faid 
Nicolas  fliould  in  the  mean  time  recover  his  Health  and  be  able  to  exe- 
cute the  Office  himfclf.     And  the  faid  John  was  fworn  [0).     Nicolas 
de    Ocham   died  of  his   faid   Sicknefs.      Afterwards,  on    Monday  the 
Morrow  of  the  Clofe  of  Eajier,  to  wit,   the  12th  Day  of  j4pril,  the 
Bifhop  of  Coventry  and  Lichfcld,  the  Treafurer,   prefented  here  in  the 
E-.'chequer  before  the  Barons   and   Chamberlains  of  the  Exchequer, 
William  de  EJion  his  Clerk,  to  execute  in  the  E>:chequer  of  Receipt,  in 
the  faid  Treafurer's  Room,  the  Office  which  Nicohs  de  Ocham,  lately 
the  Treafurer's  Clerk  there,   now  deceafed,   did  in  his  Life-time  exe- 
cute ;   that  is,  to  keep  the   Keys  of  the  King's  Treafury,   which  do 
belong  to  the  faid  Treafurer,  in  his  ftead,  and  to  enroll  the  Receipts 
and   Iffiies  made  in  the  Exchequer  of  Receipt,  Sec,  and  to  write  the 
Tallies  of  the  Exchequer,  and  to  do  other  Things  pertaining  to  that 
Office.     And  the  faid  JVilliani  was   admitted  ;  and  immediately  was 
Avorn,  that  he  fliould  behave  himfelf  well  and  truly,  and  that  he

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would  not,  by  Pretext  of  any  Precept  from  the  Treafurer,  or  from 
his  Lieutenant  in  his  Abfence,  or  from  any  other,  dcHver  any  Money 
out  ( f  the  King's  Treafury,  to  any  Perfon  without  the  King's  Writ, 
or  procure  or  confent  to  have  the  fame  delivered,  £=fr.   (/>). 

The  Clcriclhip  of  the  Pells  is  probably  an  ancient  Clerkfhip.  There 
remaineth  in  the  Treafury  at  the  Receipt  of  Exchequer,  a  Pell  (or  it 
may  be  a  Coiintcr-pellJ  of  the  ninth  Year  of  K.  Henry  III ;  which  is 
the  moll:  ancient  of  any  that  I  have  yet  feen.  I  have  quoted  fome 
Things  out  of  it  at  the  Conclufioa  of  this  Chapter,  In  the  35th 
Year  of  K.  Henry  lU,  we  find  the  Pell  or  Pell-roll  is  called  Magnus 
Rotiilits  de  Recepta  [q)  ;  in  the  5th  (r),  and  the  9th  {s)  Yearof  K.  £</- 
vsard  II,  Pellis  Memorandorum  de  Recepta  Scaccarij.

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XII.  In  the  28 til  Year  of  K.  Henry  III,  Simon  de  Weftminjlre  was 
chofen  one  of  tlie  Tellers  of  the  Exchequer  by  the  Treafurer,  and 
was  fworn  before  the  Barons  to  behave  himfelf  truly  in  that  Office  (/). 
In  the  next  Year  Ralf  Sumer  was  put  into  the  Office  of  a  Teller  by 
the  Treafurer,  and  was  fworn  before  the  Barons  {ii).  Anno  52  of  the 
fame  King,  James  de  Langcdonc  was  made  one  of  the  four  Tellers  of 
the  Exchequer  by  the  Treafurer,  and  was  fworn  before  the  Barons  {uu). 
In  the  26th  Year  of  K.  Edivar-d  I,  Thomas  de  Helks  came  into  the 
Exchequer,  and  furrcndered  his  Office  of  Teller  to  the  Treafurer, 
who  thereupon  the  fime  Day  gave  that  Office  to  another,  who  was 
tlien  admitted,  and  fworn  before  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  (w). 

XIII.  At  the  Receipt  of  Exchequer  there  were  alfo  fome  Serjeanties 
or  Hereditary  Offices  ;  namely,  a  Pefour  and  a  Fujbur.  Firft  of  the 
former  of  thefe  two,  -y/s.  the  Pefour,  Fonderator,  or  Weigher.  This, 
I  fuppofc,  was  the  Serjeanty  which  in  the  4th  Year  of  K.  John  was 
vefted  in  Thomas  de  Windejore  [x),  and  remained  in  that  Family  for 
fome  Time  afterwards.  About  the  22d  Year  of  K.  Henry  III,  it  was 
veiled  in  John  de  Wyndefore,  and  from  him  defcended  to  his  Son  Tho^ 
mas  (j).    About  the  35th  Year  of  K.  Henry  III,  it  was  veiled  in  John^

In  the  41  ft  and  42d  Years 
of  that  King,  it  was  vefted  in  "^ohn  de  IVindeJ'or  {a).  In  the  48th 
Year  of  that  King,  it  was  veiled  in  Sir  'John  de  JVmdefor,  who  con- 
veyed it  in  Fee  to  Adam  de  Stratton  by  Feoffment ;  which  Feoffment 
was  Infpefted  and  confirmed  by  the  King  (^b).  It  was  conveyed  to 
Adam  de  Stratton  in  Mortgage  j  and  Adam  was  to  reconvey  it  to  Sir 
yobn,  whenever  Sir  John  or  his  Heirs  enfeoffed  Adam  or  his  Heirs  of 
twelve  Librates  in  Land  or  yearly  Rent,  quit-free,  payable  out  of 
one  entire  Ellate  of  one  Tenure,  according  to  a  good  and  large  Va- 
luation, fuch  as  fliould  be  to  the  Content  of  Adam  or  his  Heirs ;  as 
appeareth  by  the  Deeds  of  the  faid  Parties  acknowledged  and  enrolled 
in  the  Excheqner  {c).  In  the  18th  Year  of  K.  Ed'ward  I,  William  de 
Stratton  was  Weigher  at  the  Receipt.  He  came  then  before  the  Barons, 
and  attorned  Henry  del  Palace  to  execute  for  him  the  Office  of  Weigher ; 
and  Henry  was  fworn  before  the  [Treafurer  and]  Chamberlains  to  be- 
have himfelf  well  [d).  ThefimeK.  Edward  I,  by  his  Letters  of  the 
Privy  Seal,  fignified  to  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  of  his  Excheqner, 
that  he  had  granted  to  John  le  Convers  the  Office  of  PeJ'our  of  Silver 
at  the  Receipt,  in  the  Room  of  William  de  Stratton,  with  the  ufual 
Fee  ;  and  commanded  them  to  caufe  Letters  Patent  of  the  Exchequer 
to  be  made  to  him  of  the  faid  Office  for  his  Life,  and  to  put  hhii  in

And  thereupon  Thomas  de  Windefore 
made  Fine  to  the  King,  for  the  Tenants  of  thofe  Lands,  and  with 
their  Confent,  at  iiij  I  \x  s  per  Annum;  and  each  of  the  Tenants  was 
to  anfwer  to  Thomas  for  the  third  Part  of  the  yearly  Value  of  his 
Tenement ;  and  Thomas  was  to  do  the  Service  of  the  faid  Serjeanty 
for  his  Part,  which  was  not  alienated  (^). 

XIV.  Another  Serjeanty  at  the  Receipt  of  Exchequer  was  the  Fu~ 
forte.  By  Fu/or,  I  fuppofc,  we  are  to  underftand  Melter.  One  Wil- 
liam was  Fufor  in  the  Reign  of  K.  Henry  II  and  Richard  I.  And  after 
William'^  Death,  'Joia  his  Widow  profered  to  the  King  x  Marks,  to 
have  the  Lands  and  Chatells  of  her  Hufband,  and  to  have  Right  for 
the  Debts  due  to  her  Hufband,  and  to  have  her  Hufband's  Oriice  at 
the  Exchequer  for  the  Benefit  of  his  Children ;  but  llie  not  having 
Money  wherewith  to  pay  the  Fine  fo  profered,  Andrew  del  EJchcquer 
paid  it :  And  thereupon  the  Cuftody  of  the  Heir  of  William^  with  his 
Land  and  Debts  (faving  to  'Joia  her  Dower)  was  granted  to  Andrezo 
by  the  Chief  Jullicier  and  his  Companions  [h).     In  the  24th  Year  of
